I will insert those 
proceedings entire, as I find them 
reported in the Morning Chroni- 
cle ; and when I have so done, I 
*rill remark upon them. I beg 
the reader to gq patiently through 
them ; they exhibit an instance of 
the lengths to which impudence, 
hypocrisy, and folly, are capable 
of going ; and as such, they are 
worthy of attentive perusal. Above 
all things, it is necessary for us to 
see what menare capable of doing, 
who are regarded as being in the 
situation which we want to see all 
men in respecting elections. This 
Borough of South wark votes by

SOUTHWARK. 
PURITY OF ELECTION. 

The Independent Electors of the 
Borough of Southwark yesterday 
held their Fifth Anniversary of the 
Purity of Election in the Borough 
ofSouthwark. 

At five o'clock, about 2S0 of the 
Electors had assembled in the Di- 
ning Room at the Horns, Ken- 
nington, 

Soon after that hour the Com- 
mittee entered the Room, usher- 
ing in Lord Erskine, Mr. Alder- 
man Wood, Mr. Hobhouse, Wtr. 
J. Williams, M. P^ Mr. Hume, 
M.P,&c. 

Mr. Alderman Wood here stated, 
that Mr. Lambton, who had been - 
expected to preside as Chairman, 
had been prevented by illness from 
attending ;— under these circum- 
stances, he had been requested by 
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some Gentlemen of the Committee 
to take the Chair, which being an 
election, he did not decline to do. 
He felt, however, that the Meeting 
must labour under much disad- 
vantage in having Wm for their 
Chairman, in place of the Honour • 
able Member who had been an- 
nounced as the person to fill that 
office; 

The following, letter from Mr. 
JLaubton was then read :— 

" Cleveland Row, June 2a 
" My Dear Sir — It is with deep 
regTet that I have to announce to 
you my utter inability to attend 
the Southwark Dinner this day, in 
consequence of a severe indisposi- 
tion which has confined me to my 
room since Friday last. I did not 
give up the hope ,of being able to 
go until the 4ast moment; but X 
now find it quite impossible. This 
is to me a severe disappointment, 
as I had anxiously looked for this 
opportunity of proving to the Elec- 
tors of Southwark haw highly I 
value their exertions in the cause 
of independence ; and how willing 
I am to contribute any slight ser- 
vices which it may be in my power 
to render in furtherance of that im- 
portant object. 

" I had also anticipated the 
greatest pleasure in witnessing 
their cordial approbation of the 
step taken by my Gallant Friend, 
Sir R. Wilson ; a step -which not 
onlv they, his constituents, must 
approve of and admire, but which 
entitles him to the respect and gra- 
titude of every lover of liberty and 
national independence. It was 
sufficient for him to know, that the 
strong and powerful of the Conti- 
nent were all arrayed against the 
weak and defenceless — that the 
time was come when it was to be 
decided whether- liberty and know- 
ledge, or slavery and mental de- 
basement, were to rule the earth— 
whether the legitimate few were to 
be allowed with impunity. to tyran- 
nize over, imprison, and murder 



the enslaved many. It was suffi- 
cient for him to know that for these 
purposes the Bourbons were about 
to overran Spain, destroy' her Re-, 
preventative sy stem, annihilate her 
free institutions, and re-establish 
a despotism founded on ignorance 
and superstitidn. 

44 Twas then that he felt delay 
would be a crime of the deepest 
magnitude against those principles 
which he entertained in common 
with his constituents ; at great per- 
sonal sacrifice of convenience and 
fortune he left England; bis very 
landing on the shores of Spain was 
productive of the most beneficial 
effects — and all who know his mili- 
tary talents, his extraordinary bra- 
very, his unbending determination, 
his energy, and activity, must anti- 
cipate, as I do, a series of actions 
which will not only confer honour 
on him, but on his" country, of 
whose wishes and sentiments he is 
the true Representative. 

" With regard to the cause in 
which he is embarked, I need only 
repeat my firm belief that it must 
ultimately be victorious. I care 
not for temporary successes — the 
French armies may extend them- 
selves from the Pyrenees to the 
walls of Cadiz — they may corrupt 
the weak and the base in which 
every country abounds*, and withv 
these materials form Regencies and 
issue boasting proclamations — still 
their work of subjugation is not the 
less distant from its final comple- 
tion. Tho unconquerable, never- 
dying spirit of liberty may be 
smothered for the moment, but a 
spark will always remain from 
which Spanish valour a^d patriot- 
ism will raise a flame which must 
eventually consume their oppres^ 
sors. -

He was anxious to take 
tfiat opportunity of expressing. the 
great delight and satisfaction Be 
felt at having received the invita- 
tion of the Committee to attend 
that dinner; he attended it with 
much pleasure, not only from a 
feeling that he Was advancing the 
cause of independence' in Spain, 
but because he was also aware that 
he was at the same time advancing* 
the cause of liberty throughout the 
world. [Cheers]. They were there 
assembled to celebrate theTriumpft 
of Purity of Election in the person 
of their Hon. Representative (Si* 
Robert Wilson), who had left his 
home, his friends, hia dearest 
kindred. He liad volunteered in 
the cause of Spain, without either 
personal advantage, or a prospect 
of personal reward. He had gone 
forth in the cause of Liberty amidst 
many difficulties,^ perils, and pet> 
sonal privations, If this cause were 
the cause of Spain only, what did 
not his Hon. Friend (Sir Robert 
Wilson} deserve of the country 1 
[Hear, near !] But this was not tbe 
cause of .Spain only— it was. the 
cause of England — it was the cause 
of the whole civilised world* 
[Cheers.] He felt no hesitation m 
stating, that the aggressions now . 
attempted to be made in, Europe 
were such, that,, unless checked' in, 
time, the present system would be 
more fatal to the liberties of manr> 
kind, than was the subversion 6$ 
the Roman empire by the GoihB 
.and Vandals of that period. For, 
be it remembered, that the seeds of 
liberty were to be found, in the , 
minds of the barbarians who did 
this, and that the embryo of the 
Trial by Jury was even then found 
to beamoagsUbem. [Cheers]. How

Amongst free- people there neces- 
sarily must ber ar great variety of 
opinions in support of the cause of 
freedom; bat that any attempt bad 
b o m made, or wao intended' to be 
mado against the sovereignty, or 
against the aristocracy of tbe^ounv 
try, of which bo was by birth a 
member, be most decidedly denied, 
tlnics* a reform in Parliament took 
fiaoe,. it would be impossible for 
fiie most wise, the most honest, the 
most indas.trions^or the most illus- 
trious Minister in this country to 
carry on thejGo vernment with effect, 
f/ippiausej. But with that reform 
every thing was possible ; it would 

tooce enable them to put down 
se cold blooded betrayers of 
liberty who, were endeavouring at 
present to Jiold themselves up as 
its supporters. [Loud cheering.]

Mr. HtMmi$e,\m rising, to retain 
thatdEs^waO received wttbreitaraaoA 
cheers and dappma; of bawds. Bo* 
fore he went farther bo begged to 
return to the Mectmw, on the past 
of hur HonoorabJe Col! ©ago*, Sis 
P. Bosdett, who wao pm*onted by 
stcknese from attetodinm upon that 
oecao iep, bio sincere* and beartfett 
thanks for the honour the* had dpao; 
him* The Borough of $o*tb*msls 
hod long boon distinguished foa 
patriotism anddisinterestednes* in 
the^oause ofpublie liberty. . It had 
iaUon tovthje lot of that borough tft 
show what sort of men the peoplo 
of .England oaght to return to Parr 
liament as their ltepnosentativea> 
Thoy had' all hearoV with* delight 
the eloquent speech* of the Noble ' 
Lord- (Bnskiae) whoJtad addressed 
them} but there was. one expvesV 
smn in.. the Noblo Lord's speech 
which he, with M ntstmctt felt i&* 
cltnedt*fodfaujfrwitfc ThotfoW* 
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Lord bad talked of dying! why a 
man like Lord Erskine coald never 
die. [Cheers]. The able, the strenu- 
• oiw exertions, of his Noble Friend 
- in the cause of public liberty, were 
as immortal as the genius which 
piVc birth to the tfuqaence with 
which lie supported that cause. 
[Load cheers]. Let not that Noble 
Lord think that when the common 
fate of humanity should remove 
him from us, and place him amongst 
tliu great and patriotic men who 
had ^one before him, that his name 
would be at once and for ever for- 
gotten. Little, indeed, would be 
,the inducement to struggle through 
the daily toil and nightly la- 
bours jn which men were en- 
gaged, if the term of 'their 
lives was also to limit the ex- 
tension of their names and of 
their acts. No, thanks be to God , 
men" held no such opinions. On 
the contrary, they cheerfully 
sowed the. seeds of Liberty* with 
the perfect consciousness ' ^at 
though they themselves might not 
witness their arrival at maturity, 
, they were certain that from those 
feeds would grow up a strong and 
flourishing tree, under whose shade 
their )u*sterity might repose in se- 
curity [loud cheers]. It was natu- 
ral upon an occasion like the pre- 
sent, to advert to the part which 
their Gallant and Patriotic Repre- 
sentative had taken in the cause 
of Spain. For himself, he saw 
nothing ought ta induce the^pcople 
©f England to despair of that glo- 
rious triumph which they were 
anxious to obtain for the cause of 
liberty. • The present struggle was 
not confined to Spain alone, it in- 
volved the destinies of Europe — 
upon the sacred soil of Spain (sa- 
cred because bathed with the Hood 
of freemen) was now to be tried 
Whether or not a successful resist- 
ance might not be, made against 
that confederation of despots who 
•attempted to trample- down the 
rights and liberties of mankind 
[eheors], but it was net against the 



open foes of liberty only that they 
had to contend— they had also to 
defend themselves against pre- 
tended friends. [Hear, hear, hear ! J 
He blushed to think that England, 
heretofore the foremost in support 
of the sacred cause of Liberty, had, 
by its Ministers, been placed in the 
rear of despotism. [Cheers]. Still, 
however, he felt that there was no 
reason to despair of the cause of 
Spain. The French, since their in* 
vasion of that country, had not 
taken a single fortified place, from 
the Pyrenees to the walls of Cadiz. 
In bis opinion, the contest had not 
yet begun. It was stated that the 
Spaniards were in a state of apa- 
thy, but from whom did this state-: 
raent come ? From the enemies, 
who were .vainly trying to subju- 
gate them . The Honourable Gen- 
tleman, after some further remarks, 
which a want of space obliges us 
to omit, concluded by thanking the 
Meeting for the honour they had 
done him. 

The next Toast was — 

" S. Hume, Esq. the active and 
"persevering economist, and the 
"strenuous opposer of public 
" abuses." 

Mr. Hume returned* thanks in -a 
speech of considerable length; 
which a want of room prevents us 
from inserting. 

The Chairman next proposed the 
Health of Samuel Whitbread* 
" Esq. Member for Middlesex/* 
[Applause]. 

Mr. Whitbread, in returning 
thanks, assured the Electors of 
Sbuthwark, that he went id the full 
extent with them in wishing the 
most complete success to the ho- 
nourable though hazardous mission 
in which his Gallant Friend ancT 
their Honourable Representative 
way engaged. [Loud cheers]. He- 
had been prevented from coming 
to the Meeting earlier in the even- 
ing, as he bad been attending the 
canvass of a friend of his at Hert- 
ford, and whose election he consl-

The next. Toast was— 

"John Williams, Esq* Member 
V for Lincoln* an4 the independ- 
" ence of the English Bar." [Ap- 
plause]. 

Mr. , IVilfatms. presented himself 
to the Meeting, and was received 
with such loud and reiterated 
stouts of applause that he found it 
impossible for several mi antes to 
obtain a hearing-* Silence hiving 
been at length obtained, the 
-Learned Gentleman proceeded to 
express, in the most elnqueni Wrms, 
his approbation of the glorious 
cause in which his Gallant Fi tend, 
Sir R. Wilson, had so honourably 
engaged. The Spaniards were 
bound in policy as well as in ho- 
nour to defend themselves ; what 
wefle they likely to gain by a dif- 
ferent course; of proceeding ? Let 
them look to recent history. What 
bad the Neapolitans gained by 
their cowardice? The Neapolitans 
thought by a base and grovelling 
submission to secure an ignoble 
but easy slavery. But how did the 
facfo turn out? They found that 
by deserting the path of glory, 
which might also have proved the 
path of safety, they had sunk under 
the'wbfpb and lashes of their 
tyrants ;— they were startled at the 
bayonets of their oppressors ; they 
had, in fact, become the slaves of 
slaves [loud cheers]. For the re- 
spect to his Gallant Friend, he ha<} 
only to stale, that be congratulated 
the Electors of Southwark upon 
having selected so worthy a Repre- 
sentative, while at the same, time 
he coog ratu lated his Gall ant Friend 
upon enjoying the confidence of so 
respectable a body. [Applause]. 
Whatever might be the result of 
• the Spanish campaign, nod he had 
no reason to doubt of its success, 
be could assure the Meeting that 
their Gallant Representative would 
return with an equal deserving of 
the bouou r which they had origi- 
nally conferred equally upon them- 



selves and upon him ;— be weald 
return worthy of that public appro- 
bation, and those private benedic- 
tions which ha^l attended bis part- 
ing [loud cheers]. 

Colonel Torrem said he rose in 
obedience to. the Committee to pro- 
pose a Toast. But before he pro- 
posed that toast, he begged to offer 
a few words. Regret had been 
expressed at the absence of their 
Gallant Representative ; but he, 
though absent in person, was pre- 
sent in spirit ; for men connected 
in the cause of liberty were roge~ - 
ther in spirit though bodily absent. 
It had been urged on various occa- 
sions that soldiers were opposed to 
public liberty; this, as a principle, 
be begged leave to deny. Caesar, 
a soldier, subverted the liberties of 
Rome; but be it recollected that 
Brutus, also a soldier, stabbed the 
tyranrto the heart. [Hear, hear, 
hear!] He might refer with safety 
to the pages of history, in order 
to shew that soldiers had 4 at 
earlier periods been the advocates 
of liberty in this eonntry. Was 
it not the Barons of England who, 
in their coats of mail, with the 
tent for their council 'chamber,' 
obtained for England those rights 
and privileges which they now en- 
joyed ? [Hear, hear I] Had not An- 
drea Dot ia, the liberator of Genoa, 
been a military man [loud cheers]? 
Was not William Tell, the libera- 
tor of Switzerland, also a soldier ? 
Was not Prince Maurice; who, 
with Count Egraont, vindicated the 
freedom of the Netherlands I And 
last, though not least, was not the 
immortal Washington also a sol- 
dier? [Cheers] Sir Robert Wilson 
was at present the Washington of 
this eonntry, going to aid Spain 
[cheers]. For himself he had never 
despaired of the cause of liberty. 
The people had become possessed 
of an ally which they could not 
oppose, the power of knowledge 
and the omnipotence of truth. As 
well might tyrants try, like Xerxes, 
to lash the waves into obedience,

the National Debt Government 
were to be suffered to ejust in 
Spain. I do not look upon it as 
freedom to ibe delivered from 
priests and put into the hands of 
jews. If I must have Rothsckild 
in order to get rid of the Grand 
Inquisitor, let me keep the latter; 
for, if I will te! religion alone, he 
will let me alone \ but nothing can 
save me from the effects of the 
National Debt. In abort, there 
is nothing ; there is no evil that my 
mind can form an idea of that I 
would not gladly see England en- 
dure, if by the endurance of it the

The King has exhausted his- en- 
deavouns to presence the^ pefcee of 
(Europe, ,., . 

The question of an interference 
U' tan. internal oontottns of Spain, 
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' on account of the troubles and dis- 
tractions which nave for some time 
prevailed in that kingdom, wa* 
not one on which His Majesty 
could for himself, entertain a mo- 
merit s hesitation. If His Majes- 
ty ^Plenipotentiary at Verona d*d 
not decline taking part in the deli- 
berations of the Allied Cabinet* 
upoo that question, it was because 
His Majesty owed to his Allien 
upon that as upon every other sub* 
ject, a sincere declaration of his 
opinions; and because he hoped 
that a friendly and unreserved 
communication might tend to the 
preservation of general peace. 

The nature, of the apprehensions 
which bad induced the King of 
France to assemble an army within 
his own frontier, upon the borders 
of Spain, bad been indicated, in 
the hrst instance, ny the designa- 
tion of the ;' Cordon Sanitaire," 
The change of that designation to 
that of au " Army of Observation " 
(which took place in the month of 
September last) did not appear to 
His Majesty to imply more, than 
that the defensive system originally 
opposed to the contagion of physi- 
cal, disease, would be continued 
against the possible inconveniences, 
moral or political, which might 
arise to France from a civil contest 
raging in a country separated from 
the French territory only by » ™"- 
ventionat line of demarcation. The 
dangers naturally incident to an 
unrestrained intercourse between 
two countries so situated towards 
each other— the dan", ts of politi- 
cal intrigue, or of oc ^sional viola- 
tion of territory, might sufficiently 
justify preparations of military de- 
fence. 

Such was the state of things be- 
tween Francis and Spain at the 
opening of the Congress at Verona 
The propositions brought forward 
by the French Plenipotentiary in 
the conferences of the Allied Cabi- 
nets, were-founded on this state of 
things. Those propositions did not 
folate to any project of carrying 



attach into the heart of Ike Spanish 
Monarch y, hot were in the nature 

of inquiries:— 1st. What counte- 
nance France might expect to re- 
ceive from the Allies, if she should 
rind herself under the necessity of 
breaking off diplomatic intercourse 
with the Court of Madrid? And 
Sdly. What assistance in supposed 
cases of outrage to be committed, 
or of violence to be menaced, by 
Spain I These eases were atil con- 
tingent and precautionary. The 
answers of the three Continental 
Powers were of a correspondent 
character. 

The result of tho discussions at 
Verona, was a determination of 
His Majesty's Allies, the Bmpctors 
of Austria and Russia and the 
King of Prussia — 1st To make 
known to the Cabinet of Madrid, 
through their respective Ministers 
at that Court, their Mmtiincnts 
upon the necessity of a change in 
the present system of the Spanish 
Government; and, in the event of 
an unsatisfactory answer to that 
communication, to recal their re- 
spective Ministers ; and to break 
oft' all diplomatic intercourse with 
Spain, 2dly. To make common 
cause with prance against Spain, 
in certain specified cases; cases, 
as has been already observed, al- 
together contingent and precau- 
tionary. 

His Majesty's Plenipotentiary 
declined concurring in these mea- 
sures, not only because be was 
unauthorized to pledge the faith of 
his Government to any hypotheti- 
cal engagement, but because lit* 
Government had, from the month 
of April 1S2D, uniformly recom- 
mended to the Powers of the Alii* 
auce to abstain from alt interfe- 
rence in the internal affairs of 
Spain ; and because, having been 
from the same period entirely un- 
acquainted with whatever transac- 
tions might have taken place be* 
twecn France and Spain, his Go- 
vernment could not judge on^ what 
grounds the Cabinet of the Tmle- 
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rfes meditated a possible discon- 
tinuance of diplomatic relatione 
with the Court of Madrid ; or on 
what grounds they apprehended 
an occurrence, apparently so joit 
probable, as a commencement of 
hostilities against France by Spain, 
No proof was produced to His 
Majesty's Plenipotentiary of the 
existence of any design on the part 
of the Spanish Government, to 
invade the territory of France ; of 
any attempt to introduce disaffec- 
tion among her soldiery ; or of any 
project to undermine her political 
institutions: and so Jong as the 
atrugjrJes and disturbances of Spain 
should he confined within the circle 
of her own territory .they could not 
be admitted by the British Govern- 
ment to afford any pica for foreign 
interference. If the end of the 
last, and the beginning of the pre- 
sent century saw all Europe com- 
bined against France, it was not on 
account of the internal changes 
which France thought necessary 
for her own poliifcaJ and civil re- 
formation; hut because she at- 
tempted to propagate, tirst her 
principles, and afterwards her do- 
minion, by the sword. 

Impossible as it was for His Ma- 
jesty to be party to the measures 
concerted at Verona wiih respect 
to Spain, His Majesty's Plenipo- 
tentiary declared, that the British 
Government could only endeavour 
through His Majesty's Minister at 
the Court of the Catholic King, 
" to allay the ferment which thuse 
measures mi^ht occasion at Ma- 
drid, and to do all the good in his 
power H 

Up to this period no communi- 
cation had taken place between 
His Majesty and the Court of Ma- 
drid, as to the discussions at Ve- 
rona. Bufabout the time of the 
arrival of His Majesty's Plenipo- 
tentiary, on his return from Verona, 
at Paris, Sjiain expressed a desire 
for the " friendly interposition " of 
His Majesty, to avert the calami 
ties of war. Spain distinctly limit 



ed this desire to the employment 
of such ** good officei " on the pa*f 
of Great Britain, as would not b& 
inconsistent with ** the most strict^ 
ly conceived system of neutral itytf* 
— Nor has any period occurred 
throughout the whole of the int^w 
course of the British Government 
with Spain, at which the Spurns* 
Government has hecn for one mo- 
ment led, by that of Great Britain; 
to believe that the policy of Hi** 
Majesty in a contest between 
France and Spain would be other 
than neutral. 

In pursuance of this request, aa«*~ 
of his previous declaration at Vo* 
rona, His Majesty** PJentpotetK 
tmry received instructions at Pari* 
to make to the French Govern- 
ment the offer of His Majesiy'* 
mediation. In making this offet? 
the British Government depre* 
cated, from motives of expediency 
as well as from considerations of 
justice, the employment toward* 
bpain of a language of reproach ar> 
of intimidation. Thcj represented' 
as matter of no light moment, lh*> 
first breach, by whatever Powers •" 
of that general pacific settlement * 
which had been so recently estaa • 
Wished, and at the cost of so many- 
sufferings and sacrifices to all na* • 
tions,, Nor did they disguise from} * 
the French Government, the nux-w 
icty with which they looked forward 
to aEJ the possible issues of a new^ 
war in Europe, if once begun. ' 

In addition to suggestions suclr- - 
as these, the British Government 
endeavoured to learn from the Ca- 
binet of the Tujieries, the nature- - 
and amount of the specific griev-> 
ances of which His Most Chris* 
gaii Majesty complained, against * 
Spain; and of such specific inca- . 
sures of redress or conciliation oir 
the part of Spain, as would arrest 
the progress of His Most Christian 
Majesty's warlike preparations, 

The French Government declined 
the formal mediation of His Ma- « 
jesty; alleging, in substance, thai . - 
the necessity of its warlike prepa- 
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rations was founded, not to' much 
*ldrf^*a^*of complaint 
.Spain, which might be 
w ifcie* nf accurate specifiea- 
tkm3iad.o^i^icat«jdjofttmeut, as 
MA $h« ;gene*ali position in which

imptessed with the necessity of 
peace Iran- both Kingdoms; and 



resolved, therefore, whether. In* 
vested or not with the forinal earn* 
meter of mediator, to make every, 
effort, and to avail itself of every, 
chance, for the prevention of hos-. 
tilities. The question was now 
become a question simply anoVeiw. 
tirety between Spain and France ; 
and the practical point of inquirjs 
was not so much how the relation* 
of those two Governments had 
been brought into their present 
awkward complication; as how 
that complication could be solved, 
without recourse to arms, and an 
amicable adjustment produced,, 
through mutual explanation and; 
concession. 

Nothing could have induced Hia 
Majesty to suggest to the Spanish 
nation a revision of its political 
institutions, as the price of His 
Majesty's friendship.; But Spa- 
niards, of all parties and descrip- 
tions, admitted some modifications 
of the Constitution of 1812 to be. 
indispensably necessary ; and if in 
such a crisis as that in which, 
Spain now found herself, detract- 
ed -at once by the miseries of civil 
war, and by the apprehension of 
foreign invasion, the adoption of 
modifications, so admitted to be 
desirable in themselves, might af- 
ford a prospect of composing her 
internal dissections, and might at 
the same time furnish to the French 
Government a motive for with- 
drawing from the menacing posi- 
tion which it had assumed towards 
Spain, the British Government felt 
that no scruple of delicacy, no fear 
of misconstruction, ought to re- 
strain them from avowing an ear- 
nest wish, that the Spaniards could 
prevail upon themselves to con- 
sider* of such modifications, or, at 
least to declare their disposition, 
to consider of them hereafter..

in asserting that we are free and 
that the French are slaves ; this! 
fattenm may possibly meet with;

not be. 

I have very recently had an 
opportunity of conversing withj 
tnp gentlemen, who hare returned, 
foosn a tear in Frnnoe. I tore 
Jtnowri these gentlemen for some 
time. I can vf\y upon their ve- 
racity ; and, which in such a case 
is pf itiH greater importance, on 
*ht\r*apQri*yforp*4ffing. They 
are two English yeenien, residing 
in the midland counties. They 
have been to France for the pur- 
pose nf taking a view of it, and, 
attri^^to^pnTpetetf ascer- 
taining whether it be a ooantry 
desirable to remove to. They 
travelled eight hundred miles in 
Trance ; looked well into the si- 
ftaatioa af the farmers and the 
laboarars} and st at e d to me some 
particulars very well worthy af 
public attention; " 

Their account of Farmers to (he

And, already do English farmers, 
who have fled to Frame to Avoid 
being pressed to the earth by the 
Debt created By his immortal vie* 
tones, or rather .creating those 
victories; alread j -do these Eng- 
lish tamers express their alarm, 
lest some disturbance in Ftsanae 
should force them again to sat 
foot en Sir James Mackintosh's 
" xloaric ground qf liberty " 

This met is joompletely decisive* 
as to the. true sftu> of the cas^ 
It was quite new to see English 
farmers emigrating to America. 
That was a novelty in the histoigr 
of emigrations; but to see English 
farmers go to settle in France, is 
'something more . than a novel^r. 
It is this : a complete proof of the 
declining and disgusting state of 
their own country. They ha»e 
children as well as themselves 4o 
take care .of They know that if 
they remain Jierp thqy must con- 
tinue to pay the interest of this 
enormous Debt ; 4e support <tb» 
scarcely less enormous deu^r 
weight, and to support tb^ his- 
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ttixchy into the bargain. They 
can premise to themselves and 
their children neither ease nor 
competence. Sooner or litter they 
•most be beggars, if they remain' ; 
and therefore, while they have 
something left/ they flee to a 
foreign land ; and, if by their flee- 
ing, they add to the power of the 
rival, and enemy, of theft own 
Country, the fault is not theirs, 
but belongs solely Xo those, who 
have made it impossible for them 
"to remain without ruin. 
' Thus France is rising above us, 
/ Her resources are not mortgaged. 
The chfld of the labourer is not 
'pledged to a band of jews before 
he quits the cradle. The. ten 
sbittfnga a-week which the k« 
bourer- receives does not go into 
the hands of the taxgatherer. Of 
every shilling that goes,* into the 
hands of our poor wretches, four- 
pence, at the least, goes away m 
tax. The French labourer has his 
' ten shillings to expend hi food and 
'raiment and fuel. These gentle- 
men went into labourers' dwel- 
lings, enqunred and saw how they 
. lived ; and they, represent their 
- state as one t)f perfect blessedness 
compared-to that of the miserable 
* creatures who raise the food and 
lament in England. Ndtajtb^ 
standing this, and notwithstanding 
the notorious state of Ireland, we 



have impudent mountebanks to 
stand up in public places, to tell 
us that the French are slaves, and 
to bid us boast of 6ur freedom! 
I know of no impostors more de- 
spicable than these. I know of 
none more worthy of pilttfehnient. 
They pretend to be opposed to the 
•System under which we groan ; 
but What, in order to uphold that 
system, ean they do better than 
represent us .as better o(F than the 
people of France* Tfe^ytalk of 
persons beistg paid by the Mini- 
stry! Wbo can ^ene that mioMrtry 
mere <effiactnaHyf«&ore offisiently 
than the vile. in^oetarwbs tells 
you fbat y*u aire better^, than 
the people of,lj>a*ce; wAwbo, 
in that assertiOn v bids jyon^atir 
neither hand nor- foot fyr jtowrde- " 
Iterance. But^Iook^Ht. feese/,iin- 
postors: is these a m*iiMnivM*gst 
'them, . who is net pbcfeetMfe the 
public money by Jrifjown 'bands, 
or by thdseofbis natations t W& 
ought all to wish the French 
people to i*e free, and- happy. 
Tbey f l)y their vaJouf And their 
good sense,, gav^ despotism, a 
blow that vit wiUiiie^nrfcraoyer. 
We ought* Uiertftwe^.to. wsh 
them welt If ^h^y- be ^ ,s^ 
w*U;oitafr we^ could wish* it ought 
to beiAsitf^yofisfe^rejlwife^us; 
but, at any rate, we ought not to 
represent them as slaves in order 
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to gloss over our own disgrace. 
Let us endeavour to enjoy the good 
things which they enjoy; let us 
endeavour to make ourselves as 
free as they are ; but let us not 
endeavour to disguise our own 
shame, and to rivejour own chains, 
by pretending that we are free 
and that they are slaves. 
• For my part, I am willing to 
compound : if that could be* I 
would compound with Jew, Turk, 
Bourbon, or any thing else. I 
would say, let the common labour- 
ing man have ten shillings a- week, 
meat at threepence a pound, 
wheat at five shillings and six- 
pence a 'bushel, and no mah or 
salt tax, or soap or candle tax:

ground of liberty." I stipulate, 
however, for not being shut up 
from sunset to sunrise, and for 
not being banished for life, if I 
should happen to say any thing 
having a tendency to bring into 
contempt those who call them- 
selves my representatives. 

The French seem to be "very 
much ef my taste; and especially 
the French farmers. Accordingly, 
they make no noise about politics. 
France is tranquil J and, for my 
part, I most sincerely wish bet to 
remain tranquil and prosperous 



and powerful ; for very certain am 
I that her being the reverse of 
any of these would be greatly in- 
jurious to the people of F^glamt 
The Bourbons are at the head of 
her; but I care little about that 
I wish her to inflict signal ven- 
geance upon all those who exulted 
when they thought they had en- 
slaved her and degraded her for 
ever. I see the triumphs of her 
armies with pleasure, so long aa 
those triumphs tend to humble 
her insolent foes, who so basely 
exulted in 1814 end 1815. What 
my wishes are, however, is of 
little consequence. According to 
all appearances, she will give her 
former foes their hands full. De- 
lighted she must be to see this 
country chained down to this im- 
moveable millstone; but, though 
this be matter to delight a French-* 
man, it is matter that the best of 
Englishmen may see without re- 
gret For more than a century, 
we have been sinking into a state 
of abjectaess. We never can 
recover, bat by the shaking off of 
this millstone ; and shake it off 
we- never shall except we are 
competed t?U 6y Fromce. She 
will bring the question to issue, 
at last, whether we will submit to 
be her slaves, or shake off the 
tyranny of the jews. She, and 
she alone, can bring this question 
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<b Issue. To issue Ber laudible [their " (iolfective Wisdom "' ap- 



' ambition will bring it ; and then, 
after alf, we shall have to thank 
Ber for our defiverance. No na- 
tion But France has the power to 
ftrce us into the field. She has 
(Re power She is cunning, and. 
Cu n nin g would tritince her to let us 

.'Roger along! hut, thank God, her 
cunning is exceeded by her ara- 
fiftibri, her love of wealth and 
dominion by her love of glory, 
and she will, by her hostility, at 
Ikst deliver us front the curse 
which now sinks us to the earth. 

With a fervent prayer to God 
to hasten the hour, I should con- 
clude this article ,* but there is one 
point 'of~ contrast in the conduct 
of the tifco Governments', which is 
of a nature 'so strongly character- 
ise; that 1 cannot help taking 
particular notice of it. The 
Bourbon Government imposes a 
heavy duty on all articles of con- 
sumption that enter Paris. No** 
ifllng was ever more wise than 
this. It prevents that capital from 
swelling into a Wen; it lays; a tax 
oil th6 rich and profligate; it 
drawr revenue from those numer- 
ous foreigners who always crowd 
ftirfs ;' it eases the country peo- 
pled anrf, above alhhings, ittentfs 
hr prevent an increase of de- 
Bauchery arid' of crimes of all 
Sorts; Our pretty fellows and

pear "to act upon a precisely op- 
posite principle. They favour the 
growth of our Wen jri all sorts of 
ways. Not content with placing all 
the Public Offices in the "Wen ;

AMERICAN 
APPLE GRAFFS. 






When I was selling these, some 
time ago, I observed on the excel- 
lent stale, in which they were, 
though they had been then severed 
from the tree more than four 
month*. I said, that some of them, 
if properly put on, would produce 
It horn, and that, possibly * some 
might produce fruit; and I re- 
quested those gentlemen, who 
might have fruity to have the 
goodness to inform me of it 
Three have informed me of their 
having fruit i but, in the case of 
one of them, the person who had' 
the care of the graffs had met 
with a " misfortune" by which 
the apple, when it had attained 
the size of a tvalnut, was knocked 
off I Perhaps there is nothing in 
the world so bad as being " «n- 
fortunate;' 1 and an unfortunate 
gardener is, perhaps, the most 
unfortunate of all mankind. Such 
a man can preserve nothing. The 
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poor fellow seems to have a spell . tmgton to Wales ; others to Scot* 

set upon him. It is in vain to //ami; and all have done well. It 



endeavour to rescue him from the 
f/H& Such an apple, under such 
care, is sure to get knocked off. 
The only way of getting rid of the 
e fleets of 4he spell is to yet rid of 
the gardener. It may be said, 
that itj is . v e ry hard to p^ ji ish the 
poor man for .being unfortunate. 
Yes ; bnt this is a m isre present a- 
tion of your act, which is, not to 
punisk any body, hu\ lo preserve 
yeitr choice productions. It would 
be very wicked in. a government to 
punish a general or an admiral 
for being itnjortunafe ; but, it 
would be the bounden duly of a 
government to dismiss such unfor- 
tunate person. 

To return to my subject, I my- 
self have two apples, growing on 
griffs, imported last winter. These 
apples are about the size of pi- 
gBoiis* e$g*. The gruffs were put 
on the stocks on the 27 th of April 
They were cat froni the tree in 
America on the 167/* of December. 



is a nict worthy of particular no- 
tice r that, in every instance that I 
have heard of, where slock* have, 
in the same place and at the same 
time, been grafted with English 
cuttings, these have failed in a 
much greater proportion than the 
American cuttings. However, -the 
fruit upon these American wai- 
tings is a great curiosity in Natu- 
ral History. It is a thmjr never, 
1 believe, heard of hefore. Any 
gentleman who bought grafts of 
me, or who is curious in apples, 
may, if he think it worth his while, 
see these apples now growing at 
Kensington, Whether they will 
come lo perfection is more than [ 
can say; but, J think they will. 
Tbey may fall short of full size ; .

The Occidental Plane 
(whk-h the Americans ca!l but- 
ton^ wood, and -which £rows to a 
larger size than any- other iree in 
that* country) often get** nipped 
end even killed in England ; but 
never in America, though the frost 
ffcere h* T beyond all comparison, 
more severe than it is here. The 
cause is this ; Mhat the son of 
A merica ripens the summer shoot; 
make* it solid rind capable of re* 
sisling the frost Trees shoot but 
very Htthv indeed, in America, 
after Midsummer. The heat comes 
fciid puts a stop to all further shoot- 
ing; anditrrpens'andhardensihe 
wood, and enables it to resist the 
frost ■ Our shoots, on the con- 
trary, are, a great part of them, 
produced, principally, in August 
and September;' and sometimes 
we have very Tittle sun while and 
after a great part of the shoot has 
been growing. The frost comes 
And Buds our shoots, therefore, in 
a eoft and Watery state. If it do 
not ncto&lly destroy them, ft dis- 
qualifies them for bearing ; and, 
Vrthout doitbt; ft renders them unfit 
far cutthigsto putuptm stocks. It 
ii Very weft known to peach and 



They know that a soft green Aoot 
never produces fruit 'This, there- 
fore, is unquestionably the reason 
whythese American graflssu exceed 
so well. It would be impossible, 
I dare say, to obtain fruit the first 
yearfrorti an English cutting ; or, 
at most, such a thing eoitVI n*>l be 
expected one time out of a^lttou- - 
sand. In mv otfn garden, this 
year, I have had more' thflii fifty 
of these Amerrean cuttings iajfnll 
Mrtom; aod four of them have had 
fruitthesfzeofa hazel-nut Two 
of them are carrying on their fruit, 
which have ntfW attained the size 
of a pigeon's egg, 

I look upttft this Importation^ of 
graffs to be 1 a' matter of great 
consequence.

" country gentleniaii^ is in fact, 



a creature up to his chin in the 
taxing system. All that his fa- 
mily gets, or is likely to get, may 
be Jess than what he looses, and 
will lose by the system. Still he 
loves the system, for the good 
things it gives him; and he im- 
putes the bad to the Jacobins and 
Radicals. He thinks that, some- 
how or other, he may save the 
estate, and keep the taxes, too. 
He is in hopes that he shall be 
ciinninger than other people ; and 
that, if they fall, he shall not. 
Thus his endeavours are con- 
stancy bent towards getting as 
much as he can out of the taxes, 
instead of being bent towards re- 
ducing the taxes and preserving 
his estate: the security of the 
Jews is found," and Will be found,' 
in the greediness, meanness, base- 
ness and tyrannical disposition of 
the landowners, who know that 
they are 'detested by the people 
for their injustice towards them, 
and who will never tuTthe last 
moment, do any thing to conciliate 
the people. ' \ ' 

These mean and cowardly be- 
ings have recently attempted that 
which would certainly have co- 
vered them with everlasting in- 
famy, and from which you mainly 
assisted to preserve them. That 
attempt shows the desperatone*s 
of their situation and the pure

Js.it that they may 
teach us religion? What ? can 
they teach us better than God 
himself! Come; let us have no 
shuffle here. Here is Goo's word 
to man. It is intended to secure 
his e ver last! n g salvation . Has Go d 
neglected to express himself so as 
to be understood ; and, that too, 
in so important a case ! Who 
shall dare say that? and yet do 
we not say it by our actions, if we 
employ and pay expounders and 
interpreters. 

Thus, it' we were to go no fur- 
ther, i think that we have here 
quite enough to make us hesitate 
before we affect to ridicule any of 
the dogmas of the Roman Catho- 
lics. Their conduct in this respect 
is consistent from first to last; it 
perfectly squares with their ex- 
pressed opinions. Our expressed 
opinions, and our practice, are di- 
* reelly at variance. We observe, 
in the Catholic Church, a regular 
uniform mode of proceeding. Be 
it right, be it wrong, it is always 
the same thing. There is no varia- 
tion whether as Jo the form or the 
substance. All Catholics, in all 
parts of the world, have one faith ; 
and one manner of worship. Now, 
is Jt net to be somewhat deficient 
in point of modesty, for any Pro* 
testant to pronounce this faith to 
be erroneous; this worship to be 
something ridiculous, when, the 
Protestants are divided into forty 
or fifty sects, each differing mate* 
rially from all the rest, each cen- 
suring all the others, each asserting 
itself to be pursuing the right road 
to Heaven* each asserting, posi- 
tively, or by implication, that ail 
the others are in the wrong road ; 
is it not a little too much for any 
Protestant to pretend, under cir- 
cumstance* like these, to decide 



offhand, that mat ancient re % ion. 
is erroneous, against which he, in- 
deed , proletts himself, hut which « 
is also protested against by no 
many sects, which he has not the . 
smallest hesitation to pronounce to 
be in error as to their faith and 
worship. It is being, I must say, 
a little too presumptuous, for a 
Protestant, under such circum- 
stances to pretend it to be a thing 
taken for granted that the Roman , 
Catholic Religion is a mass of 
error, absurdity and superstition. 

II, indeed, the Protestants were 
all of one mind; if they could 
agree among themselves ; H they 
could cease to condemn one ano- 
ther, the case would be somewhat 
different But, here are fifty men 
who all at present hold the name 
opinion, concerning a certain mat- 
ter. Something arises to change 
the opi nlon s o f some ofth em , The 
whole of the fifty have hitherto 
had the same belief, and their an- 
cestors have had it before them, 
for a great many ages* Twenty 
of them now separate from the 
other thirty. To be sure, the 
twenty, being a minority, does not 
prove that they are wrong. But, 
pray mark what happens: the 
thirty steadily retain their old 
opinions, though called upon to 
look well into them ; and the 
twenty, though they abandon their 
old opinions, though they all agree 
in abandoning their oltf opinions, 
all differ from one another, each 
of them differs from the other nine- 
teen in opinions which he takes up 
in the stead of those old opinions* 
Now, then, what is the result 1 
Here are twenty out of the Ghy t 
who protest, to be sure; but, as 
each of the twenty ^differs from all 
the rest in the opinion, here must 
be nineteen, at least, out of the

Much has been said about^thtai 
ecclesiastical punishments. About/ 
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u>e sufferings occasioned bv the 
bigotry ana aridity of priests. 
Crtyel etjoufh some of them hate 
beeji. Punishments enough have, 
they inflicted ; but, during the six 
hundred years; or during the 
whole time that the Catholic re- 
ligion Was the religion of England, 
did all the Ecclesiastical Courts, 
put together, inflict a tenth part 
of as much human suffering as 
Was inflicted by the Exchequer of 
England during only the< late 
King's reign ! Talkoi the victims 
of the Inquisition, ^ of " Bloody 
Queen Mary." To be sure, there 
were some persons cruelly put to 
death, in her reign; wit look, 
oh !' merciful God, at the victims 
of the terrible Exchequer ! And 
that, too, for what! We talk 
about Spanish Inquisition. We 
Blake use of words that deceive 
ua. Weget into a way of deceiv- 
ing ourselves. Let a list of the 
sufferers in the Englis^ Ex- 
chequer, during the last reign, be 
jftade out; let us have the names 
nnd state of the parties ; their 
age ; the number and age of their 
lamihea; the losses; the ruin; 
the devastation ; the death, from 
want, sorrow, or suicide. Let us 
have a list of all these, and then 
let us see what all the Inquisitions 
of Earope can produce. Every 
one to bw taste, as I said before;

other, fifty thousand monks and 
friars or $fly thousand taxgather- 
evs, gjwe me the former. My taste 
would make me see the walk of 
* ompent with infinitely less pain 
than muse of a barrack. An 
association of ideas would lead me 
so results; and I must confess 
that* if I must be kept in order 
by the teerrf, or by the sword 
<or bayonet)' 1 prefer the word; 



and greatly prefer the friar to the 
soldier. To mv eyes, the cowl 
and cloak, would be a great deal 
more agreeable than a fierce 
looking cap and sanguine jacket, 
though the former had white, 
cocks -tail feathers flying from 
the top of it, and though the 
latter were covered with gay lace, * 
had jack boots at the bottom of it, . 
a horse between those, arid a 
sword hanging down by his side, 
long enough to spit three men at 
once. It Is all ^ matter of taste. - 
A young girl of twenty might * 
prefer the cock's feather gentle- 
man; but I, for my part, should 
like tbe^nonk.

insure ultimate success-.

£$ftst, I think,, that 1 ever saw in 
England. 

t Xn my last, I said, that I had 
iipo apples oh graffs of this year. 
Since Ji wrote that I have seen, in 
the garden of Mr. Pointer at 
North End, Fulham, two apples 
upon one graff. This graff Mr. 
Sinter had from me. It came 
frpm America this year, and was 
nearly five months severed from 
the tree. • ' The apples on Mr. 
Pointer's graff are Newtown Pip- 
pins, and are about the size of 
walnuts. To be sure, I cannot 
, be supposed, to be able to stick 
. apples on upon graffs in my own 
.garden. But, nurserymen are hard 
ia believe; and, therefore, I am 
^glad of this opportunity of refer- 
ring to Mr. Pointer, ■ 

A gentleman, who called upon 
me toe other day, told me, that 
he wished, last Blarch, to have a 
packet of my graffs ; but that, hav- 
ing no stocks, he spoke to a neigh- 
bouring nurseryman Sot stocks to 
^ gr(*jfed in the nursery. This 
professional gentleman assured 
turn, that i\ was a " mere catch- 
penny" After this to haVe trusted 
the graffs in his hands would have 
fbeen lolly indeed. The gentle- 
man, therefore, had no graffs. . I 
was glad to have an opportunity 
Staking this gentleman into my 
.garden, and letting him see the 
thing with his own eyes. This 
gentleman came from a county 
Jar $orih; but, let the reader 
near what took place in Scotland.

il Graffs did not arrive until the 
'"first week in May. After steep- 
*'ing them in water 24 hours, I 



i put on about sixty graffs, chiefly.

1 and, at this early date, apples ' 
1 are formed on some of them, ' 
f notwithstanding the long cold , 
1 and strong drought. Whether 
r such apples niay come to any 
degree oi perfection is yet to be 
seen.

I am very much pleased with : 
the conduct of Mr. M*Gavin. ' 
This is due to the public, if not to : 
me. This gentleman is a stranger 
to me. I never heard of him'be- 
fore His packet was sent off by 
the coach, and, of course, ja pretty 
tossing about it must have bad. 
Yet, it is producing him sixty fine 
apple trees, or >f ould if he bad 
had stocks. This was not much 
of a " catchpenny" then. Mr. 
M'Gavin's graffs cost him, be- 
sides carriage, ' only fan 1 r pence 
each. When the post is so tri- 
fling; itTiever can be worlh while 
to put on a doubtful graff. I am 
forming a little nursery; and I 
never put on a graff of- English 
growth. Why should I, when 1 
can go back to the American tree 
at once ? If this were persevered 
in for a series of years, we should 
see a prodigious improvement in 
the apples of this country. 

When we consider how long an 
apple tree is to last; how valuable 
^rood-apples are, and how very 
nearly worse than nothing bad 
ones are. When we consider that 
the tree of the good requires no 
more ground, and that the fruit 
requires no mere attention and , 
expense, than are require^ n> the 
case of bad, When one con* 
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Aiders, that the tree may be rea- 
sonably expected to last twenty 
. years, and that the crop of the 
good may be reasonably expected 
to be worth a pound a year more 
than that of the bad. \Vhen one 

- considers these things, is it not 
astonishing, that planners of apple- 

r trees are not more careful as to 

the sorts which they plant? The 

, real cause of the want of sufficient 

, care, in this case, is, that the time 

' 2f enjoyment is not close at Itund. 

i t The tree i3 a tree; and, as to the 

fruit, that, at the time of planting, 

- is not seen, and cannot be tasted. 
Jf the trees had, at the time of 
planting, ripe fruit on them, we 
should soon have a riddance of all 
bad sorts. We are careful enough 
about the sorts of peas and beans 
and cabbages ; but these are only 
weeks distant from our lips, when 

* we put the seeo v or plants into the 
ground : the apples are years dis- 
tant when M'e plant the trees. 

' J have before notified, that, next 

spring, I will take care to have a 

collection of graffs for cider-apples 

The great obstacle to extensive 

and rapid improvement is, that 

gentlemen hate not the stocks 

ready to pnt the graffs on. A 

little nursery will contain a good 

lot of trees. The stocks should 

, stand in rows three feet apart, and 

eighteen inches apart in the row. 

\ A single rod of ground (16-* feet 

' each way) will contain more than 

fifty trees. The grafting may 

-take place at any age of ihe stock, 

so that the stock be as big as the 

grajfl The mode of raising stocks 

is from the seed of crabs, or ap* 

, pies. To make orchards you must 

• have stocks of crab. If you have 
nd stocks of any kind at this time, 
and wish to have some to put 
graffs upon next spring, you should 



prepare a piece of ground during 
the summer, buy sonje stocks, and 
plant them in rows in the middle 
of October, shortening their roojs,. 
cutting away the small bushy 
fibres, and shortening the head at 
the time of planting. The eaitb 
should be very fine, the planting 
done carefully, and if no rain com© 
in three days after the planting, 
the stocks should be well water&L 
With these precautions they will 
strike Toot so earjy in the spring, 
as to make them send up sap suf- 
ficient to make the graffs groWj 
There is some risk attending jt, 
however ; but, there is not much 
risk if the work be done well. At 
any rate, a considerable part ©£ 
such stocks will be ready to Be- 
ceive the graffs, and the remainder 
will do for the next year. In such 
a case, it is best, perhaps, to put 
the graffs on late rather than early;, 
because the stock will certainly 
not shoot so soon as if it had 
not been removed in the faU. In 
order tp have as little risk as pos- 
sible, the stocks should not be 
many hours out of ground. Their 
roots should be exposed to the 
sun and wind not one moment, if 
possible. Mats always at hand 
render such exposure entirely un- 
necessary. In case you have ho 
stocks and can get -none and have 
apple-trees, the graffs can be put 
upon these. You cut off a bow 
or limfy where you please; put on - 
your graffs, and thus mix or change^ 
your fruit. In ray garden at Ken-" 
sington, there are both" pear trees" 
and apple trees, which have bee)i 
partially lopped and grafted some 
years ago. And these have now 
very fine fruit upon the limbs thus 
produced from graffs, and either 
no fruity all or poor miserable 
stuff upon the rest of the tree. This 
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shows how much depends upon 
-fiie griff. We have very fine 
0Wraionrette pears hanging upon 
»pear tree, ku the rest of which 
poniains some poor little miserable 
i. things of which I do not know the 
name. One single limb of a pretty 
large apple tree, which must have 
been graffed in the manner above 
described about ten years ago, 
contains three times as much 
weight o£apples as all the rest of 
< the tree, ana the apples are of a 
fine large sort, too, while those of 
x Jthetree are a poor HUte hard good- 
for-nothing stuff, nora fifth part of 
ihesize of the apples of the graffed 
limb. Therefore, every gentle- 
' man who has apple trees, whe- 
ther they he espaliers, dwarf 
standards or tall standards, may 
apply his graffs. He will, at any 
rate, increase the number of the 
•sorts of his fruit ; and, indeed, an 
'orchard might be totally changed, 
in this way, by degrees, without 
eter ceasing to have a crop. 
Graffs grow exceedingly well upon 
•tout standard trees. There is, 
however, this ■precaution neces- 
sary ; and I give it because it may 
be useful at this time, that you 
. must fasten the shoots which come 
out of the graffs, either to stakes 
put into' the ground, to parts of the 
tree on whioh the gran is put, or 
4o sticks tied along the limb of the 
tree ; you must fasten these shoots 
by tying in this way ; ibr if you do 
not, the wibd will break them off. 
t During the first summer, they do 
* jiot get «o firmly united with 'the 
jtroe tfts .to ibe iiUe 4o resist ' the 
wind, especially if the shoots 1 be 
Jong ar.il haavy. ?Bven ^those 
.gmi^ w ibUktyDVL jpat upon 'Stocks 
close to tiie ground must* be se- 
cured m he n ihey gBtipMtiy tong 
^lioots by hei^isea-%0 litde sticks 



or stakes put into the, ground along 
side of them. If thisHbe not done, 
the wind is apt to break them dff. 
The shoot or shoots become tone 
and heavy ; theieaves htflfl agtod 
deal of wind, and the graff is a 

fioor little thing in point of site, 
tis unable, at any rate, to resist 
the force of -die wind, and it -snaps 
off., I began 1 to put sticks to mine 
on Thursday last None of them 
were tied, however, before the 
wind of Saturday carae, and broke 
off several of them. Some 6f the 
shoots are, now more than two 
feet long. The leaves are 'large, 
and the wind has .a great deal of 
hold • upon them. I mention tins, 
being very desirous that gentle- 
men who have had of these grana 
may not lose them in this way. 
Upon standard trees they are stUi 
more exposed. A stick tied along 
the limb of the tjjee is the remedy, 
and it is effectual. Suppose, 'for 
instance, your arm to be thehmb ; 
the graff to be put on at the wrist, 
and the shoot from the graff to 
come out like one of your fingers ; 
tie on a *tick from the elbow4o 
the wrist ; let the stick project a 
little beyond the finger (the shoot); 
tie the shoot Jo the stick, and then 
it is safe. For the want of doing 
this in time I lost full two thirds x>f 
the graffs which I put on in the 
year 1821; and I lost all the 
finest, beeausethe wind had most 
power upon the longest, strongest, 
and finest shoots - .

A part of <what*ur p#opl&««t4Ftt 
of the Leghorn hats. This is * 
very tedious, piece of vorjt, amd 
there is a panning and a jwrog 
beyond measure tedious. *3kjs 
will not be the case wfth>*ncs, fer 
here th&maker of the bonnet will 
have the rail of plat put into h«r 
hands, instead of a great Legfeofn 
bat, andabe will have nothing io 
do hut to make it into the shape 
that ithe fashion dictates. 

I have examined with great cafe 
specimens of all the Leghorn, plat 
and hats that come to England, 
from the very finest to the tow 
coarsest. The very- finest is auch 
as could be made out of English 
rye or wheat straw grown *«nr 
foe. The very finest is beystfcl 
all comparison inferior to the bon- 
net of Miss Woodhouse; and 
though we have yet made no bon- 
net, no entire bonnet equal to that 
of Miss Woodhouse (tor as yej, 
indeed, we have made no entire 
bonnet at a}l) we have plenty 4>f 
specimens of English plat as fine 
as that of Miss Woodhouse, and* 
indeed, rather finer. 

I stated, some, time ago : it was 
in the Eighth Number of Cottage 
Economy, that the Society of 
Arts, had put specimens ot my 
last year's straw into the hand? 
of bonnet merchants, requesting 
them to .. get some of it platted. 
These merchants (with one *ng\& 
exception) returned to the Society • 
with specimens of plat resembling 
that which carter boys perform 
with straw mixed with the hair af 
their bosses* , manes. 'With one 
single exceptmn, they declared 
t(iatJhe discovery never could be 
of any use to. the onantry. .One 
merchant toldme, that the. plat- 
ters could not work jny ,-straw,; 
that .they iurt. their lingers; 4*t 
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ihey even brought whitlows upon 
iheir fingers! Strange to relate, 
there axe, to my certain know- 
ledge, many platters at work upon 
this very straw* antT not only are 
there no whitlow upon their fin- 
gers, but they seem to be per- 
fectly well pleased with the work. 
I know of several hundreds ready 
to begin upon this same work as 
soon as they can be supplied with 
the materials* which has hitherto 
been prevented by the wet wea- 
ther. All this is strange, but 
stranger still, these merchants, or, 
at least t some of them, are not al- 
together in (I is posed to purchase 
some of this ivhi t low-producing 
plat In fact, some of tnem have 
offered to purchase of it. They 
Lave wanted it exceedingly, in 
order to make up along with some 
of their Leghorn plat. Very strange 
indeed this is, that they should 
want some of this very useless 
stuff to use along with the precious 
materials that come irom Leg- 
horn ! In short, the thing is quite 
settled in my mind. The public 
in general cannot know so much 
about it as I do ; but my readers 
Will bear rae say; they will hear" 
it with pleasure, that tnis Leghorn 
traffic must, will and shall be put 
an end to. It is quite incredible 
what coarse stuff we have been 
purchasing from the people of 
Italy. I had no idea that any 
thing so very coarse and ugly was 
brought into the country. Coarse 
or fine, these Leghorn hats pay a 
duty of fipe and eight pence a 
piece. That five and eightpehce 
is the half, the full half of what a 
coarse hat would cost making in 
E nglatid . The materials of which 
these hats are made are prepared 
in the most careless manner. 
J5om,c. of jhe straws are white, 



some yellow, some brown, some 
half green, and *ome half red. 
The middling kind of Leghorn 
plat is that which is most in de- 
mand. I have made particular 
enquiries into this subject. 1 have 
examined the materials well; and 
this middling kind of Leghorn is 
just about the fineness of some 
plat which I am now bavin j made 
from the smallest of some rye- 
straw, selected out of a rye-field 
at Reigate, about a fortnight ago. 
This is a' fact of the greatest im*- 
portance. I had some rye cut in 
a field of very poor rye. . I took 
the Doorest of the poor field. I 
divided the straws into three 
classes; and the smallest class 
makes plat as nearly of. the fine- 
ness of a Leghorn bonnet that 
costs a couple of guineas, as I «an 
ascertain. If we were to sow rye, 
or, indeed, wheat of any sort; but 
particularly the spring Wheat or 
the white-straw wheat ; if we were 
to sow these at the rate of fifteen 
bushels to the acre, upon ground 
quite clean, not very poor in its 
nature, and without manure, my 
opinion is that we should grow as 
much straw upon an aqre ot 160 
rods as would make four thousand 
bonnets, or four thousand Leghorn 
hats. 1 have no question of thi*. 
And the reader will see, therefore, 
how very trifling an affair the cost 
of the straw must be. In such a 
field there would be of all sizes, 
from the very finest to the very 
coarsest; but I do not believe it 
possible, to grow the straw of any 
grain so fine as to make plat of 
the fineness of Miss "Wood housed 
bonnet. That must be done by- 
grass; and, indeed, the grasses 
mentioned by me in former Num- 
bers are equally fit with the straw 
of grain for the making of bonnets 
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of all degrees of fineness. , There i 
. would bfe a great variety in the 
'colours; and this variety would 

certainly be productive of no sort 

of inconvenience. 

1 Uy looking at the above Return, 
'■■ the reader will perceive that ilie 

• great demand in every year has 
: been in the Quarter between April 
' and July. What thai will he this 
' year we cannot tell ; and nothing 
J which has taken place with re- 

• gard to my discovery can have 
had much effect on the Quarter 

• just ended ; because the orders of 
. the plat-tmporters must have been 

given befrre the last week in 
' May; and before that week, liille 
was known with regard to this dis- 
covery. But, the discovery will. 
: certainly have an effect upon all 
future orders. Them will not be 
J much of importation in the Octo- 
ber, January and April Quarter 
' next We shall not be prepared 
: with materials for supplying the 

• whole of the demand until alter 
the next month of June. Or, at 
least, it is probable that we shall 

' not; hut, we "shall at once, and 
even now, give a check to this im- 
portation ; and we shall, next 
- year, wholly put an end to it. 1 
" have said from the beginning, 
•' from the moment 1 saw .the first 
' handful of my bleached straw, 
■ that we should export straw bon- 
nets to Leghorn ; and I havfc not 
the smallest doubt of the fact, f 
have bad some of my plat knitted 
together. It knits equally well 
■with the Leghorn ; and there can 
be no douhtthat it will shortly be- 
come a husiness all over the king- 
dom to make up hats arid bonnets 
in the same way that it is a busi- 
ness lo make up shirts and gowns. 
; This discovery totally altera every 
" thing relating to the straw manu- 



facture, While this manufacture 
was confined to the straw of ripe 
grain, its rottenness 1 ; its ugliness, 
were impediments to its progress. 
When it is found out that straw 
may be made as durable as wire ; 
and when this neat way of putting 
the 'plat together shall become 
common and cheap, it will easily 
be imagined how perfect the ma- 
nufacture will become, and how 
extensive its use. A lady observ- 
ed the other day, that bounets 
were as necessary as shoes and 
stockings ; and, indeed, they are 
as necessary, for in cases where 
you can go without the bonnet, 
you can go without the shoes, and 
stockings. The matter is there- 
fore, of the greatest consequence. 
It Would be no trifling thing to 
take this article t>f Leghorn hats 
out of our Custom-house books ; 
but this is a trifle compared to the 
extension of the manufacture ; to> 
the introducing of it into parishes 
and families ; to the making it the, 
means of employing and of feed- 
ing without pauperism a large', 
portion of the labouring people. 
Colbert, the Minister of Louis 
the Fourteenth, was immortalized, 
or, at least his name was deserv- 
edly held in great esteem forages, > 
and is to this day, oil account of 
his encouragement of certain ma- 
nufactures. ' f am greatly deceived 
if he ever encouraged anything 
of greater importance to France 
than this is to England. 

I should very much like to give 
a written answer to alLtfhe letters 
that 1 receive upon this subject 
The thing, is however, impossible. 
I must therefore content myself 
with making such remarks, offer- 
ing such opinions and giving such 
information as may fotm'a soft 6f 
general answer. One of the things 
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4o he attended to is,ihe teaahiag 
*<rf the labouring peojrfe to plat 
Jks.to the cutting ana bleaching 
.and harvesting eilbast^ 
' jience ban aaggested nothing more 
.than what I hare said in " Cottage 
Economy," Bat, until now, I 
could know ,ve*y little about the 
way of going to work; to, get people 
to plat. I was not fool enough to 
, beBeye any part of the whiilmc 
atorjr; hut L thought that a little 
obstinacy would. have to he got 
r-over before we could bring spSt- 
r straw platters to work upon this 
better sort of material. I have 
found no difficulty of this sort. I 
have beard that this sort of obsti- 
. nacy does prevail to*a certain. ex • 
ient in Hertfordshire and Bedford- 
shire; hut this never can be of 
long duration ;,and the fact is that 
.1 find no difficulty whatever. in 
^getting people to work upon their 
, own straws. I am not in a condi- 
. tian, as yet, to set great numbers 
to work; butl^un quite satisfied 
that I could have five thousand at 
. work in one week from this, day if 
J had the materials ready. 

A gentleman has written, to me 
for nay advice respecting the way 
that he ought to go to work to in- 
troduce platting, Mt/o kx$ paruh s 
where. there is not and never has 
been any thing of the kind car- 
: ried on. Hisinienftionis to make 
iue>of it as a means nf«mploy- 
ing the labourers' wives and 
children. Now, if I were in 
Mb plaee, this is what I would 
da. tl would Jay in ..a-stock of 
^traw, Having dowe that, I 
would get, tram Hertfordshire 
-I or Hediordsliire, a woman who 
well understands plaiting. II' she 
^ plat the split straw exceedingly, 
« well, she finds no diflkolty what* 
i «ver in plaiting ihe round straw, 



This I know jnr experience. We 
have here at Kensington, a young 
woman Jirom JHertlbrdshire who 
doefiUhe thing j^riectly wel^ and 
who did it perfectly welt from Ihe 
b€«iBniag/oy only taksug.'a. piece 
of XeghornpJat, pulling.it asunder 
and seeing how it was put together. 
It can be no more difficult to. get 
such a person to go into Kent,1pr 
instance, than to get her tooome 
to Kensington. It would he ;a 
verygood way to set her to teach 
two or .three young girls hrst. 
Then let her school be enlarged. 
The rest will suggest itself to' 
every body. Jn the course pf 
about four or five months, Hie 
whole of the women and chiidr#n 
of almost any country parish J(a 
the kingdom, would become able 
to take part in this mana factory. 
There would be the pulling and 
the sorting of the straws, and the 
. platting of various degrees of fine- 
ness. A person, to teac^i this Uya 
parish is a person to pay well. 
She would deserve sometl^qg 
more than the wages of three or 
tour common drudges of women; 
and also to he treated in a manner 
different from a person employed 
in common labour. So iar irqm 
encouraging any one to hope for 
success withoutacting thus towards 
a teacher, I should, I roust, con- 
fess v be very sorry if they were 
to succeed. Such a woman is A 
valuable person. Her talent, not 
despicable in itself considered* as 
a, great .and solid -utility. Skje , 
comes to teach young people, not, 
indeed, <to sjqg Jgrwsjs, ,and Jo 
gabble. bnatieal jaoflfiease. She 
is no bnuger^fthAt^graee^f ,Gefl, 
Khich. uSeiazy : pretend^to possets 
and which is ibeir japolojsy Hwr

witKJber Ae know- 
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Jedge necessary to enable those 
who are poor and miserable pau- 
pers to get for themselves food 
and raiment without cringing, 
canting or thieving* 1 should 
suppose that such a person could 
not nave offered to her, with ao y 
decency, Jess than board, lodging, 
{and these respectable) besides 
from ten 1 o fifteen sh i 1 1 ings a - week , 
For the space of three, four or five 
months certain. A parish would 
soon feel the benefit of having 
taken these steps ; children, and, 
particularly, pauper children, are 
naturally averse lo labour and 
confinement ; but, where they are 
chargeable to the parish, it is just 
that the parish officers should so 
far have control over them as 
to compel ihera to submit to be 
taught to labour ; and, indeed, to 
exercise this control over them 
in the case such as is litre sup- 
posed, would be their bounden 
duty. There should, in a short 
time, be no mistress of a parish 
school or parish workhouse who 
did not understand the business 
of preparing straw and of pi a t ting, 
This is a ^eal domestic manu- 
facture. Manual and domestic j 
and amongst its benefits, let us 
hope that it may, in some degree, 
. at any rate, supersede, or, at least, 
diminish tbe evils of those scenes 
of filth and of all sorts of tyranny 
and wickedness, the great cot! on 
manufactories, which have noiv 
got to such a pass that it is im- 
possible for any man of common 
Humanity not to wish to see them 
broken up or *omethiog very much 
like it. 

If a parish, speaking of it as a 
parish concern, were to have the 
people learned to plat, ft would 
need to £o no further with the 
business ; because, to knit and to 



make up the articles M item 
would naturally fait into the 
hands of those who would in tfce 
country act the port of mantaa- 
makers, who go from house 4b 
house, v or who would, in the coun- 
try towns or in London, make up 
and sell the articles as they now 
do A piece of plat would be 
like a piece of clotn, or a piece of 
linen ; and it would not be desi- 
rable for parishes to attempt lo 
carry the manufacture any fur- 
ther. They would sell their plat 
in the country town r or send it to 
London. The labourers' families 
would sell their plat to shop-keep- 
ers in' the country town. In Hert- 
fordshire and Bedfordshire, where 
a great deal of this business has 
long been carried on, the platters 
carry their plat into the market- 
place in the market town nearest 
to them. The plat merchants-go 
there and buy it, as cloth mer- 
chants buy cloth mthe market 
places in Yorkshire: 

This is the way in which the 
business will be carried on; an<J f 
with this' information, the gentle- 
man to whom I have alluded abote 
will be able to form a judgment 
as to the measures that he shall 
adopt, He talks about sending a 
young woman to London to learn 
to plat In the first place, there 
are no platters in London, except 
by mere accident; arid London is 
a place where wages are too high 
for the carrying on of such wor];. 
The extension of the thing,, the 
commonness of it, the great >arid 
general utility ofit ; all these for- 
did the idea of high wagc$ smA, 
great profits. If* I **d not think 
that the thing wouTd he much too 
common to leave to any One ^ke 
chance of amassing great fortune 
b v the JBeans of it, 1 should neter 
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have thought of taking great pains 
to introduce it, Ft is a thing to 
give bread to millions, and not to 
give millions of money to hundreds 
of persons. London, therefore, is 
not a likely place to contain any 
body to teach platting; nor, in- 
deed, does it contain Mich per- 
sons. The best in this kingdom 
are in Hertfordshire and Bedford- 
shire, and there is not the smallest 
doubt of any one being able lo ob- 
tain them with ihe means of suit- 
able remuneration. 

It is tny desire to afford every 
facility in my power to persons 
withing to encourage this inami- 
f act are . If, t here fore , a n y p a r Ish 
or any gentleman or lady, In any 
part of the kingdom, should wish 
to engage cither a teacher of 
platting or a teacher of knitting,, 
I will, in the Rcgisler, insert an 
advertisement expressive of their 
wishes, they paying only lltat tax 
upon the aovcrlisciueui, winch I 
mvself am compelled to pay. I 
■will do the same for any person 
"who wishes to he employed to 
teach or to perform, platting or 
knitting. Having made this offer, 
I have gone as iar as I can go in 
assisting all those who choose to 
avail themselves of such assistance 
as I am able to v give. 

The state of the business, as far 
as relates to the part that f am ac- 
tually taking in it, is this : I have 
not a sufficiency of plat, in Lin- 
don, of any one description, to 
make either hat or bonnet, though, 
as I said before, 1 have many per- 
sons at work. In the first place, 
after the straw was harvested, 
there was the pulling and the 
sorting of it, Ihe platters had 
then to begin, and, a bonnet must 
be the work of one platter ; so that 
no one can be put together, until 



there be a sufficiency of plat made 
tbr it by one person. Then, what- 
ever others may do, it is not my 
intention to exhibit for public in- 
spection any article, hat or bon- 
net, until I have from half a deni- 
zen to a dozen, exhibiting, alto- 
gether, the various degrees of 
fineness, and forming a regular 
challenge to the Leghorn platters 
and knitters. It will be for others 
to do as they please. To get 
ready and to sell when they can, 
and how they can ; but it will be 
for me to give a regular chal- 
lenge ; and to prove that my opi- 
nions were correct and that I have 
pretended to nothing that I wa$ 
not able to do. . This is the more 
nesessary, as there has been a 
person so destitute of all sense of 
decency, 1 will not say, of honour 
or of just sentiment,' but of conv- 
mon decency, as to pretend that 
he made this same discovery twenty 
years ago, and that I have as- 
sumed that which does not belong 
tome. 

We know well that, at New- 
York, bonnets made in Connecti- 
cut, sell for a hundred and fifty 
dollars. Some we read of" that 
are sold for a hundred dollars* 
Now a hundred dollars are equal 
to twenty-two sovereigns and a 
half. A^hy, ten bonnets, at this 
price, amount to a fortune for a 
young woman. We have just 
the same grass in England. I 
have just cut and bleached plenty 
of the same grass in my little cow- 
pasture at Kensington. The same 
grass infests every farm in Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland. I 
have made the grass just as bright 
as Miss Woodhquse ever made it,, 
and some on't is as fine as the hair 
of Miss Woodhouse's head. "It* 
short, it is as fine as fingers cati 
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work it Now,, these facts being 
as. I have stated, and New York 
ladies being as fond of cheap 
things as any other ladies ; that is 
to say, they liking to get the 
handsomesttbing that is to be got 
for any given sura, of money; they 
being like all other national women 
in this respect, let me ask if it be 
possible to believe that the girls of 
- Connecticut will continue tor one 
year longer to sell their bonnets 
for a hundred dollars a-piece, 
and some of them for a hundred 
and fifty dollars a-piece, without 
the girls of this country coming 
jh for some share of those great 
bags of dollars 1 I have no doubt 
at all that the Society of Arts will, 
long before their next day of dis- 
tribution, have presented to them 
a finer bonnet than that pre* 
sented to thein , by Miss Wood- 
house. I * need not say that the 
girl or woman who shall make that 
bonnet will be sure of the very 
highest reward that that Society 
has ever been in the habit of giv- 
ing. I need not say this, for every 
reader must know that it will be the 
case. But* this it may be useful 
for me to say, that the first woman 
who shall plat and knit together, 
or cause to he knitted together, 
and who shall present to the So- 
ciety of Arts a bonnet superior to 
that of'Miss Wood house, shall in ad- 
dition to the reward that she shall re- 
ceive from the Society receive Ten 
Sovereigns as a present from me. 
I make no conditions as to county 
or country, whether she be Eng- 
lish, Irish, Scotch, Italian, Ameri- 
can or French. My award is to 
the merit, and not to the particular 
district or nation. I strongly hope, 
indeed, that it will be an English 
woman that will excel, anql I am 
pretty spra p| it, J mean, how- 



ever, that the bonnet is to be made 
in the King's dominions, and of 
materials grown in and the natural 
produce of, those dominions. It 
will be quite honour enough to 
Miss Wpodhouse to have led the 
way in this beautiful manufacture. 
Thousands of pages of biography 
are filled with deeds, none of 
which deserve to be mentioned 
on the same day with this act of 
Miss Woodhouse. England and 
Italy, and the Netherlands before 
them both, have been employing 
their ingenuity upon straw far 
many ages, and nave been, at 
once, and beyond all measure, 
outstripped by the fanner's daugh- 
ters of Weathersfield, in the little 
simple State of Connecticut, in 
which one' would imagine that 
there was not a single person re- 
siding, having the ambition to» 
excel another person in finery of 
dress. This manufacture, in ad- 
dition to all its other .recommen- . 
dations, has that of coming fo us 
from a people the most free, the 
most brave and the most virtuous 
that ever existed in the world, ,' 

Since writing the above, I have 
received a letter from a lady in 
Bedfordshire? requesting me to 
send her two bonnets. She wishes . 
to convince the platters in her 
neighbourhood. As soon as we 
get bonnets finished, this lady 
shall have them ; but, she may tie 
satisfied, that the people will all 
be convinced in good iime^ It 
was not to be expected, that this, 
would be done all at once. It 
was *too 45reat a thing to da in so 
sudden a manner. The Engli&K 
platters have, unfortunately* b^ep> 
nopngj, to cry dwn the J^$#or«* 
ware, instead of epdeavouring to? 
surpass if. .

change in the currency. The 
" difficulty," as the Speech call* 
it, is a transfer of estates and of 
capital which* Is going on.

It is very clear, however, that 
the thing hangs by a thread. Any 
one, as I before observed, with 
only a few hundreds of sovereigns 
in bis pocket, and' a little leisure 
time to bestow on the business, 
might give the thing a shake. The 
smallest alarm, of a general na- 
ture, would effectually do the 
business. The newspapers are 
all on the side of the rags; but 
they would be compelled to relate 
new*. They would be compelled 
to state facts relating to such' a 
matter. Competition would com- 
pel them to do that; and that 
would be quite enough. Let there 
be one good sousing bankruptcy 
in the country ; let there be three 
or four hundred thousand pounds, 
or, indeed, half the sum, taken 
from people of all descriptions, 
in consequence of their having 
failed to demand gold of the rag- 
man, and the bubble will burst 
There will be no more country 
notes taken ; and of course the 
quantity of circulating medium 
will be diminished, and prices 
' will take a further fall from that 



cause. However, to return ta 



there has been, and there can 
be, no permanent augmentation 
of- the quantity ' of circulating 
money; because, notwithstanding 
the combination and compekkm 
and all the tricks mentioned 
abov2, the Mother Bank would 
have a run -upon her iramediaiely, 
if the quantity- of paper were 
augmented beyond & certain point. 
This is the bridle in the mouth,, 
this is the ring in the nose of the 
boisterous, bragging, and bullying 
System ; and this will effectually 
prevent die accomplishment of 
that which you mean, when you 
say that things are coming about 

As connected very closely with 
this subject, I shall notice a part 
of the proceedings, of one of 
those notable combinations, called 
Agricultural Societies. The So- 
ciety, to whose proceedings I 
allude, is that of Shropshire.

He 
thin^ that >the price of com will 
ho so .high that there will he *n 
importation of oorn befofejhe next 
harvest; and, at any rate, that 
* there will be a large importation 
next year. His reaaon for this, is, 
that the stock of corn in hand is 
very low. He thinks besides, that 
this country does not produce 
upon an average enough corn for 
Ms own oonsuroptioo. M he think 
thisj he ought to be for abolishing 



the €oro Bill; and, is it.nossiWe 
for him, or - for any man lrring to 
believe, that, by abolishing the. 
Corn Bill, the ruin of the JandV 
lord and. farmer would not he an* 
celerated? Yet, he appears 4o * 
deplore the existence o£.low price! 
He caps upon the kutdlordt to : 
trust the formers, soas to enaUe 
them to JuM baokiheircomra&ly 
yet he wante to do Away with tha 
Corn Bill. .

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The last sentence of Mr. Whit- \ 
iioftE'fe speech is a pozder. Let 
lis (eok at it again. '* Capitalists, 
" fee thOagb*, might stand it ; the 
" landed proprietors also may, 
"but the' great bulk of persons 
" empTeyed in agriculture cer- 
" tauify eou/rf not" I wish I had 
been present to ask thia Member 
of the Collective Wisdom to ex- 
plain to me what he means by 
these words. He is speaking of 
the affairs of agriculture. I can 
^ understand What he means by 
landed proprietors ; but how am I 
to distinguish between capitalists 
and persona employed in agri- 
culture! He cannot mean land- 
owners when he talks of capi- 
talists ; because be speaks after- 
wards of landed proprietors. 
Leafing this word capitalists to 
go and remain amongst the mass 
of senseless expletives which one 
always finds in speeches coming 
from such persons; tearing this 
word to be disposed of thus, we 
may, I think, take it4br granted, 
that, [by persons employed in agri- 
cuthtre, Mr. Whitmore means, 
renting farmers. . Very well, then r 
the landed proprietors may, he 
thinks, stand it; but, the renting 
fanners certainly cannot 

Let irt stick close to Mr. Whit- 
more here. .He lames, as all thcf 
vest of vm do, that nmeteen-twen- 



tiethi of the farming is carried oh 
by Tenters. - These maters, he 
says, certainly cannot stand it; 
Wb$n soldiers at the halberds cry 
out that they cannot stand •#, there 
have been brutal blackguards to 
say, jnmp it> then. Is it the opi* 
nion of Mr. Whitmore, that the 
" landed proprietors " can say to 
the renters, "jump it, then?" Is 
it thfe opinion ,of this profound 
Member of the profound Collec- 
tive, that the renters can be ruined, 
beggared, pauperized ; and that 
the owners can, nevertheless, 
"stand it? n And is* be, more* 
over, of opinion, that these landed 
proprietors can go on thus, stand- 
ing it without any body to pay 
them rents ! 

I defy Mr. Whitmore to say 
that I put any forced construction - 
upon his words. I said before, 
as I say now, that 1 do not Impute 
these words to Mr. Wmitmo»b, . 
but they come out under his name. . 
They pass for his; and besides 
this opinion which is expressed at 
the close of the speech, is, 1 have 
observed, an opinion generally 
entertained by the landlords, of 
which Mr. Whitmorb is one. 
They seem to think that all the 
farmers in the kingdom may be 
completely ruined and that they 
themselves may, nevertheless^ 
keep their estates ; and to be 

H 
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t»re, infatuation like this never 
existed before. They think they 
shall continue to receive money 
for the use of their land ,' and that 
there will be, at the tame time, 
no renters who will hare money 
to give them. Absurd as mis is, 
idiot like as it is, they believe it, 
and believe it they will, until tliey 
get no rent at all. 

44 Capitalists may stand it." 
Aye ! Now we know the mean- 
ing of mis. Men who have money 
to lose, by giving it to landlords 
in rent, may stand it. This is 
what Mr. Whhmore means. Such 
men there certainly are. Some 
4bols there are with money in 
their pockets which they are giv- 
ing to landlords, at a certain num- 
ber of scores or hundreds of 
pounds a-year. Some of these 
-are nothing but fools, who are 
unfit to have the keeping of pro- 
perty. Others are partly fools 
' Juid portly knaves, whose attach- 
ment to the System and all its 
^corruptions induces them to give 
their money away rather than 
abandon the farm ; because they 
cannot abandon it, without, at the 
«ame time, confessing that the 
System is ruinous. In some cases 
fax-eaters are- renters. These 
will lose a little in rent rather 
4han withdraw their countenance 
from the taxing system. To these 



may be added a certain number 
of perverse men, who, having 
cried out against Jacobins and 
Radicals for twenty or thirty 
years, and who, having beetl 
amongst the most ferocious of the 
persecutors during those years, 
now 1 keep renting and losing more 
out of Spite than from any other 
motive.. The landlord, who is 
lucky enough to have for tenants 
any portion of these fools and 
knaves, hes snug, and pockets 
their money. Such landlords cam 
stand it, as Mr. Whitmore says; 
but, even- these fools and knaves 
must be exhausted ; and as to the 
landlords in general, they can 
have no tenants except such as 
are not capitalists ; and, of course, 
they can have no tenants except 
such as those whom Mr. Whii«- 
more himself declares unable ft> 
stand it * 

The truth is, Mr. Whitmobb, 
like the rest of the Collective 
Wisdom, does not like to seethe 
truth. It is plain to all others 
(who are out of madhouses) "that 
if tenants -cannot stand it, there 
can be no Standing it with land- 
lords, unless they can stand It 
without rents. It is plain to all 
but the Members of the Collective, 
that, if the tenants, if those who 
use the land cannot stand it, tte 
owners of that land may as wed 
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down. Their estates must either 
wholly pass from them, or, they 
must consent to such a change in 
the Government as will take a large 
portion of the power, they now 
enjoy, out of their hands. 

If the anxious prayers of the 
loyal should succeed: if we 
should hare a half °f a Noah's 
flood next month : if the hearts of 
the Anti-Jacobins should be glad- 
dened by the sight of mildew and 
all kinds of blight and by that of 
wheat growing out of the ear as it 
stands in the field. If these things 
should bless their loyal eye-sight, 
why, then, wheat and meat and all 
may rise in price, and the King 
may again command his Ministers 
to express his greatest satisfaction 
at the abatement of the difficulties 
of agriculture. Oh I the blessings 
of. blights! Oh! for mildew; 
dearly beloved mildew ! If these 
fail, however, down will cotae the 
price. If the wind should get from 
the South West (where it has been 
just four weeks) to any where be- 
tween West and East, and remain 
there for a f*ood spell; if this 
should happen, the mildew gentjy 
will certainly order a general 
mourning. What a state of things 
we are in, when it is disloyalty to 
pray for an abundant crop end a 



be without the ownership of it, 
except in as far as may relate to 
hares and pheasants. The Mem- 
bers of the Collective are the 
only persons in this whole world 
who cannot see, that, by the 
tenants' not standing it is meant, 
that they cannot pay. any rent ; 
and, who but these sages of the 
Collective, who but the Lord 
Charleses can fail to see, that, if 
there be no rent, the land can be 
worth nothing at all to him who 
tiow calls himself 1 the "landed 
proprietor?" 

The truth, the great, the inter- 
esting, the valuable, the pleasing 
truth, is, that land must greatly 
fall in price; and this is the very 

thing that Mr. Whitmore, in imi- 
iationof the great Collective itself, 

wishes to keep out of sight They 

all wish it to be believed, that it 

is tlfe farmer, " the poor, suffering 

tenant" whom they are anxious 

about ; and not at all about them- 
selves and their settlements, join" 

tares, mortgage*, annuities and 
Jems/ And yet, what foJUy! For, 

in spite of all their disguises, who 

can fail to see the truth 1 Yes, 

this is the truth ; and, the game 

preservers; the makers of laws to 

transport men for being in pursuit 

tf w^d animals ; the makers of , w 

Jaws to hang men for resisting [fine harvest; when it is disloyally 

.fl*aek*epers ; these must came [to repeat the words of one of tHe 

l H 2 
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prayers of that " inimitable lAtnr 
gy," of which we everlastingly 
hear th$ praises from the bar and 
the bench as well as from the 
pulpit! What a state we are in, 
when, to repeat this prayer is 
deemed " Jacobin malignity ?' 

But, think of the folly that can 
pray for blignt and destructive 
storms as things to benefit the far 
mer ! Why trouble yourselves to 
pray for these ! Why worry hea- 
ven with such absurdities ? Why 
not let the corn rot upon the 
ground and the cattle die in the 
lanes with bullet in their bodies 
put in by yourselves ! Monstrous 
madness ! You pray for blights, 
mildews and harvest rains, while 
you do all in your power to get 
large crops of corn! Aye; but, 
it is the high price that you want 
Yon want the large crop ; but you 
vant the high price too ! You are 
sadly puzzled; and so are the 
mildew abaters of difficulties ; for 
they want you to get high price 
for the corn, and yet they want 
their swarms of manufacturers to 
get their bread at a low price* 
Sadly puzzled ! 

The men of mildew suspect, 
though they pretend the contrary, 
that the prices will speedily come 
down again, if the harvest be only 
tolerably good. They are afraid 
of a good crop and good harvest !j 



This is folly in them, however; 
for,* a good crop and good harvest 
would be less bad for them, in the 
end, than bad ones. He must 
be a beast, and not a man, who 
does not see, that the landlord 
and farmer cannot be benefited 
by any price, however high, which 
is caused by short quantity ox in* 
jured quality. It must be a down- 
right oeast that does not see this. 
Why, therefore, do the friends off 
the mildew-ministry and system 
want bad crops and bad harvests! 
These must be injurious to those 
favourites of the men of mildew, 
commerce and manufactures, while 
he must be a beast, a very brute, 
who can believe, that the land- 
people can be benefited by them. 
Why, therefore, do the anti-jaco- 
bins pray for mildew ? Why do 
all the swarms of dead-weight; 
parsons, lawyers, and all the rest 
of the tax-eaters pray for mildew! 
Oh! Come hither, you 'fellow, 
there, with powdered head and 
pigtail, whose shoes have worn 
away the flag-stones of the pis- 
sages of Whitehall : come hither, 
you, who have been engendered 
and bred up in the wrinkles of the 
System, and who would dip your 
lazy and cowardly hands in die 
blood of half the nation rather 
than see the System endangered 
and yourself exposed to the hor- 
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rible risk of being compelled to 
work : come hither, and tell me, 
why it is that you pray for mildew. 

Pigtail. We. wish the poor 
farmers to. get higher prices than 
they are now geltiBg; for, with 
the present prices, the poor fel- 
lows must be ruined ; and, if they 
were to be ruined, where should 
we look for yeoytanry cavalry, to 
stand by us as those at Manches- 
ter did! 

Cobbett. But, do you consider, 
that, if the prices be high, there 
must be great suffering amongst 
the other classes 1 

Pigtail. O, yes! I consider 
that; bu^, of two evils I must take 
the least ; and I wish for the yeo- 
manry cavalry to be upheld ; for 
ftey have been the main prop of 
$e System* . . , 
,. .Cobbett, Still, however, you 
give no satisfactory reason for 
praying for mildew; for, to be 
sur§, you must see, that, if mildew 
^ake away one Jialf of my crop, 
the, high price which proceeds 
from that can be no gain to me in 
thread. 

Pigtail. Ah ! That is the way 
■ tf y ou jacobins : you are always 
talking about the end; about what 
wiU be; and not like us practical 
sja^smen, about what IS. 
, t Qobbett. ^Vell ; but t can you 
deny, that, if 1 lose half my quan- 



tity by mildew, and sell my other 
half for double the price that I 
should have sold the whole at; 
can you deny that I am, in reality, 
no gainer by this rise of price ! 

Pigtail. Oh, no ! I deny no- 
thing of the sort; and I do not 
care a curse for your realities: 
the question with me is, not whe-i 
ther the farmers will gain by the 
high price; but whether they will 
think that they shall. 
. Cobbett. But, if they do think 
thus for a while, what 

Pigtail. "A while!" Oh! 
your servant ! You think nothing 
of " a while." ' 

Cobbett. Why, I cannot see 
any use in their thinking thus for . 
a few months ; when they must, at 
last, discover their error. 

Pigtail. Upon my word ! " A 
few months!" I tell you flatly 
and plainly, it is of " xise," that 
they should think thus, if it were 
onjy for a day. 

Cobbett. But, the truth must 
be discovered, at last. 

Pigtail. "At last!" That is 
always the way with you . jaco- 
bins! "At last!" What care I 
about at last ? It is now, the time 
present, the moment that is ; this 
is all that a true Pittite statesman, 
a real Lord-Charles legislator, 
cares about 

Cobbett. Well; but, pray, 
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what good can yon derive from 
ffais deception which mildew and 
high prices will occasion ? 

Pigtail. Not me! No: ,God 
forbid! Not good to me, but to 
""regular government, social or* 
det, and our holy religion* 9 

Cobbett. Now, pray, do tell 
me, then, how it is likely that those 
would be benefited by mildew. 

Pigtail. Mildew would raise 
prices; these would induce tenants 
to keep and take farms at Michael- 
mas;' landlords would get away 
the tenants money; this would 
inake landlords quiet for another 
year; their being quiet would 
inake the taxes all remain, and 
enable His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to support tax-gatherers, 
placemen, pensioners, lawyers, 
^parsons, and soldiers, and these 
fcre the upholders of " regular 
Z* government, social order, and 
* # bur holy religion." Are you 
answered 1 

CoBBSTr. But, " another year " 
is not long; and .... 
' • Pigtail. It is : it is. too long.

' ' Cobbett. Do yoff thinks m the 
tofeanwhile, of the miseries which 
you are praying to bate inflicted 
on tie farmers t Da you not see. 



that, if they suck in the deception i 
if mildew prices induce them t» 
keep or take farms, they must be 
totally ruined 1 Do you not see 
this ; and can you reconcile your 
prayers with that holy religion 
about which you talk so much ! 

Pigtail. Can you reconcile 
with common sense, that I, when 
the question is, Whether a parcel 
of farmers are to be destroyed or 
whole tribes of gentlemen and lar 
dies, born and bred in the System ; 
can you reconcile with common 
sense, that I should hesitate which 
to pray for ! 

Cobbett. Aye; but, the de- 
struction of the farmers will not 
save you in the end. 

Pigtail. Again I " the end!" 
However, if it must be " in the 
end:" I indeed see no necessity 
for it " in the end :" 1 see no 
reason why the System should not 
go on for me, as it did for Pitt; 
Dundas, Rose, Perceval, and so 
many others : I see no reason why 
it should not last my time : but, 
suppose the contrary; suppose 
that 1 must see, " at last,* the 
" en$ ' that you are "everlastingly 
talking about; suppose this, it is 
better that the end should eons 
next year than this- year. 

Cobbett, But, are you 'aware, 
that the longer the evil be put off, 
the worse it may be f 
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PiGTAiL- What do yow mean 
fcyttwse? Whenever tbe System 
ends, I go to the poor-home, or to 
work. ., 

Cobbett. Well ; but the coun- 
try ? Consider what the country 
must suffer. 

Pigtail. What, then,ifyou were 
in my place and had your choice, 
half the kingdom to he swallowed 
up by an earthquake, or you to be 
compelled to sweep the streets, 
you would, I warrant you, choose 
the tatter! 

Cobbbtt. That is not the ques«* 
tion at issue. 

Pigtail. But, I say, it is the 
question ; and ' the short and long 
of the matter is this : a good gene* 
ral mildew may keep me from 
being compelled to teork for my 
bread; and, therefore, I pray for 
mildew. 

I am convinced, that this, if 
forced out to the point, is the rea- 
son for the loudest of the prayers 
for mildew. The farmers will, 
nevertheless, generally fall into 
the pit They love high price*. 
They hate the thought -of descend- 
ing. When a man 4as been a 
sergeant, and has strutted about in ; 
fine cloth arid a sash, he never, if : 
reduced, makes a good private sol- 
dier again. The puff-up of the 



scale. If the head rf the fmmfy 
would have resolution enough to 
descend,^ is not to be expected of 
sons and daughter!. Thus cir-r 
cumstanced, the farmers ml/ pre j 
for high prices ; they will sigh for 
past times ; and they will believe 
that rise of price indicates the re- 
tern of those times, though they 
see the mildew with their own 
eyes, or even see the fioods beat 
away their corn arid cattle. They 
must come down. It is in the 
nature of things that they should 
come down. The PitUpuff, the 
Perceval-prosperity, was a curse- 
on thenr. They loved the curse* 
They upheld the savages that oc« 
casioned it. And now they have 
to suffer for the sham prosperity. 
One would think it impossible, 
that a whole body of men j there 
are some exceptions, but not of a 
fiftieth part ; that ar whole body 
of men, each capable of conducting- 
the affairs of a farm, should believe, 
that high price, or, rather, wheat 
at**©*** shHlipgft a bushel, occa- 
sioned by short crop, to be a sign 
of a return to days of prosperity* 
But, such is the fact; and thou* 
sands who*wouldhaye saved, some* 
thing out of the fire, if tfie/t* 
shilling- price* had continued the

one great cause of thi* dclngwa . 
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When a farmer reads, what does 
he read that is not calculated to 
mislead him ? And, how are we 
to he surprised at what the news- 
papers say, when we find in a 
King's Speech that which I have 
above quoted? 

If the mildew prayers should be 
heard, and corn should rise higher 
than it is now, we shall see such 
ruin, in the course of a year and 
a half, as never was witnessed in 
this world/ The landlords will 
take one general, deadly sweep at 
the poor devils of tenants; and we 
shall see the poor-houses full of 
them. After this, the land will 

^ fall in price at a famous rate; 
and then we shall see, whether the 
" landed proprietors " can stand 
it, and whether the " difficulties" 
of agriculture* have experienced 
■" the greatest abatement" In 
the meanwhile this is our consoc- 
iation ; that, by one moans or 

. another, the present race of farm- 
ers must be swept away ; that is 
to say, must cease to bp farmers ; 
must quit with something in their 
pockets ; or must be sold up. 
Many have quitted. These are 
safe.. They are lying by, ready 
tp be land purchasers, which they 
soon may be on very good terms. 
Those who have taken the farms 
that . these have quitted have 
nothing to lose. They take the 



farms as covering for . a year. 
The landlord can squeeze nothing 
out of them. He thinks he has 
taken them in ;' but, he will find 
himself deceived. They ate only 
just come to take out of the land 
what the former tenants have left 
in it In cases where there are 
valuations to be paid by the in- 
coming tenant, there will soon, 
and very soon, be no tenant at all. 
No man will, be, and no man, I 
believe, now is, beast enough to 
pay down the amount of valua- 
tions. So that here is something 
for Mr. Whitmore's landed pro- 
prietors to stand. On them the 
weight will fall at tajst They 
will strip the farmers; and the 
taxeaters will strip them. But, 
these things are. inevitable, the 
System being what it is. There 
is nothing surprising in any part 
of what is now taking place. . The 
thing was puffed up to a monstrous 
size ; and to pieces it must go", 

I have dwelt so long on the 
agricultural part of the Speech, 
that I shall be compelled to be 
short on my remarks on the re- 
jnainder. 
u Gentlemen <f the House qf ComnHnw, ^ 

*' We have it in command- from 
" His Majesty to thank you for the 
" supplies which yon have granted 
." for the service of. the year* and 
" to assure you that he has, re- 
44 ceived the sincerest pleasure 
I 4 * from the relief which you 'have 
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'* been able to afford his people, 
" by & large reduction of taxes, 
* My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

" His Majesty has commanded 
" us to inform you that he con- 
fi tinues to receive from all Fo- 
" reign Power*, the strongest as- 
" surances Irf their friendly dis- 
" position towards this country. 

''Deeply as His Majesty still 
" regrets the failure of his earnest 
" endeavours to prevent the inter- 
" ruption of the peace of Europe, 
"it affords him the greatest conso- 
" lotion that the principles upon 
" which he has acted* and the 
"policy which he has determined 
** to pursue, have been marked 
" with your warm and cordial 
" concurrence a* consonant with 
*' the interests, and satisfactory to 
*' the feelings of his people." 
* As to the ** /flr^tf reduction of 
taxes" it does not amount to the 
addition made' to the taxes by the 
rise in the value of money during 
this very year ; for, in fact, the 
money will have risen in value in 
spite of the Small Note Bill. 
Besides, the taxes that hare been 
taken dff are precisely those 
which affect the labouring people 
least. - Nevertheless, some have 
been taken off, and that is so 
much of good. It weakens the 
THING: it makes its comb 
paler: '• it softens its voice : it 
teakes it less terrific than it was. 
Ah! but, it was the dearly be- 
' loved cash-payments that blanch- 
ed the cheek of the THING. It 
has never been kself, its real 



self, its own Perceval-like self, 
since sovereigns began to be paid 
by the Old Lady; and it never 
will be itself again. 

The King's continuing to re-, 
ceive assurances of a friendly 
disposition from foreign powers, 
always, now-a-days, makes part 
of his Speeches. No doubt they 
have that disposition; but, then, 
it is on condition, that he meddles 
riot with any of their projects. 
The French ar£ very friendly, 
no doubt, as long as he lets them 
alone in their conquests. Far be 
it, however, from me to lament 
this humility of tone: I shall 
always rejoice at any humiliation 
of those who won the victories oa 
the Serpentine River. I never 
forget 1814, and the picture of 
the " Dance of Sovereigns, " 
which the beasts in London put 
up on the outsides of their houses. 

Oh ! His Majesty regrets, does 
he, the failure of his " earnest 
" endeavours* to prevent the in- 
" terruption of the peace of 
"Eurdpe: w Well said! Nicely 
doubled in ! Who can tell what 
he regrets and what he does not 
regretl Who can tell which side 
he is of? This is " strict neutral- 
ity" with a vengeance. He doer 
not say, that he blames the French 
for invading Spain. He does 
not say that he endeavoured to 
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prevent tbem from marching. He 
does not say, whether he means 
endeavours with the French or 
with the Spaniards. However, 
the main thing is, the humble tone 
of the Speech. I care, nothing 
about his "principles" or his 
" poHey" All I care about is the 
low tone of the Speech ; apd well 
it may be low, when the makers 
of it think of the Serpentine 
' River, when they look at their 
Achilles, and when they see, that 
the French^ whom they conquered, 
have now really nearly conquered 
tfteir old friends, the patriotic 
Spaniards. Lord Liverpool and 
Holme Sumner predicted, that 
4he French would not succeed in 
Spain. They seem to be in a 
pretty fair* way, however ? and, 
as the King seems highly delighted 
with the part that he has taken x 
he can hardly be' supposed to re- 
gret their success. 

The English newspapers almost 
-weep over what they call the inso- 
lence of the French ; but, the King 
seems as cheerful as a lark. The 
French ships stop and overhaul 
sod ransack ours ; but, they take 
ewe not to meddle with the Ame- 
-ricmn ships* This is, subject of 
deep complaint with, seme of our: 
newspapers. " The information," 
«ay« theCbretftcle, ^trom Gibral- 
** tarstaies, thai the Royal George 



" steam ship was detained by the 
" French squadron in the Bay of 
" Cadiz, on the 1st of July, for 
" two hours, and afterwards was 
" not suffered to enter the harbour. 
" it is supposed that this ship, 
' ' belonging to England, > which 
" once ruled the waves, had been 
" obliged to return to . Lisbon, 
"• without accomplishing the ob- 
" ject of her voyage. At the time 
"that' the flag of England (for 
" there is an English frigate 
" cruizing in the Bay) could not 
" protect a peaceable merchant 
"ship, twa vessels, under Ameri* 
" can colours, entered the harbour 
"of Cadiz* The Americans know 
" the honour and power of their 
" flag, and at the present moment 1 
" the French will not venture to 
" insult it. Three French men of 
" war pretend to blockade Cadiz, 
" which neither the Earl St. 
" Vjxcbnt nor Lord Collin g- 
" wood could ever effectually do 
" with twenty sail of the line ? be- 
" sides frigates, brigs, &c. - r and 
" British commerce is for the fu- 
" ture to be interrupted by this 
" mockery. The British AfuB*- 
" ters, the truth is, are unwitting 
u to protect the rights of merchant 
"ships at present, and it is there* 
" fore not wonderful that the use 
" of the British flag has. been pies* 
" hibked to them, for it would fire- 
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"qaenfly of late have been in- 
* suited, had the trade of the 
" country been permitted to sail 
" under its protection." 

I enjoy this. It is so much in 
the way of paying off the score of 
1814 and 1815. The Chronicle; 
may, however, be assured, that 
no English Ministry will ever at- 
tempt to fight the trench, let the 
French do what they will, until 
that interest be reduced, which 
the Chronicle says, shall not be 
reduced. We must have " na- 
tional faith f the Chronicle says ; 
and, if we have that, we cannot 
resent French insolence. The 
King says, that his " policy" the 
" pohey " that he has " DETER- 
MINED to pursue," has been 
approved of by the Parliament, 
as agreeable to the interests and 
fstttngsottite people. Agreeable 
to neither. The interests of the 
nation demanded- war, unless the 
trench desisted ; and, as to the 
feelings'of the people, every Feel- 
ing, except that of downright rot- 
ten corruption is against suffering 
v the French to do what they are 
doing. The jews and jobbers 
*nd the berougbmongers and the 
dependents of all these are for 
" strict neutrality ;" that is to, 
say, fordoing* nothing against the 
French, and for doing, under- 
kamded, all that can. be done for 



them, But; has this been the 
wish of the rest of the nation T 
These, indeed, have no feeling but 
that of interest They would, if 
they could, sell the country, if 
they could thereby secure to them- 
selves quiet and safe possession of 
* good portion of public plunder. 
They care nothing about stopping 
English ships, or any thing else. 
They care nothing about country. 
What they want is, the power to 
squeeze the people; and, they 
would as lief have this power from 
the Bourbons as from any body 
else. 

However, the disposition of ver- 
min like these wHl have little to 
do in the deciding of the question 
between us and the French, when- 
ever that question comes to issue. 
The vermin will keep on dragging 
this country down, as long as they 
prevail ; but, at last, they will be • 
thrown off The French nation 
is rising above us so fast, that 
something striking at least must 
arise at no great distance of time* 
The Morning Chronicle tefls us, 
that its correspondent in France 
says : " It appear* that no more 
" efficacious method can be adopt* 
" ed to bring the Government of 
" the Bourbons to its final close 
" ihm oppressing the people wM 
" f acitkm. Destitute of talent, 
" and despised by the people* it 
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"has hitherto owed its safety to 
u the national prosperity. , The 
" rapid increase of wealth and 
" comfort among the French since 
" Me peace is unexampled in their 
*' history, and if we would be just, 
" we must admit that it has been 
" accompanied by a system of 
u Government, which, bad as it 
" is, and far worsethan the pro- 
" mises of the Sovereign, and than 
" the wishes and just expectations 
" of enlightened Frenchmen, is 
"less oppressive and less perni- 
" cious than any system France 
" has been under since the death 
" of Henry IV." 

This is much about what I have 
long been telling the Chronicle. 
Nothing can be more just than 
this liking of the Government, be- 
cause it does not oppress them with 
taxes. Nothing can be more just, 
nothing more strongly describe the 
good sense of the French, than to 
say, that they tolerate the. Bour- 
bons, because their sway produces 
" national prosperity. 1 * As to the 
Bourbons being " destitute of ta- 
lent" I know nothing about that. 
As for talent, that is a nice matter 
to decide upon ; but, taxes and all 
the manifold miseries arising from 
taxes, men can most sensibly feel. 
The French need care little about 
the talents of the Bourbons, so 
long as the Bourbons do not take 
their money away by million after 
million. The talents of our family 
are universally acknowledged. 
Remarkable too fur fine feeling, 
an instance of which was re- 
corded the other day by the 
Morning Chronicle, who told us, 
that the King and the Marquis of 
Hastings mutually shed tears! 
Famous for talent, however, in 
the cabinet and in the field. . Re- 
nowned for talent. But, every 



one to his taste; and, I say, 
though 1. know .that the admirers 
of talent will differ from me, that 
I would rather be without the 
royal talent, if I could thereby 
save a part of the millions. In 
short, this is my idea, that we 
should be better off, if we paid our 
Royal Family less money, though, 
we thereby lost a part of their 
talent. And, I am encouraged to 
adopt this opinion, by perceiving, 
that, though (as the Chronicle 
says) the Bourbons are u desti- 
tute of talent," the French enjoy 
" national prosperity," and have 
experienced " an increase of 
" wealth and comfort since t/te 
" peace unexampled in their his** 
" tory" When I hear this of 
France, and see the distress and* 
misery of England; and know: 
that tnese must go on increasing, 
I find myself impelled to doubt, 
whether the great talents of our 
Royal Family can have been of 
much use to us. At any rate/ 
I should, as far as I am concerned, 
be willing to forego the advantages 
of this talent, if I could thereby 
lessen the expense of keeping the ' 
possessors of it 

If such be the state of the 
French under. the Bourbons; if 
the national wealth and comfort 
have rapidly increased under 
them ; if this be true which is now 
told us by the Chronicle, why 
does the Chronicle, or Mr. Bow- 
ring, or Sir Robert Wilson, or 
Mr. Hobhouse, or . Sir Jammy 
want the French to rebel 1 What 
should they rise against the Bour- 
bons for? What does a nation 
want more than increasing wealth 
and' comfort] But, above all 
things., is it not monstrous, while 
we are in our present misery and 
fearful state of decline, to call 
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upon the French to imitate us in 
anything? 
It is this prosperous state of 

\ France that secures the Bourbons ; 

and that will embolden those 
Bourbons to take a cut -at our 
comb. They now see clearly 
our state. They might doubt upon 
the subject before ; but they can-, 
not doubt now. Personally there 
can be no good will ; but, this is 
nothing : the French nation never 
can' be at rest till it has plucked 
some of our prizes from us. 
It must hare been pleasing to the 
Bourbons to make the discovery, 
that England could never go to 
war again without making a fevo- 

f lution, which might end God 

knows, how ! Their attention was, 
I dare say, not turned to this mat- 
ter, until they heard of our dis- 
tress, andj saw it proved, that, 
without a blowing up of our Debt, 
war was impossible. This disco- 
very it was that made the Bourbons, 
resolve on the invasion and subju- 
gation of Spain ; and, it will induce 
them,when that affair shall be com- 
pleted, to take other steps of equal 
importance. The King's talk about 
his " policy" will make th<* Bour- 
bons and their Ministers laugh : 
the " policy" that. he is "deter- 
mined" to pursue ; that is^to say, 
his determination to let the French 
take Spain if they would hi spite 
of his " earnest endeavours" to 
prevent it • Brave " determina- 
tion !" " For ourselves," said Mr. 
Canning, in his dispatches, " we 
are resolved, come what may, to 
have peace" How desperate ! 

Other nations are not deceived 
by this. Our situation is known 
to 4kem all. Daring the power 
which the false money gave us, 
we did things to offend all nations, 
firieads as well as foes. That 



is to say, this was done by the 
managers of our affairs. All 
nations will now take their turn 
in having a pluck or a kick at us. 
Thoughtless persons may rtgret 
this ; but, in the end, it will pro- 
duce good. Many a good man, 
losing sight of the end of his 
efforts, has zealously laboured for 
his country, as thought; but, 
really for its oppressors. The 
Debt drags us down and lays us 
at the feet of the Bourbons ; but, 
God bless the Debt ! Not a day 
longer would I remain in England 
if that Debt were cleared off be- 
fore it had put down the boroughs. 
The existence of the Debt is the 
only thing that makes our lives 
bearable: Could the borough- 
mongers get free of thut, they 
would soon let us see what they 
are made of. This Debt keeps us 
at peace ; and it was it which sug- 
gested the expression of the deter* 
rninatioh of the King to pursue 
his neutral policy. 

It is a great mistake in us to 
suppose, that our war against, the 
freedom and happiness of Europe 
ended in 1814, The war had two* 
parts, the blood part and the m+> 
ney part. • The blood, part came 
to a sort of close in 1814 ; but the 
money part is going on more fu- 
riously than ever. We, upon the 
whole, beat the French ' up to 
1814; but, when the money part 
of the war began, they began 
to beat us,' and* have been beat- 
ing ns ever since. The 'fact is, 
to express the thing in other 
words, it was a fight which we 
carried on by money and the 
French by arms. We neat them ; 
bat, we borrowed the money; and, 
now that we have the money "to 
pay, and) at any wrte, can jftgkt 
with- money no longer, they are

^beginning to thump us. Hitherto 
they, have only invaded, and are 
subjugating our Mends and allies 
and are capturing and intuiting 
car ships. But, they will soon go 
further; and will, at last, make 
qs an example to the world, and 
terrify nations at the thought of 
those triumphs which are won by 
money. 

From the moment Pitt got into 
power, this became a false thing 
altogether. The money had been 
partly false for • many years ; but, 
then it became basely false. All 
became loan and trick and anti- 
cipation,, The war was a mea- 
. sure of false pretences and false 
jneans. The people were kept, 
from first to last, in a sort of 
political "drunk. " Money did 
all. Money kept the press going ; 
money made armies march and 
fortresses open their gates. But, 
the event has proved, that the 
money, like all the rest, was 
false. Now the falsehood of the 
false thing stands exposed^ and 
the world sees that the thing is 
going to pieces.

Trial of the Rev. Thomas Jephson, 
for-a Misdemeanor. , 

^#me trials of small importance 
hating been disposed of on Tues- 
day, the abere important case came 
on for trial on Wednesday morn- 
I log, which from the previous high 
Character the defendant had hkher- 
tosustaiaed, and the horrible enor- 
mity of 'the. offence which be was 
now charged with having attempted 
to commit, had excited a deep and 
universal interest. At an early 
hear i the court was crowded- to ex- 
ejeas * and w great was the pros 
sure, that seme gentlemen in the 
front rows of the strangers' gal- 
lery were constrained to interrupt 
tiie proceedings of the court, and 
declare that it would be impos- 
sible ,to live unless immediately 
relieved. Others stated the dan- 
ger they were in from the front of 
the gallery being forced out, After 
some, difficulty ilic javelin men, by 
the direction of the lenrued Judge, 
succeeded in inducing some per- 
son^ at the back to retire, and the 
business of the court proceeded. 

There were three counts in the 
indictment; the 1st charging htm 
with an assault upon James Welsh, 
and with making an attempt 'to 
commit an unnatural crime; the 
2d with having solicited the said 
James WeUh to commit, &c. ; and 
the third count r. barged him with 
having: indecently exposed his.per* 
' son, with the view of exciting the 
passions, &c. of the said James 
Welsh, &c , Th e defend an t pleaded 
Kot Guilty. 

Mr. F« K, Eagle opened the 

pleadings. J 

Mr*?RYiiE stated the case to the* 



jury. He*ta*ed t that he need .hard- 
ly observe to them that the dujgr 
that he wa* about to perform was 
both a difficult and ~an unpleaaanT 
one,, in charging before them an In-' 
dividual hitherto of high character 
and respectability; but it -was pe- 
culiarly painful to him, who was ft 
resident of the same town-** mem- 
ber of the same University — astd 
< whom he had been in the occasional 
habits of meeting at the tables, of 
their common friends; but in the 
discharge of his duty as an advo- 
cate he must lay'aside every private 
feeling. He trusted he should do 
that duty without harshness; but 
he trusted also. tbatbe should leave 
nothing undone which he ought to 
have done. He entreated the jury ' 
to discharge from their minds every/ 
thing they might have heard before 
they entered that court, as far as it 
was possible for the human mind 
to do it ; and to come to the, consi- 
deration of this important ease,free 
from 'any i mproper p rejudiee. The 
learned gentleman then describe*! 
the situation of the place .where 
the alleged offence was committed. 
Between, and parallel to, the New- 
market and Linton roads is another 
road, but which for carriages is 
only an occupation road ; . termi- 
nating* after' leading to the mHi arid 
seme closes beyond, (a distance* of 
about a mile)~in a foot-path lead* 
ingto Cherry Hinton. From this* 
roa4, and a little before yum come 
to the mill, but on' the opposite 
side, is another occupation road 
Jeading only the length of one 
close, to the cricket ground, into 
which there is a gate, it then turns 
to the ri ght, and; > passing ,along the 
top of the cricket ground tbcroitesv 
minatts, ba^ng a gate in4o a-grasa 
field ; across this there 4s no way 
except a foot-path, used byrtbe.oc- 
cupants of the nex;t field, whicji is 
a large one in the occupation of 
Mr. Broadbelt, and there termi- 
nates. It was on the far efjfe^ef 
this large fieM wheje.,the xHagnst- 
ing scenes charged rtnthe jndittt- 
menteecarred. The learned, ganlss , 
man then detailed at grea^ length 
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the v ease for Ike promotion— «s 
afterwards given in the -rbttowteg 
evidence of the witnesses -for the 
prosecution, (which we- shall here 
. omit, it being inserted at length in 
its proper place,) illustrating as he 
went along the positions of the par- 
ties by reference to a plan, a sketch 
of which we have also given. This 
was not the unsupported testimony, 
observed the learned gentleman, of 
one individual, but the consistent 
narration -of fine ; while it was con- 
firmed in most of its material points 
by the evidence* of the prosecutor 
himself : who had on the Saturday 
morning- gohe*before Mr. Alderman 
Abbott, a magistrate, and laid a 
charge before him against some 
person or persons unknown, for 
having extorted front him his watch 
and money under a threat of charg- 
ing hinvwith an attempt to commit 
an unnatural crime. These depo- 
sitions, wbicbhe should put in as 
evidence, admitted the fact of his 
having 1 been there bith in the morning 
and the evening, .in the morning he 
said he took this place in bis road 
from the back gates of St. John's 
OoHege to Horningsea — that he en- 
tered the cricket ground by the 

- shcrj, and crossed the. adjoining 
grounds by the occupation path 
istoihe great field, where be saw a 
Bey* and enquired his way to Cherry 
Bhiton. He said he look this Way 
tQuavoid the dint, .bat he, Mr. Pryme, 
should prove; that- the monning wax 
a -wet one. In <the evening^ he ad- 
mits that he was there too, 'that he 
was walking along the Cherry Hin- 
tea road,; and, desiring to ease him- 
self, he passed through the gate 
interne lane leading to the cricket 

- ground. Now the jury would ob- 
serve, that there were two corners 
i n this teste aaaoan ashegotthroagb 
the gate, wberertnc hedges being 
high and thick would have effec-

taccooner began to ease bimselT 
than he was seised upon by Gwe 
men and dragged away ; aad under ' 
the threat of baring a certain 
charge made against bun, gave them 
hi* +c*teh and money. But what made - 
his statement utterly unreconeil-' 
able was, that after he had gone so ' 
great a distance ilo avoid all obser- 
vation, when he aotually sees a Boy 
be only orossed a hedge through a 
gap' for concealment.

It is true he preferred a charge on 
the Saturday morning against some 
persons unknown, but on the evening 
when ikey went to his rooms with his- 
wateh and he might have secured them, 
the great gates being doted and the 
porter in attendance, he takes no 
steps to apprehend them.; and on 
the Sunday when the names are 
actually known, instead of attend- 
ing before a magistrate to prose- 
cute them — when he had it in his 
power to bring them to justice— -he 
leaves the University — leaves'At in the 
middle of tei'm— while giving his lec- 
tures, and when he ought to be attending 
his duties — and the then accused, 
instead of being prosecuted, are 
(rmted with admner and dismissed, 
if not with something else. The 
learned gentleman then contrasted 
eueh conduct with that of Hart, 
who, on being seat for, /voluntarily - 
came and candidly told his tale. 
He therefore put it to the jury, 
which part betrayed the conscious- 
nes^-of guilt. The learned gentle- 
man concluded a speech of two 
hours by observing, there might be 
some little variation in the manner 
of the witnesses* telling their story; 
some might be nearer than others, 
whUe the memory of .some might be 
moreaaute aad tenacious than the* 
of others.

Hinton,~*»took htm to the 
gap. it is very low there and 
might be seen easily aH the way* 
along. Could be seen by men at 
work in the cricket ground : I saw 
the man in the cricket ground. 
Don't know a man named Mur- 
eott: saw the man working there: 
On Sunday, was taken before the 
magistrate, but not examined :— « 
don't know the time, — i* was after 
witness's dinner, but can't recof-' 
tect the time. None were examined 
but Hart. Neither Wiseman, nor 
Mrs. Salmon, nor Buttress's sister. 
On Thursday was taken up again % 
Mr. Jepbson was present ; bemade - 
a charge against us for robbing 
him. Witness told the truth— the 1 
whole truth, excepting some words/ 
wmah be could not then recollect, 
but sinee remembered. Witness* 
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cannot swear* that ke itold the ma ^ 
gislrate, " I hopo you won't kiss 
and i tell.". * * * 
When he took hold of his hand, did 
not knock -him- down; would not 
take his. money; witness took the 
sixpence for shewing him the way. 
He, pulled out some money and 
offered it— tthere .was some silver. 
Cannot swear that he told this to 
the magistrate. He met no person 
In the gravel pits till he -saw Wm. 
Buttress ; they got home about 
half past 12 ; saw Mr. Jephson at 
Barnwell : did not mention this 
subject to. the magistrate ; sure lie 
did not recollect it, knows the 
osier bed, there is a very much 
trodden path by the wheat towards 
Broadbelt's field, but has never

Re-examined by Mr. Eagle.—

Went in expectation of meeting- 
somebody .there. W-hen we got to* 
the gravel-pit -close, Welsh parted

letter M., we laid on our stomachs.

On Saturday morn- 
ing I had some conversation with 
Wiseman, and in consequence of 
Which I and. Wiseman went to St. 
John's., saw the lamplighter, and 
asked for Mr. Jefferson's rooms (the 
judge repeated the defendant's, 
witness answered, Yes,) we went to 
the room, he Was not at home ; we 
Walked round by Northampton-

night," trembling at (he time^cry' 
much. Witness put his hand upon 
his arm, and said " If you will but 
"hear what 1 have to sayV.no one 
** knows what your name is but us, 
" here is your watch, take it, it is no 
"use to us ;" he said '• Go, go, or I 
Will call some one." Witness said 
" you may call as soon as you 
please." The defendant was then 
On the staircase, and be, said 
"Hush, hush !" Witness followed 
biin into his room again. He said 
" Come out, come out;*' trembling 
Very much in his way of speech. 
George Wiseman, who was stand- 
ing on the landing, said " Hart, 
"you had better come out of his 
" room.*' When witness came out, 
\ tne defendant pulled the outer 
door to as quick as he could, and 
no one could get in. On Sunday 
morning, between ten and eleven, 
witness was apprehended by Shal- 



low, foe constatte, and takfoi itf 
Alderman Abbott's; did not /sM 
the defendant on' Sunday ; was de- 
tained at Doctor Abbott's till dbbirf 
six o'clock, when he was dis- 
charged free, being declared inno- 
cent. Afterward zee had a good din* 
ner — a very good dinner indeed, given 
us at Shuuow*s, the constable, whd 
also gave us a pound each. The twd 
Buttresses were there as well;— - # 
they also had a pound each. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Den^ 
man.— dame to ask for Mr. Jeph- 
son's name, because be told me his 
name against the gate ; I knew his 
person, but could not recollect his 
name, it was at my tongue's end. 
When I took him he was stooping 
as if in the act of easing himself — 
can't say that I told this to the ma- 
gistrate. When F first seized him, 
he told us to ask the Boy whether 
he had done any thing wrong; lie 
did not state this before the magis- 
trate ; being asked why he did not, 
and how. he came to forget to tell 
all these things to the magistrate ; 
witness answered, " I have per- 
" haps forgotten as much on my side 
" as on his." Did threaten to take 
him through the streets as the Bi- 
shop was taken . Saw him embrace 
James Welsh several times; be- 
sides what he had given hira at the 
gate, he gave htm 1*. §d. more. 
Had stated before the magistrate 
t.bat he had given him 1*.

other witness did not know his 
name ?

Don't know . tjrat 
Shallow the constable was enquir- 
ing for him on Saturday ; was at 
work all day. Was apprehended 
on the Snnday, and taken before* 
Mr. Abbott. Was told 1 that the 
deposition was made by Mr. Jephr 
son. Shallow' told me at half past 
six, that he had a warrant againsi 
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me CD Saturday evening. As soon I 
as he went to Dr. Abbott".^ tbe de- 
position was read over, Mr. Car- 
rigao was present. [Some discus- 
sion here took place between the 
counsel and the court, as to the ad- 
missibility of this sort of evidence,} 
When witness begged to call back 
a few words, and said— that no- 
thing was read over to him ever 
before Mr* Abbott. Mr. Den man 
then again proposed the question 
in order to ascertain to which uf 
tbe two statements the defendant 
adhered. Nothing ha'l been read 
to him, Witness said Mr, Carri- 
gan did not mention that to him or 
in his presence before Mr. Abbott, 
that Mr. Jephson had told him 
(Mr. CarrJgan) of tbe fact on Thurs- 
day night. Did bear Mr, Jeph- 
son say on Thursday, that be bad 
told Mr. Carrigau on the evening 1 
that it occurred.

About two 
hours after witness's discharge* be 
preferred his charge against Mr. 
Jephson— he is a journeyman car* 
penter— is not able to support th* 
expenses of a prosecution — earns 
1 H shillings a week ; had asked those 
three persons with a view of get- 
ting assistance towards the prose- 
cution. 

George Wiscnitm is a labourer at 
Barnwell. On the IGth May,, in 
consequence of some conversation 
witness had with James Welsh, 
went with William and James But- 
tress, Joseph Hart, Philip Lang- 
ham, and Jas. Welsh. The plait 
being shown to witness, he said, 
being a stranger he could not de- 
scribe the marks on the plan* Part- 
ed with Welsh at the grave I- pits, 
and went into the wheat field, laid. 
down in a ditch near the barrel 
drain; saw defendant and Welsh 
together ; they came near the gate ; 
saw him take hold of Welsh, and 
kiss him several times, and saw 
defendant puthis hand in his pocket 
and give him something; the wind 
blew so rough could not bear what 
was said : afterwards they came 
nearer to the spot where they were 
lying. Defendant got into the ditch; 
and pulled Welsh in also. De-. 
fend ant's breeches or dowsers 
were down. Had his arms, and 
hands about Welsh's waist, as if 
to undo Ids breeches. In the scuffle, 
Welsh struggled away, and got on 
the bank. Defendant asked if any 
body was coming; Welsh said, 
No. Defendant then took hold of 
his own trowsers, and said, ho?

Don't re** 
member any one saying, you have* 
got well out of this scrape. Don't?

William Btittfexs is a gravel dig-* 
ger ; ' recollects going wfth Jamer

May. Went in expectation off 
meeting some one. Parted with' 
Welsh; went and laid" dowto witjr 
the others in the ditch ; defendant 4 
joined Welsh, when they got to the* 
gate ; saw defendant kiss WeisH 
repeatedly ; saw him put bis hands' 
in his pocket and give Welsh some*- 
thing. ' They* came a little. farther 
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from the guild towards u*. Bid not 
see more then having drawn further 
back lest the gentleman should see 
hid, and another took his- plaec. 
Ttfey crossed the hedges, the de- 
fendant at the gap marked N.— 
Welsh at gap ©. near our feet, 
while Welsh was getting over de- 
fendant ssad, •• Gome on, come on." 
As soon as James Welsh got over 
defendant let down his clothes, he 
tben attempted to untie Welsh's 
trowsers,and said," Come on,come, 
yoa are a long time ;" gave him 
more money there ; he said N* Here 
it some more money/.' I did not 
see it, I heard it, but be said it was 
lfc&f. but when we beard this, we 
went over and ta'en him. Can't 
recollect what more was safd ; when 
I got over I said, " Holla ! jierc is 
fine doings for a gentleman." He 
said we were mistaken, be only 
came there to ease himself ; we all 
ssid we knew what he - was come 
for. He said «' ask the Boy ;" we 
said we did not want to ask nim, 
for we knew before, we told Jiim 
we knew he was to meet him at 
nine ^ o'clock. He then said you 
eoold not know tbis^ except the Boy 
has told you: Tbey, Wiseman and 
Hart, took him out of the ditch, 
and took him up (he, close. He 
asked us where they were going to 
take him, they said to Alderman 
Parchas, he said I know Alderman 
Parohai, and he will send you off ; 
We then said -we would take him to 
Cambridge, we took him* to the 
gate. He said, " Consider young 
" men, if this is found out, I am a 
"ruined man, and I shall lose every 
"thingtl am under;" be said he 
would give us every thing he bad 
about him, if we would let him go ; 
tie said, " Hush, hush, or we shall 
be heard." We took him to the 
"lay-stack ; he then said we might 
take every thing out of his pocket. 
One said, " No ; if we do you wHl 
swear a robbery against us." He 
«aid* " if you let my hands go, I 
*' will give you every thing I have 
"freely.' He then gave- 21. to Hart, 
aid 9*. 6d. to Wiseman, and said, 
" That is all the money I have 



" about me, but here is my watdf 
" and I give it all freely, and said t 
" hope you'll say nothing, or I am, 
'• mined." I had picked up bis stick 
and he went away, saying, ** Good' t 
night, my lads ;" ha went by the- ' 
lonesome road, and we returned by 
the milProad. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Denmak;' 
*-Had taken hold of the Boy ar 
soon- as he crossed the ditch— not* 
the ditch they laid im Bid not* 
bear Mr. Jephson mention 1 his 
name, will swear it. Can't recol- 
lect St. John's beiq£ mentioned*— 
went about with blue ribbons, but' 
not for money. All went with blue 
ribbons except Langbara and Wise* 
mam. Never dodged young men _ 
and women in the fields, and got* 
money from them — never said he, 
did.. Bid not mention sucb a thing* 
to a man named William Tarter. 
; James Buttress- is a turf-dealer, 
lives at Barnwell, recollects seeing 
James Welsh the 16fhof last Mwyf 
jn consequence of some con versa-' 
tion^ agreed to go with him. J; 
Buttress, J. Welsh, .George Wise* 
man, Philip Langbam, and Hart. : 
When*we started, Mr. and Mrs. 
Markbam, and Mr. and Mrs. Sai* 
mon were present; we parted in 
Mr. Broadheit's field, laid down a 
little behind the others, and when 
1 first saw them, it was at the spof , 
P.; when fi*st I observed the* ' 
defendant, be was in the ditch' 
marked P. Welsh was on the out* 
side with his breeches- done up; 
Went with the Others through the 
gap marked O, Hart and Wise* 
man ta'en the gentleman out of they 
ditch. We all went up the field 
together to the gate Q. When we/ 
got about a quarter over the field/ 
I said " perhaps the gentleman has 
" got a- watch or something in bis 
" pocket, that he may lose or 
** break, he may tread on it." We> 
then allowed bim to do up bhr 
trowsers, and Hart went to the* 
gate marked Q. ; when he getf 
there, he said, "Think of this, 
" young men, if it is known, I shall' 
" be ruined ; for all that I am now 
*' under I shall lose." We then 
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went io" the hay-stack marked R. I 
He said M I will give you -every 
** thing I bave about my person if 
** you will say nothing ;" he would 
have had Hart take what lie had 
got out of his pocket* Hart said, 
* l If 1 do you will swear a rob- 
"bcry against me." He let him 
do up his trowsers, and he gave 
Hart 21. and Wiseman 9s. 6d. ; he 
then gave Hart the gold watch, 
and said VI give you all freely;" 
and begged us not to say a word 
about it, " or I shall be a ruined 
" man for ever." He said, " Good 
" night, young men ;" and we said, 
" Good night, Sir." He went home 
toy the lonesome road. 

Cross-examined. — He got his 
snare of 12*. Gd. as well as the 
pound. There is a path against 
the first spot where witness first 
saw them, but is not aware that it 
was a public road. 
' Philip lMngham lives at Oaking- 
ton, five miles from Cambridge ; 
was at Barnwell in the morning of 
Friday, the. 16th of May. Incon- 
sequence of something Hart told 
us, we went to the fields. Pined 
in the morning of that day at old 
buttress's ; somebody passed, and 
Markhaiu (Webb) said "That is 
" Mr. Jephson, and I will swear 
'* to it." The question was. twice 
repeated with the same answer ; 
be was sure he said^the name, of 
Jephson. When they got into the 
field, they separated from Welsh. 
Witness got into the wheat ; was 
leaning down ; saw Welsh and the 
defendant ; first saw them coming 
down by the side, of the quick. 
When witness first saw them, de- 
fendant was in the ditch. Witness 
saw him let his trowsers down. 
Witness heard him say, " Come, 
*' come,, you are a long time ;" 
heard nothing ejse ; the others were 
nearer. We all crossed the ditch ; 
Wiseman and Hart took the de- 
fendant out of the ditch. When 
we got up to the gate, the defend- 
ant said, ** Consider, if this is 
" found out, I shall be ruined for 
" ever." He said to Mr. Hart, 
" I freely give you leave to take 



all that I have about me." JHart 
said, " No, if I do, you'll swear a 
robbery against me," He sajd, 
44 Hush, hush, or we shall be 
" heard/' He put his hand into 
his pocket and. gave Hart 2/. and 
Wiseman 9s. 6J. out of the other 
pocket, and said, " I gave you all 
" I have about me» except my 
" watch, which I will, give .you 
" freely." He. then bid us good 
night, and went home by the lone- 
some road. We went by. the mill, 
towards Parker's piece. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Cooper. 
— When against the grate, he said, 
** I will give you the watch freely ;" 
saw they were pound notes, that 
they were given. 

By the Judge — Was the place 
where you took the defendant oat 
of the ditch, the first place you. saw 
him ? — After saying that he first 
saw him by the side of the quiek, 
he ultimately answered that he $rst 
saw him in the ditch where he was 
taken out. There was nothing par- 
ticular about, his dress, when- he 
went by the quick. #e had blue 
trowsers and a blue coat on. When 
in the ditch witness saw defendant 
h ad hi s trowsers down . 

Elizabeth Buttress lives at Barn- 
well ; one day last May, Langhani 
and Welsh were dining, at their 
house ; it was on the .Friday- before 
they were apprehended. Welsh 
got up from dinner, and said, on 
somebody going by, " That, is 
" the gentleman, and I will swear 
"to it." 

Cross-examined by Jfr. Demm^n 
— Only saw his back ; should not 
know him again ; he was neither 
tall nor short ; he had a black coat 
on, and 1 think black trowsers too. 
Was never sent for to give evidence 
before the magistrates. 

James Golding lives at Oakington? 
was at Barnwell on Friday, the 
16th May ; saw Welsh, who shewed 
him his torn trowsers and a six- 
pence. We could not believe hhn 
at first. Was asked to go in the 
evening, but would not go. Be- 
lieved afterwards Welsh told the 
truth. 
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Kpftert Salmon, is the person that 
ftart jffirisWftii; Is a cabinet- 
fttouW ; recolfeets the 10th of May ; 
ifiowa Boy of the name of Welsh; 
had dime ' conversation with him ; 
le Said* he expected to meet a gcn- 
Henian; he shewed me his torn tf ow- 
ners.- ^Wefcra did not ask witness 
ft go'wtHi thenr. Saw them all set 
bffc^-This witness was not cross- 
examined. 

/ Mitn/ x Sdlnwn l(ves at Barnwell, 
recollects seeing Welsh on * the 
morning of the 16th, heard him men- 
tion his going to meet a gentleman ; 
tbe Buttresses, Mr. and Mrs. Hart, 
Wiseman, and several others were 
present. Did not go * before the 
magistrates at the examination. 

Eva-it t is a servant at St. 

John's College — 1 saw Hart on Sa- 
turday evening ; saw hira speak to 
Kifl£ ; I left immediately. Was at 
the chambers on the Friday ni^ht ; 
don't know, of my own knowledge, 
that Mr. Jephson was at Mr, Car- 
figau's rooms ; saw bim frequently 
tn the Court on Saturday, but don't 
know he was at Mr.-CarrignnV 

Cross-ex ami bed by Mr. Den- 
lfAN T — Has been Gyp ]'J years, 
and has waited on Mr. Jephson for 
all that time. His character is 
roost excellent ; never knew a man 
of more chaste, honourable, and 
Correct conduct, 

Re-exammed by Mr. Pkyme. — 
Was hfs Gyp; had sometimes 
packed his clothes up, but did not 
pack any tip the Sunday he went ttviay. 

Robert Grain, recollects Friday, 
the 16th of May, it was a rainy 
fluirnj'^, and he could not work at the 
grcvel pits. 

Richard Hart knows Mr. Rroad- 
helt's ID acre piece ; it has a tree 
)tt it; he mended the fence. Tbere 
is a place where tlie fjnick bangs 
Over the drain ; had some of the 
wood from Mr, liurragc. 

Hannah Murk/mm lives at Barn- 
well ; knows Welsh, is aunt to him \ 
reutembrn Welsh telling her something 
about meeting a gentleman ■ his trttw- 
jers wfre whole when. hr. went out^ but 
torn when he re we home. Welsh did 
not tell her any more about it. 

Cross-examined hy Mr. Den- 
Han. — Ts positive that Welsh did 
not tell her he was going to meet 



a gentleman, nor ' say any thing 
about it. 

Akt. Scott Abbott, Esq, knows the 
defendant ; he made a charge on 
Saturday, the 17th of May, against 
some persons unknown, which wag 
afterwards wi{hdrawn. There War 
also a charge made on the Thura-' 
day following, hy Mr. Jephson, 
against Hart, two Buttresses, 
Welsh, and Wiseman, and one 
other who was not identified, which, 
on the Friday ■, was dismissed. On the 
same evening there was a charge 
made against Mr. Jephson, only one 
witness was, then examined, hut he was 
not cross-examined. Mr, Jephson 
gave bail, Mr. Abbott then put in 
the various depositions. The first 
deposition was made on Saturday 
morning. 

The depositions were then read. 
Tbey were both precisely the same, 
except that on Saturday the accu- 
sation was against persons un- 
known ; but on the Thursday the 
names of the parties accused were 
mentioned. The deponent stated, 
thaHn returning from the Cherry 
Hintmi road, he entered a field for 
an occasion of nature. A Boy 
was in the field,. who annoyed him 
very much by going about him. 
The Boy whistled in a curious 
manner.' v He asked him what he 
wbistfed' for > Ho answered, •' I 
alw££s whistle when I am alone/' 
Deponent then wished, to go into 
another' $efd, and asked the Boy 
whether there was a gap? The* 
Boy said, in a surly tone, "If you 
look you may find one/' Deponent 
then went through a gap into the 
corner of another field, and took 
down. his small clothes. At that 
moment several men rushed on 
him. One o£ them said, " Oh I 
"We've found you at last. You are 
" verypunctual." He asked whether 
they were going to murder him? 
They said, " Nq ; we'll take you to 
" Purchas's, like the Bishop. There 
?' would be plenty of girls to look at 
"liim." Deponent now perceived 
that they wished to charge him 
with ah unnatural crime. Two of 
the men had hold of the Boy. 
One of the men said, " If you give 
us money enough, we'll let you go." 
At this time deponent's trowsers 
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> dawn ; tat Jie was now per- 
mitted to poll then* Up, and anxious 
t^ittw Wmwlf irom the persons 
who surrounded him* he put his 
lumA m his pocket sad £e*e them 
ikmemt pound Cambridge Bank vote* 
sad 1b. 3d. One of Uiem said, 
"Thai is not enough." Another 
observed, "Perhaps the gentle- 
man has a watch." On which de- 
ponent took bis watch from his 
waistcoat pocket and gave it to 
him. They then let him go, and 
when he entered College, before 
he proceeded to his own chambers 
lie went to those of his friend Mr. 
Carrjgan, tmd related all the cirewn- 
Mtdnta. The next day he made a 
deposition before Mr. Abbott 

Appended to the deposition was 
ata account of the cross-examina- 
tion of Mr. Jephson by Mr. Pryroe, 
at the time of his making the 
jfecond charge. He then admitted 
that on the morning of the 16th of 
, May y he taent along by the field de- 
scribed by Welsh. He could not say 
the men demanded money, but ht did 
not give up his money or his watch 
until he understood, from ih£ lan- 
guage ihat was used, that there 
%m$ an intention to charge him with an 
unnatural crime. Qn Saturday he 
learned that the name of one of 
the men was Hart. He did not 
state that to the magistrate. . . He 
went to London vn Sunday, and* on 
his return, inquired what tfeps had 
teen taken, us he hud uuttwuytjd his 
friends to uct gemraityfor him. 

Cross-examined by Mr Drn- 
man.- — 1 am a magistrate of Cam 
bridge ■ have Jived here 11 or 12 
years; have known Mr. Jephson 
nearly all that time; he considered 
him u gentleman of a most unex- 
c epii paahJe cl i a r act e r, Mr. Jeph- 
son called twice on Saturday morn- 
ing, wlicu I was gut ; seeing his 
card I called on him, saw both Dr." 
Haviland and Mr. Carrigan I e fore 
I saw Mr. Jephson ; they boih told- 
me of ilic charge. Do not know 
the time Mr. Jephson left college. 
Never saw Mr. Jephson after the 
name of Hart was known, the 
charge was withdrawn nol by Mr, 
Jephson ; he supposed fy his concur-. 
revcr . Six pu-unds wm, given ty Dr. 
Haviland Jbr the watch; does not 



know Mr* Jefhton ksttw any Hing 
ohout the 6L Mr. Agwae Iwas «e*t 
for before the business began, hot 
he was engaged at a bankruptcy 
business and did not come imme* 
diately, when he did come, all wan 
read over to him. 

Wm. Savage > is a carpenter, mea- 
snred the occupation road, it is 
abont 21 feet wide, the. gat» lead- 
ing to it is abont nine feet, these is 
abont five feet of hedge on each 
aide, the hedge is high and thick, 
beside there is a xlitch abont three 
feet : any one who desired to de- 
creet himself in either corner might, 
he could not be seen by any one 
on the road. 

DEFENCE. 

Mr. Denman said, ft now became 
his dnty to offer to the Court and 
Jury such arguments and observa- 
tions as were necessary to the 
cause of the defendant-— a man 
holding a considerable station ia 
society — a man of refined educa- 
tion — a man of that profession 
which could not brook the suspi- 
cion of any oriminal charge what* 
ever, and least of ail of a change 
so disgusting and disgraceful in its 
nature — a man also, who, as they 
heard from two witnesses who knew 
him, was ever considered before 
he present moment as a person of 
excellent morals, and of most un- 
exceptionable character. They 
toere colled on to believe that this gen- 
tleman had not only forgotten the 
character he bad so long and so 
uniformly borne, not only that he 
had committed himself to the merer 
of the low stranger whom he acci- 
dentally met in a remote place; 
not only that lie had submitted to 
purchase the silence of the wit- 
nesses with respect to the infamous 
charge brought against him; bat 
that he had thought proper to bring his 
infamy before u magistrate in the 
first place, and before a jury of his 
country in the next, merely that he 
might, by his own rash act, deprive 
himself of ihe benefit of that secrecy 
which he was said to have aar- 
chased, kt least he might venture 
to observe, that when a charge of 
this kind was made* it ought to he 
founded on the evidence of wit- 
nesses not only numerous (and 
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£u& **£ttfa*k, -consistent 
udth$a«iauoi*cs» and uncontradict- 
ed by others ; and receiving aU the 
josnfiimstioa which the nature of 1 
Jfca cite demanded His learned 
friead, who in his eloquent and 
elaborate address had occupied 
tiro hour*, in laying before the 
£ojurt every thing that could ope- 
jaw* against the defendant, had; 
told them that the human mind was 
incapable of stemming .e ff ec t ua ll y 
the tide of prejudice which such a 
case as this was calculated to pro- 
duce; and he called en them to 
[dismiss from their memories e^ery 
thing that wss not proved on oath 
before the Court. This was a very 
wholesome admonition ; and he 
-would add, that it was more diffi- 
cult to guard against prejudice in 
this case than in any other what- 
.ever, after, the charge had been 
made in all companies — in all 
newspapers — after it had been 
made the common topic of Ihp ba- 
rons, relentless, heartless, destructive 
ealumnv, this case was now brought 
^before them, and with the prejudices 
which had been thus generated, the 
defendant had to contend. In decid- 
ing on such a case, the most well- 
meaning men ought to guard 
against their feelings; for tbe 
greater their integrity, the more 
jpure their minds, the deeper would 
he their hatred and detestation of 
- this crime ; and good men were but 
too ready to rush to the conviction of 
ike truth of tuck a charge, because, 
, when it was made, humanity and 
^nature shut their eyes against it, 
and refuse to enter into tbe loath- 
some investigation. Many of the 
observations of his learned friend, 
and much of the evidence, did not 
bear on Ube case, and could have 
no other effect than to -exhaust the 
jnind, and distract tbe. attention, 
land render tbe advocate of the 
.defendant less capable of grap- 
pling with this difficult case. — 
They had been now nearly 10 hours 
4m this case, and be would ask whe- 
ther witness after witness, had not 
.been called into the box, of whom 
■he did not think it necessary to ask 
A single question, because the evi- 
dence did not affect tbe charge. 
Of what consequence was the evi- 



of Riakavd Hart and Mr. 
Burridge, about the mending of 
faeces end the stale *f the ground! 
Such evidence was use l es s to the 
prosecution, hut would aierd the 
defendant's counsel consi d e rab le 
latitude of observation, beeanse it 
showed the badness of the cast, 
and the necessity thepe was for 
introducing . matter which would 
divert the attention front the real 
facts. He did net deny that wtt- 
nesseshad been called before them 
who stated a case that deserved to. 
be inquired into— a ease that ought 
to beget vid of by strong reasoning, 
by strong observatioo, and by a 
minute investigation of ail hs parts*. 
Those witnesses stated what they 
alleged they bad beard and seen,, 
and if one-tenth of their statement 
were true, then the defendant had 
not about him, one quality that bo- 
longed to man, unless, indeed, the 
desperate courage with which he had 
risked his fame and reputation 
could be accounted one. Then, 
indeed, mast be be, in the most 
extensive sense of tbe terms, " a 
" person of a lewd, abandonee), 
"wicked, and evil life," to use the 
phraseology of the record. His 
learned friend bad told them that 
they ought . to dismiss from their 
minds every thing they bad heard 
out of doors on this subject ; fyut 
he had tiot told them that every- 
day maxim of the courts, that a 
case of doubt was a cast of acquittal-?-- 
that jurors, if they did not see 
their way distinctly through all the 
links which formed the chain of" 
guilt, were bound to acquit, He r 
Jiowever, did not call on the jury to 
act upon that maxim. He called 
upon them, "if they had, in the end, 
a doubt upon their minds, not to 
acquit, but to convict. If he did -not 
clearly show them that the defend- 
ant was innocent of this foul 
crime, let tbem find him guilty. 
He, as counsel for Mr. Jephson, 
with Jfr. Jepbsou by his side, 
called on them to do so. They 
stood not there for an Old Bailey 
acquiital^tbey stood for reputation. ' 
Any^but a full and perfect acquittal 
would be a misfortune to the de- 
fendant. The publicity this day's 
proceedings would receive, would 
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be a dreadful aggravation of (he 
evils of hU situation, since be eame 
into Court this day, in the presence 
of Am Mtiktr and of his country, 
denying the charge altogether. He 
was not draped before the Court 
as he was on that lamentable night : 
Ho — be came here./r^/y, voluntarily 
— courtiog the fullest inquiry, and 
submitting himself to the eutfght- 
«ne d j u sti ce of a Bri U i h tri b n u a] . 
-Hewould state what bis defencewas. 
It was exactly that which the de- 
fendant had declared the transac- 
tion to be on the night when it oc- 
curred— namely, that the whole 
was a foul and wicked conspiracy, 
supported by the most abandoned 
perjury, and disclosing the most 
improbable story that was ever 
told, although propped up by some, 
circumstances which were admit- 
ted to have happened. He charged 
the witnesses against the defend- 
ant with conspiracy , perjury, am)«u- 
Bornation of perjury ^-with the ar- 
rangement of evidence, that they 
might defend themselves in {he 
best manner, by accusing one who 
, MB prepared to prosecute them. Such 
^conspiracies were not new in the 
history of the world. Almost from 
-the beginning of mankind sjfeb 

* conspiracies were amongst, the 
^mbst corrrmon things that aceurreti> 

only varying according to thfc si>- 

* "ciety m which their operation was 
"to be applied. The sons of BeJial 

were about the oldest family in the 
* 4 world, though certainly not the 

most respectable. That race was 
~*to be found in all countries— some- 
times accusing persons before the 

Inquisition — sometimes exerting 

' their arts to get rid of persons 

' whose talents or whose virtues ex- 

' cited their hatred. Sometimes they 

were seen in the shape of spies and 

infermers, betraying the victims 

'they had at first seduced, and in 
fl every* instance they would find 

there were some circumstances 
" apparently true, and apparently 

strong, which was the foundation 

on which they built that which was 
1 evidently false. Without some mix-. 

ture of truth, falsehood coqld never 

" enter a cotart of justice. If a man* 

is to be accused of attempting the 

virtues of a married woman, his 
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garment must be left iti the cham* 
her- of the person attempted, the 
woman must be proved to have 
been in the garden where 4he was 
alleged to have committed adul- 
tery — if Queen Ann Boleyn is to 
be accused of incontinence with her 
brother, some levity of conduct 
must be adduced in support ofthe 
charge ; and he had known arflri- 
stance, where the unmerited in- 
sults offered to a wife by the hus- 
band himself, were supposed to 
have been sufficient to drive her to 
a course of abandoned profligacy, 
and then he himself brought for- 
ward charges, founded on that pro-* 
bability which nothing but his own 
shame fa! transactions had caused 
and created. He should like to 
know something of the previous 
character *of those witnesses. — 
They all appeared to be in a low situa- 
tion; and they all lived, it seemed, 
in the same yard at Barnwell. They 
bad the whole of Saturday, the lTth 
May, to consult on what they should 
do to avert the danger which they 
apprehended, and they felt that 
they had but one course to take*— 
that of frightening the' defendant ovt 
of the country. Certainly Mr. Jeffli- 
son could not* have regained an 
hour after their plan was perfected, 
if conscious innocence had not 
borne him out. ft was not in the 
human heart to conceive that'ttay 
man could come forward to meet 
such a charge unless he hud the appro- 
bation of his own conscience. He could 
easily conceive that many a man, . 
against whom such a crime was 
alleged unjustly, would die bro- 
ken-hearted, wanting the firmness 
and courage necessary tb meet it 
They knew that there were per- 
sons who haunted the streets of 
London, and day after day ex- 
torted money under this horrible 
threat. Too often, he feared, did 
they pursue their victimseven to the 
grave. In this case, fortunately, 
they had evidence, which he thought 
was conclusive, to show that the 
charge could not .be true. His 
learned friend had stated, thai two 
persons who were examined, had 
brought the defendant's watclftohis 
chambers on the Saturday-' H° 
dared to say, thai those persons, 
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im 4e*cribing the perturbation of 
tbe defendant, had not exagge- 
rated it. He believed that the best 
actor that ever existed could not 
adequately express the agitation 
of a v roan who saw before him two 
wretches who had accused him, 
wrongfully of the most heart-sicken- 
ing crime. When his learned friend 
told them that the defendant's re- 
fusal of the witch was a proof of his 
guilty he knew not what the jury 
felt, but he certainly felt the utmost 
amazement. It was true those per- 
sons had found the defendant with 
his breeches about his knees, a 
situation from which every man 
would like to be relieved, "(up to' 
that point, and to that , point only, 
did the truth extend, and it was 
fully admitted) : it was true they 
had got possession of his watch, 
which, if they brought forward 
their charge in a court of justice, 
would be proof and confirmation of 
its verity. The defendant knew alt 
this; and he would ask, if he were' 
conscious of guilt, must they not 
believe him mad, if he did not, when 
opportunity allowed him, get back 
the watch — get back tlie proif of cri- 
minality, at any expense whalso- 
. ever? It was impossible, if he 
were a guilty man, that he could 
%aye heard the proposition of those 
persons with any other feeling but 
that, of the most profound satis- 
faction. 'The possession of the 
watch would at once remove the ptoof 
of hit guilt, and he would then be 
out of their hands. But if this 
were, ft true fact, what would they 
think of the still stronger fact 
which was in evidence before them? 
On the very night the crime was 
said to have been committed, 
. when he was in that situation which 
looked like guilt, when his watch 
had been taken from him, what did 
h? do. On that very night, before 
her went to his own rooms, he con- 
sulted a friend on the subject. His 
learned friend said, " No I no 1" 
He would say, " Yes ! yes !" He 
bad thought proper to read the 
deposition of Mr. Jephson, and it 
was stated in that deposition, that 
be called on Mr. Carrigan before 
he went to bis own rooms. Mr. 
Carrigan was bis friend, he ad- 
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mitted ; but what bad friendship to 
do with a case of this description f 
Mr. Carrigan, he contended, ovzhi 
to have been called. Here, he must 
sav, that it was unparalleled in 
the history of the criminal juris- 
diction of this country, to give a 
deposition in evidence, and after* 
wards to say, that any fact con. 
tained in it was not proved, with- 
out calling witnesses to disprove 
it. That which he had stated was 
a fact that entitled Mr. Jephson to 
a 'verdict. If Mr. Carrigan had 
thought him guilty, he would have 
driven him from his chambers; but 
on the Saturday they found him 
acting- with Dr. Haviland, and" 
bringing the charge against those 
persons before -Mr. Abbott — the 
oijie a magistrate, the other two-. 
respectable Fellows of the College to- 
which the defendant belonged. 
Why, also, was not Shallow, the con-* 
stable called? Why was not Mr. 
Hunt, the barrister of this town> 
who acted as assessor to the ma- 
"jffstrate, examined ? It was said, 
Jbceause he left Cambridge on the 
Sunday, that he abandoned the first 
charge. But did he not return on 
the Wednesday and . institute a 
fresh charge? On that occasion 
fte underwent a cross-examination, 
*ia circumstance, which, as de- 
fendant was the person who made 
'tire' accusation was most extraor- 
dinary; and it then appeared that 
foe had given directions to Dr. 
Haviland and Mr. Carrigan to act 
for him generally. But yet, , though 
he was sixty miles off, and could 
not know what those gentlemen 
might do, he was responsible for their 
proceedings. The defendant, as a 
rational man, said—** lam toomuch 
agitated to carry this business on, and 
1 will therefore leave it to my friends." 
When it was said, that the de- 
fendant made it up, and withdrew 
the charge, he denied the state- 
ment. He was not present Did ' 
he get the watch I 6/. it appeared, 
were given to those persons on ac- 
count of the watch— y/ proceeding of 
which fie did not approve — but Mr. 
Jephson had. nothing to do with it. He 
went to London and returned on 
Wednesday, with Mr. Atcheson, the 
friend of his youth and of his family,

nfeatoe or matt hm. His learned 
friend said, the defendant had 
agreed to the dismissal of tie 
nhafgewuenhekne* the names of 
ail the parties. He denied this;

they would fiad that there was not 
one word that bore out this asser- 
tion. Then much stress aw laid on 
the dinner given io the* men, as if he 
had presided over it, or had any 
thing to do with it. At that time be 
was on his way to town, and where- 
ewer blame attached, he wot deer of 
it The learned, gentleman then 
proceeded to animadvert on toe 
remarks which had been made on 
the place which the defendant had 
selected to retire to ; and observed, 
that when a man felt that sort of 
qall, he could not take time to.se- 
lect a place, bat must take that 
which seemed on the moment to be 
most convenient and proper. His 
learned friend had observed, that 
the road near this place was 7 only 
an occupation road, but it was 
quite notorious that all roads in 
the neighbourhoods of great towns 
were made use of— the people 
would go into them in spite of op- 
position. The learned gentleman 
then proceeded to oontend that the 
defendant could not have gone into 
this field for a bad purpose, be-

But Langham, said, that 
he called out, when some person 
was going by, " That is Mr* Jeph- 
son." This was most providential.;

George Henry Bays, whose"

his conduct to do with this case?" 
It certainty had to do with it, when

Was 
there ever such a barefaced scoun- 
drel! Was there ever one who 
better understood what he was 
about? "If I take, the money," 
thought he, " that will not be a 
Hoe gift ;" and then he threatens 
to^frag the defendantto Cambridge, 
fike the Bishop ; which threat he 
knew would answer every purpose. 
Mr. Jephson now perceived what 
the parties meant to do, and, like 
any other man, he was anxious 
tb extricate himself from them. 
it was net secrecy that he wanted 
to boy. No, for he immediately du~ 
cl—od the whole business. If he had 
given gold to Hart and Wiseman, 
when they called on him next day, 
then the case. would have worn a differ- 
ent appearance : but he refused to. 
have any commnnicationwith them. 
Was not this a proof of innocence f 
He then adverted to the great re- 
spectability of the individuals who 
had eome from every part of the 
kingyloni to speak to the moral 
worth and purity of mind by which 
the defendant had always been dis- 
tinguished ; and concluded by ob- 
serving, that the defendant, who 
was then sitting by his side, awaited, 
not without deep anxiety, the issue 
ef this inquiry, but, at the same 
time, with perfect confidence, that 
the Jury would restore him to his 
oharacter, to his friends, and to his 
country. 

He then called the following wit- 
nesses as tb the character of the 
defendant. They all were evidently 
affectedwbile giving their testimony 
Jl crowded and respectable audi- 
essee sympathized with their emo- 
tions, rand some even shed tears. 

The Rev, Dr, Wood sworn, and 
examined. — t am Master of $t. 
JoktCs CotUgt. I have known Mr, 



twenty years ago. His moral con- 
duct has been uniformly excellent; K 
X never heard any thing else of 
him, nor did any one ever suggest 
adouhtof him to me. Be would 
not be a Tutor of our CoIUge {fhe'unU 
not of the most excellent character. 

The Rev. Ralph Tatum sworn,, 
and examined.— I am Tutor at St. 
John's College, and Public Orator 
of the University of Cambridge. 
I have known Mr. Jephson since 
1 796 . For morals, . chastity, and 
decorum, Mr. Jepbson's character 
Was perfectly unexceptionable. Before 
this I never heard any reproach of 
him. In all his College and cle- 
rical duties he was. most correct , 
and exemplary. I never heard an ' 
indecent expression from him, nor' 
an immoral sentiment* 

The Rev. Jl W. Hornbuckle swernY 
and examined, said, — I am, since 
17^ Resident of St- John's Col- 
lege\and Tutor since 1809. I .am 
intimately acquainted .with Mr. 
Jephson since that. I know his. 
general conduct and character; F 
have often examined him.- For 
moral conduct he was excellent, anoT . 
I considered him possessed of 
ttfting religious feelings. He hao% 
for tame years, the pare of a parish, 
to Which the College appoints; It 
was the parish of Horningsea. 

The Rev. Charles Slake sworn, 
said — Tarn Fellow and Bursar of 
the College of St. John, I know 
*Mr. Jephson since 1803.' I cpn> 
sider his character as fully trre^ 
proachuble as that of any man. that 
can be mentioned. 

Yates Brown, Esq. sworn, said— 
I live at . Brighton. . I am first 
cousin to Mr. Jephson. lam acr-* 
quainted with him from his infancy: 
If I were called on to bring fori 
ward, from all human being* I havfr 
known, a specimen of purity t Mr; 
Jephson is the man 1 would name; 
— His father is dead p bat his mother 
is living. I know her and his sister- 
Mr. Nathaniel Atchcson sworn, 
said— I live in Dnfce~street» West- 
minster. I am a so Met tor, and 
am acquainted with Mr* Jephson's 
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family since 1784, 
tifrt 'friend of the family, I have 
known . Mr. Jephson ' from his in- 1 
fancy, and his conduct and cha- 
racter were most unexceptionable,. 

J)r. Lee sworn, said — I am Doc- 
tor of Laws. , I live in Bedford- 
shire. My acquaintance with Mr. 
Jephson commenced in College. I 
was fellow. I am now married. 
I knew him intimately up to 1808. 
I was abroad from that to 1815. I 
then renewed my acquaintance 
with him. I never knew him to 
tell a falsehood, nor make use of 
an. immoral Word, or an immoral al- 
lusion. . Never heard any thin; bad 
of him till this charge. 

Richard Dalton, Esq. sworn, said 
—I am a private gentleman, and I 
have been acquainted with Mr. 
Jephson 20 years. We were at Col- 
lege together, and I have known him 
ever since* I . have pointed him out 
even to some of my friends, as a mo- 
del of purity. Hi s morali ty was with- 
out affectation — bis s religion without 
ostentation. 

The Rev. Mr. Hicks, sworn? said 
— I have had a general acquaint- 
ance with Mr. Jephson for six years. 
For that time I considered his con- 
duet tnost correct. I always thought 
him to do great credit to tb* two 
situations be held ; first, as Jktor in 
a great College, and, second jy^s 
nVlergyman'in care o/aparisky' 4 

The Rev. Dr. Webb, swom, J ^aiil 
—I am Master of Clare Hall. I 
have known* Mr. Jephson", and he 
always bore an excellent ckaraeter. 
This was his general reputation 
throughout the whole University. 

The Rev. Philip Dodd, sworn, 
•aid — I have the Rectory of Pent- 
hurst I was Fellow of Magdalen 
College. I have known Mr. Jeph- 
son from his boyhood to the pre- 
Sent time. I always thought him 
a man of well regulated mind, and 
-of all my friends least likely to be in- 
fluenced by passions of this kind now 
charged to Atfit. 

Several other witnesses gave the 
defendant a most excellent cha- 
racter. , 

At 20 minutes after 12 o'clock, 

the Jury retired to consider their 

verdict. In three quarters of an 

v hoar they retuHied with a verdiot 



Which they pre- 
faced 'by say fog, that they were all 
of one opinion, but that opinion was 
wavering. They all had a doubt of 
the guilt of both parties ; but as his 
lordship had said, that in case they 
entertained a doubt on the subject, 
that, doubt should be turned to tbo . 
benefit of the defendant; they, for 
that reason, acquitted him." 



This is the verdiot, then I " As 
his Lordship had said, .... " But, 
let us take the several parts in' 
their order; and, first of all, the' 
" Charge to the Grand Jury. 9 ' 
Mr. Bosaxquet's name is, as that 
of a judge, rather new to me. I 
wonder whether he be a relation 
of the man who was Sheriff of 
Hampshire at the time of tl» 
Corn Bill, and who was a Bank 
Director at the time of the famous 
Report to Pitt, in 1707. I should 
like to know this ; for it is interest- 
ing to know, the origin* end cook* 
nexions of great men. it seems, • 
that the Jury called him «« A>*ri/'* 
And so, I recollect, the lawyers 
did Dbnman, when be passed the 
memorable sentence upon the. 
shopman of Mr. Carlile. How* 
ever, as to this matter we must - 
leave it for another time. .The 
charge (as reported in the news* 
paper) is before w; and, if is fee 
reported correctly, it seems to me 
worthy of being particularly no- 
ticed. - The Grand Jury (if the 
report be correct) were told, thai 
they were to consider, whether 
the charge were consistent and 
probable; " or, whether the tale* 
" be in itself too incredible to jm± 
" itfy J 011 * n exposing Mm (Jeph* 
" son) to a public trial; the con* 
" sequence of which would be, to' 
u feed a low and filthy curiosity* 
" If, therefore, the witnesses, that 
" shall appear before you, do not 
" satisfy you; that their account' 
"of the transaction is the tr%4 
" one, * to throw out the biH in 
" limine v?'dl be a duty, which you 
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" owe to the object of the prose- ' 
" cutlon, to that learned body of 
" which he is, a member, t and to 
" that kurfy order to which he 
"belongs." 

Now, in the first place, t was 
ignorant that a Charge to a Grand 
Jury usually selected particular 
cases, and contained matter, thus, 
in the way of anticipation; and 
especially advice so pointed as 
tins about the throwing out of bills. 
In ihe next place, I was not, until 
I read this charge^ aware, that 
Grand Juries had appeals made to 
them in this way in behalf of 
" learned bodies " and " holy or- 
der*;" nor could I have supposed, 
thai t$e circumstance of a man 
belonging 4o these was to have any 
weight mt mU with, a Jury. The 
ideaof a trial's u feeding a low 
vaAJtUhy curiosity" is not new. It 
is, en the contrary, a very fashion- 
able onfe, and it has been such for 
sone time; ever* since, indeed, the 
condoct of the "higher orders" 
hare* at last, led to air exposure 
of some of them* Grand Juries 
aMti composed M' the . " higher 
opriert?;" and they are here pretty 
stoeogly cautioned against u feed- 
ing the filthy curiosity " of the 
lower-orders. 

But, letting this, pass, it is new 
tome to learn, that a Grand Jury, 
before they find a bill, are to be 
"satisfied" of the truth of the 
charge. They, I thought, are to 
find the bill, if the evidence given 
before them be such as will, if it 
prove true, convict the party. I 
always thought, that it was not 
their business to try the party, but 
to send him to be tried, or not 
You, • Mr, Dellsr, were for in- 
stance, not sent to trial for an 
assaalt on the servant of the de- 
scendant of Ro&lo. The Grand 
Jury threw out the bill. Why ! 
Because, though the witness might 
swear to what was true; though 
the > JorjL were perfectly satisfied 
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of the truth of his account, ihejr 
did not. think that yon ought to be* 
tried, because, that which he 
charged you with was, in their 
opinion, no assault: If the Grand 
Jury must, before they find a bill, 
be " satisfied " of the guilt of the 
party ; then their bill should say 
GUILTY; and, if the doctrine 
here laid down by this Bosanqubt 
be sound, and be to have a gene- 
ral application, the finding of a 
bill is, in fact, a verdict of guilty. ' 
Upon the supposition, that the 
Grand Jury relied as implicitly 
on Bosanquet as the Petty Jury 
appear to nave done, the conclu- 
sioa must be, that the Grand Jury 
*ere " satisfied that the account 
" which the witnesses for the pro- 
" secution gave of the transaction, 
" was the TRUE ONE." Sup. 
posing the Grand Jury tar have 
acted upon the rule laid down by. 
Bos>n£urt himself, the Grand 
Jury . pronounced . Jephson guilty 
in their opinion; for, they weve 
told that it was their duty to throw 
out the bill y unless they were satis* 
fiedbftfie truth of the charge ;an4 
they tfid not throw out the bill. 

So much for the charge to the 
Grand JTurj. The charge. to th6 
Petty Jury I do not find in print, 
and can discover nothing of what 
it was, except through the means 
of the verdict of the Petty Jury, 
But, before we come to this, let. 
us hear Mr. Penman, the wise 
and public-spirited City's " Com- 
mori Sergeant/* Upon reading 
this speech, one stares at the idea 
of a man* having been sent, for to 
make it Of Mr. Pryme's speech 
we have but a mere outline ; and 
yet, what answer does Demnan 
give to any part of it ? He sets 
out with observing in the slang of 
the Bar, "that, the Jury are 
called upon to believe:" and then 
he proceeds with a string of as 
senseless assertions as ever were

they chose to do it in this placet* 
This, agrees with Jephson** owir 
confession, mind. The rt conspi- 
ratorj8i''']nr accident bad him, wi*' 
his middle, garment down, in the- 
ditch at P, which is probably* 
about a hundred and fifty yard* 
from the road side. Here they 
might, possibly, have carried en* 
their work of extortion ' without 
much danger of the plundered* 
party getting, assistance? and, 
therefore, naturally wisJuBg-to'lie 
detected, apprehended and hang- 
ed, they took him all along- the 
field up to the roadside; and, t 
finding, when they got to the gate, 
,Q., that they might augment their- 
chance of being hanged by cot*-, 
ting nearer to Briggs's house, they? 
took the Reverend sufferer fronV 
the gate Q to the bay«*taek, R; 
and there, within thirty yards of 
Briggs's house and family, they 
extorted the money and the wsrtck 
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7. Here U a good deal for a 
Jury to believe ; but, jar indeed is 
this from being all that Denman s 
large creed contained. , He called 
upon the Jury to belie ve, that the 
Reverend Divine, having been led 
as aforesaid merely by an oe ca- 
non of nature, and having been 
plundered as aforesaid ; having 
Bad a felony of the deepest 
dje perpetrated against hitn ; 
having had the most cutting insult 
offeree! htm that ever Mas offered 
to human being ; and having 
luckily escaped from the villains 
with his life ; Denman calls upon 
the Jury to believe, that, all this 
beituj the case* it was natural for 
the Reverend sufferer to go home 
to his apartments in the College, 
not only without calling at BHggs's, 
but without going to any Magis- 
trate or peace- officer i and without 
taking any one step towards the 
apprehending of the atrocious 
offenders, who, were gone off 
laughing home with his money 
and his watch ! Denman says, 
indeed, and so said the Reverend 
Person in his deposit iou v that he 
called on his friend, Mr,. CaRri- 
oan, the same evening, ,$ni »'« re- 
lated all the circumstances, to him." 
But, Mr. Carrigan was not called 
by Penman to prove this; nor do 
we find Mr. Carrigan amongst 
the witnesses to character. Den- 
man said, that Mr. Carrigan 
ought to have been called. Why 
did he not call him ! It was he 
who ought to ljave called him. 
The prosecutors did not want him. 
Though, I must say, that if I had 
been prosecutor 1 would have had 
him. At any rate, what proof of 
innocence was this calling upon a 
friend, instead of going to a ma- 
gistrate ! The fellows might have 
been traced, caught, and in gaol 
by midnight. The Reverend 
Priest's money and watch were in 
the hands of the " banditti ;" and 
et no step did he take to recover 



his goods or to cause the- felon* to 
be punished ! 

8. Well ; but on the Saturday, 
what did he do! Why, on the 
Saturday, he made a charge £e- 
fore Mr. Abbott, a justice of the 
peace. On the evening, or, rather,' 
late at night, of the same day, 
Hart and Wiseman, the two 
principal " conspirators? and the 
very men who received from hint 
his money, and his watch, went to 
his apartments in his College, and 
were offering him his watch back, 
when he, in great haste, shut the 
door upon them, and left them on 
the landing-place of the stairs- 
Here, say 8 Den man, we have a 
proof ol his innocence ! Mr. 
Pryme, on the contrary, chooses 
this as the strongest circumstan- 
tial proof of his guilt. What, 
says Denman, not take from Hart 
and Wiseman this proof of his 
guilt! Not get back, says Den- 
man, when he might, the proof of 
his criminality ? What, then, did 
their having the possession of his 
watch amount to a proof of his 
criminality ? Penman himself 
says that it did appear to be such 
proof. And how was this to be 
removed by getting; the watch, 
back again ! For Denman does 
not affect/ 1 suppose, to believe 
that Hart and Wiseman did not 
intend to get some money m ex- 
change for the watch. Denman 
would fain have us believe, that 
Hart and Wiseman came to give 
up the watch for nothing. It is 
manifest that they meant no such 
•thing. Jephson well knew that 
the demand on him would not 
stop there ; and besides, how was 
he to hush the matter up by get- 
ting the watch hack, after he had 
been and made a charge against 
the parties during the day of Sa- 
turday. He would have been 
glad never to have parted with 
the watch ; but it was gone from 
his hands, and he had made a 
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charge jagainsj persons unknown. y 
Here, then, we can see * reason 
for .refusing to take the watch. 
He had mode a charge against 
persons unknown ; and it* he took 
the watch, he must have, seized 
the persons; then the persons 
would have been known; and 
then out would have come the 
whole story before the magistrate, 
as it finally did." lie had made a 
charge against persons unknown 
during the day of Saturday; two. 
of these oersons present them- 
•selves to him and put their per- 
sons into his power on the night of 
Saturday ; the gates of the Col- 
lege are closed ; the porters are 
in attendance; he ,bas the un- 
known robbers in his hands ; they 
tender him his watch ; and he re- 
fuses 1 the watch,, and drives them 
away! And the Jury are " called

9 A .ffi^sui^Wjbe4id something 
immediately ftfter .this? He had 
«0 1 the Satuwlajmade a charge 
against, persons unknown. Two

i turday . uigbt Never were fel- 
lows so^mpptjenft, se unreasonably 
impatient for a ualter as these fel- 
Jows. We .have seen how tar 
4hey took, him along the field in 
o*de*fto get people to hear them 
fromihe highroad or from BriggsV 
house while they weep committing 
the robbery/ They could not be 
ignorant of what they had done. 
Having extorted money and a 
watch by the means of such a 
threat, they must know that they! 
were liable to be hanged. But,' 
Inding nobody disposed to bring 
them to the gallows, they go,' on 
the Saturday night, and get them- 
selves *bu t into, the C bllege, . pro- 
duoe the* watch, and tender it and 
« Iheir neck* to the Reverend Doc- 
te^fr The Jury are called upon to 



believe in the guilt of these men I 
But now, what did the Reverend 
Divine do on the next day?' He 
had made the charge on the Sa- 
turday against persons unknown* 
These persons made themselves 
known to him on the Saturday 
night ; and, what did he do on the 
Sunday morning t Why, went in 
pursuit of them to be sure, or at 
feast went to church to implore 
the Divine assistance in bringing 
the malefactors to justice. Gad : 
he did neither: but WENT OFF 
TO LONDON! And here, says 
Mr. Dbnman, he went to London, 
and " as a rational man, said, I 
" am too much agitated to carry this 
" business on, and I will therefore 
" have it to my friends." Good 
God Almighty t Robbed of monejf 
and watch on the Friday, under 
a threat of being accused of an 
unnatural crime ; lay a charge 
against the unknown offenders on 
'the Saturday ; let the offenders 
go ori the Saturday night, when 
they come and mate themselves 
known to him; and, on the Sunday 
morning, set off to London, being 
* too* much agitated tb carry oti the 
Business! And all this was to 
prodtjjbe in the minds of the Jury 
impressions favourable to an ac- 
orttft. "' 

10. However, the friends were 
left to act f6r him generally. And 
what did the friends do ? Why, 
they, first had some of the men 
taken up and taken before a ma- 
gistrate. After this the charge 
was withdrawn. The men, m 
place of being imprisoned, got a 
good dinner , and one pound a 
piece to give up the watch. This 
is what v the friends of the Re- 
verend Doctor did for him.

Yet, this Jury is called 
stpon to believe that even this 
.decision of the friends is a proof 
of the innocence of the Reverend 
Priest! 

11. But, back he comes from 
London with Mr. Nathaniel 
Atchbson, the confidential friend 
of the family of Jephson, and a 
pretty well "known attorney. He 
returns to Cambridge on the 
Thursday. He is now recovered 
from his agitation, and he makes 
a charge against the parties by 
name. The parties are brought 
"before the same justice of the 
"peace, Mr. Abbott. The men 
are discharged, after examination 
They charge the Reverend Di- 
vine, and he is held to bail (for a 
misdemeanor. Now, if he were 
prepared to charge these parties, 
what took him to London 6n the 
Sunday t He Saw two of the 
parties on the Saturday night. 
He had. them completely in his 
power. The matter was made 
up with them by his friends, who 
bought that watch of the men 
that he would not receive, who 
treated and who gave money to 
tbe^e pretended robbers, who, on 
the Thursday, were again charged 
by Jephson himself. 

Here are eleven points, which I 
should like tosee'DENMAN attempt 
to get over. I do not blame him 
for making so miserable a speech ; 
but, if the above report be correct, 
he ought to have .been severely re- 
proved for his insulting language

Hart's elbow. He asked Wiseman

Wiseman, 
answered that he never had said, 
any such thing, penman brought 
no evidence to support this in- 
sinuation, and if I had been the 
Judge, I should have taken earn to 
rap his fingers well for asking such 
a question, unless he had been 
prepared with evidence to show 
that he had good reason for doing 
rt. DrNMAN asked William But- 
tress ** Whether he ever dodged young 
44 men and women in the fields to get 
" money from them, and whether he 
"did not mention, thk to William 
" Carter? "— Buttress indignantly 
scouted the insinuation. But this 
was not all that Denman ought to 
have got for this ; for not one par- 
ticle of evidence did he bring to 
show that he had any reason what- 
ever for putting such a question. 

Denman, among the strange 
things which he says that the Jury 
are called upon to believe, states 
the improbability of so, eminent a 
person as Jephson exposing him- 
self to a low stranger. In the same 
spirit, he says that all the men, who 
were witnesses against Jephson, 
were in a Ion situation of life. It 
is indeed no proof, of Jephsok's 
guilt, that Welsh is a common la- 
bourer; but, on the contrary, it 
is not any proof, positive or pre- 
sumptive, of Jephson's innocence. 
Low as Welsh is, he is not -lower 
than Movelly the Soldier was; 
and as to the witnesses being in a 
tow state of fife, can they be lower 
than the witnesses, on whose evk 
nence were condemned to. the scaf- 
fold the three heave men in Derby- 
shire and the four brave men in 
London. I observe, here, that I 
by no means pretend to justify the 
acts laid to the charge of those 
men. About those acts I can l^now 
[nothing. Never paying any atten- 



to the w^inesses. It appears that L^ JJ^ iwea %4 | f ^and 
he asked Hart whether he ^erij^fc^^. ^ iU £ 1 k £ w> ** 
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aevcaJKaTcr men ncler dipd; and 
ttis 1 ibajl always say of them 
when 1 have occasion to Mme or 
to allude to them. As to low situa- 
tion fin life, then, the witnesses 
fete were mechanics, and labourers. 

Denman observed, that Jeph 
fen'* going to Mr. C a mucin on 
Eriday night and relating to him 
what Tiad passed, this, Desman. 
says, "entitles him to a verdict/" 
tie adds, "jf Mr, Cardigan had 
44 thought him guilty, he would 
** have driven h|m from his cbam- 
" hera." Very well, then. Here 
we have the thinking pf Mr. Car- 
rion worth a good deal. Shall 
we not, then,' think something of 
his opinion on the Monday after- 
wards; when he, withDr. Haviland, 
withdraws the charge against the 
men, and gives them six pounds 
and a dinner? 

Penman, in remarking upon 
the evidence of Welsh, observes, 
where be refers to the part where 
Wejsh talks of the kissing , " Where 
" was his English blood when such 
44 an insult was offered him ? Why 
**iUd he not lay the offender loviV 
As to English blood > that is mere 
cant, mere vulgar, cockney and 
Play-house cant ; but, for the lay- 
ing low, in the 'first place, Welsh 
js only twenty . years old ; not 
likely to be very stout, for the par- 
son calls him a. boy ; half starved, 
perhaps for the gravel-spits had 
been his doom: What was he to 
do with a strapping well-fed parson, 

frbbably about forty years of age ? 
dare say the parson would have 
weighed down two of poor Welsh, 
who, living at gravel- digging, was, 
in ail likelihood, dragging along 
an existence but of three or four 
shillings a week. Besides, had 
Wefsh lived" in England for the 
last year without hearing of the 

!ate of poor Byrne ? If Welsh 
lad struck the parson, and no wit- 
nesses by, how soon would he 
have heen in goal ! How certain 
and hew terrible his punishment ! 
And vet, because he did not 
•* lay lie parson lew?' his evidence, 
though corroborated by so many 
others, and though ratified by the | 
aflair of the watch and by the 
holding of the person to bail, was ' 



to he discredited! An adveaete 
must feel himself heard pushed , in- 
deed, when he can hazard an at- 
tempt like this. 

Ton wiH say. Enough! enough! 
But, Sir, consider whom we have 
before us. Jeph son is not only a 
Partan, but a Doctor Parson, and 
might, for aught we know, he a 
Parson-Justice. Let us, therefore, 
not quit him till we have seen 
pretty nearly all that is to he come 
at relating to him. Denman seta 
out with as gross a fallacy as ever 
was uttered. He says, that, in 
order to find the " holy Order* 
man guilty, the Jury mast believe* 
that he not only exposed himself 
voluntarily to u low stranger, hoi 
that " he had thought proper to 
" bring his infamy before a magis- 
" trate, and then before a jury, te 
" deprive himself of that secrecy* 
" which he was said to have pur* 
"chased." Thought proper ! What 
does the City of Wisdom's Com- 
mon Sergeant mean? Why, he 
would have it believed, that this 
Teacher of the " Higher Orders * 
pushed forward with his charge 
against the inen^ and sought to be 
tried himself. But, how -stand the 
facts ? He made his charge against 
persons unknown, on the Saturday. 
Ami,iAoi<; was he to avoid this ? Would 
Mr. Carrioan have, for one in- 
stant believed his story, if he had 
not applied to a magistrate? Besides, 
the men hud his watch. He moat 
have known, that they would not 
eat or drink the watch; that they 
would sett it, in short; of course, 
that thus the matter, must come out; 
and that, if he himself remained silent, 
the imputation of guilt would be' 
inevitable. How, then, does the 
City's Law Sergeant make it out, 
that he " thought proper ; " that is 
to say, that he volunteered the ear* 
rying of his case before a magis- 
trate? And, as to his '* thinking 
proper " to bring it before a Jury, it 
was Mr. Abbott, the Justice of the 
Peace, who ** thought proper " to ' 
bind him to do that* What Jeph- 
son'went off to London for no one 
pretended to say : but, at any rate, 
to set off to London did not look 
much like " thinking proper " to 
wait the issue of any trial at all* 
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Bat, 'says Denman, he comes \ 
into Court, and, "in the presence of\ 
his Maker" denies tbe charge. 1 1 
say nothing about the' character of 
this act: I leave the public to 

judge of it, and to characterize it : 
but, I say, that Denman's argument 
is not worth a straw. When i told 
my famous Special Jury* of whom 
Thomas Rhodes, the Cow-keeper, 
was the foreman ; when I told them 
what the meaning of my published 
words was, " You must not my at- 
" tention," said the late Eltenbo- 
rough, " to what is said by a man 
" who stands, thus, in a perilous situa- 
" tioiu" To be sure Jephson was, 
according to Denman's account, 
" in the presence of his Maker;'* 
but, so was the renowned Father in 
God, Jocelyn, when he clapped his 
hand to his heart at the trial of poor 
Byrne, who, on that oath, or that 
" Solemn declaratiqn,*' was nearly 

' flayed alive ! * 

Last of all comes the evidence 
to character. This is sometimes 
worth a good deal. When the 
evidence of guilt is not clear ; when 
there is a good deal of doubt hangs 
about the evidence ; when the con- 
clusion to be drawn depends; in 
any degree, on the character, or 
habits, of the party accused. But, 
in a case, where the evidence is 
full and complete, not one straw, ex- 
cept in mitigation of punishment, 
is evidence to character worth. 
Whether this was such a case I do 
not pretend to determine ; but, if 
I am told to look at what was said 
of this learned, moral, pious, and 
pure Reverend Divine ; if I am re- 
minded, that he was called a spot- 
less character, a model as to moral 
life and religiousness, 1 answer, 
that even Mr. Yates Brown's 
" specimen of purity," selected from 
" all human beings," was far, very 
far, surpassed by the character 
given of Father in God Jocelyn 
by a lawyer, who has smce been 
made vl judge. Howeter, these 
witnesses to character,, spoke, 
without doubt, what their obser- 
vation warranted; and, as the 
greater part of them were Doctors 
of Divinity and other Reverend 
Divines, we must conclude, that, 
the Reverend Doctor now before 



us was one of the most moral and' 
pious of the whole body of Parsons 
of the Church of England " as by 
law established,*' 

Thus, for the present, I leave 
the Dbctor and his worthy brethren 
to congratulate one another on the 
verdict, which was $iveo. Of this ' 
verdict I shall say nothing ; and, 
indeed, it is whoHy unnecessary; 
but, I cannot refrain from observ- 
ing what was done, with regard to 
this verdict, by the Vile Old Times. 
Newspaper. This constant trader 
gave a report t>f the Trial, "which 
it would not have done v had not the 
*' verdict cleared the character of a 
" man exercising most important func- 
" r tions!" The next day, however, 
the base Old Newspaper contained 
the following paragraph: — "In 
'* stating yesterday, that the ia- 
" vestigation at Cambridge cleared ' 
*« the character of Mr. Jephson, we 
" used that term with reference to 
" the ordinary and legal effect of a 
" verdict of acquittal. We feel it 
*' necessary to make this remark, 
'* as several corespondents have called 
" upon us to explain our meaning."— 
This is just the reverse of what it 
had said the day before. How- 
ever, here it is as it is-; and with it 
let us send the Parson off; just 
calling to mind, however ? that the 
Reverend Alexander Brodie, 
Doctor of Divinity, and , Anna his 
wife (notwithstanding "her cover' 
ture), both of Eastbourne, in the 
county ,of Sussex, swear, at the 
Stamp Office, that they are part 
principal proprietors of . this vile 
old newspaper; this thing that lies 
backwards and forwards, and that 
unsays or unswears, to-day, what 
it said or swore yesterday. To be 
principal proprietor of a vehicle 
like this is, I sHippose, a specimen 
of purity in the literary way ! 

We have now got this affair upon 
record. We can return to it at our 
leisure. You and I and many thou- 
sands of others have suffered 
enough. It is but reasonable that 
we should have some little satis-

(ttoe strong and stiff clays) the 
corti looks very well I found it 
looking well from' the Wan to 
Relgate, on the villanous spewy 
*oil between the Wen and Croy 
don^ on the chalk from Croydon 
to tie&rfteigate ;' on the loam, sand 
add'chalk (for there are all three) 
in the valley of Reigate; but, not 
quite so well on the sand. On the 
clay all the corn looks well. The 
wheat> where it has begun to die, 
is dying of a good 1 colour, not 
, lfack y nor in any way that indi- 
cates blight. It is, however, all 
backward: Some few fields of 
white wheat are changing colour; 
but, for the greater part, it is 
quite green; and, though a sud- 
den change of weather might 
make a gre&t'aheration in a short 
timer, it does appear, that the har- 
vest must be -later than usual. — 



When F say (his, however,.! by ' 
no means wish to be understood 
as saying, that it must be so late 
as to be injurious io the crop. In

Italians that ever lived— The 
village of Donton lies at the foot 
of one of these great chalk ridges, 
which are called the South Downs. 
The ridge, in thi* place, is, I think, 
about thsee-fburths of a mile high* 
by the high road, which is^ obliged 
to go twisting about, in order to get 
to the top of it The bill sweeps 
round- from about West North 
West to East South East; and, 
of coarse, it keeps off $>1L the 
heavy: winds* , and* especially the 



South West wittd»> before wMc&J 
in thisr part of Bnglaod (and all 
the South and WeMenv part of it) 
even -the oak trees seem aa» if they 
would gladly flee; far it, shave* 
them up as completely ast you see)- 
a quickset hedge shaved bv boa): 
or sheers. — Talking of hedgeerTtr- 
mindaiaeof having seen* a boa- 
hedge,: Justus I came out! of PeV 
worth, more than twefee feet 
broad, and about fifteen feet 
high* I dare say it- is several cen- ' 
turies old. I think it is abofct 
forty, yards long. It is a great 
curiosity.— — The apple trfeetjftt 
DokkiHoton show their gratitude 
to the bill for its shelter; for I 
have seldom seen apple trees in 
England so large, so Sue, and, in 
general, so flourishing, I should • 
like to have, or to see, on orchard 
of American apples under, this 
hill. The hill,- you? will observe, > 
does not shade the ground at Don* 
nington. It slopes too much for 
that, But it affords complete 
shelter from the riuschieVoasr 
winds.

s a most extensive view- I ought

Sett S**fiin 
had begun hi* worte for the day, 
I #* to the top of the bill, 
'the two turnip-hoers

(then right before me) several 
paresis of those whitt, curled 
cfossV, that we call Judys' Wigs. 
And they are just like Judges' 
wigs. Mot the parson-like things 
which the Judges wear when they 
bave^Klittea to the dull wrang- 
ling! and duller jests of the law- 
yers; but, those big wigs which 
bang down about then* shoulders, 
when they are about to tell you a 
little of their intentions, and when 
their very looks say, "stand clear!" 
—These clouds (if rising from the 
South West) hold precisely the 
same language to the great-coat- 
less traveller. Rain is sure to 
fblkw them. The sun was shining 
very beautifully when I first. saw 
these Judges' wigs rising over 
the hills. At the sight of them he 
soon began to hide his face; and, 
before I got to the top of the hill 
of Donton, the white clouds had 
become black, had spread them- 
selves all around, and a pretty 
decent and sturdy rain began* to 
fall. I had resolved to come to 
this place (Singleton) to break- 



ftst I quitted the turnpike 
road (from Petwortk of CJucheir 
ter) at a village called Ufwav* 
tham, about a mile from Don- 
nington Hill ; and came down a , 
lane, which led me first tea village 
called Eastokan ; then to another 
called Wbstdban, I suppose ; 
and then to this village of Sin- 
gleton, and here I am on the 
turnpike road from Midkurst 
to Chichester, The lane goes 
along through some of the finest 
forms in the world. It is impos- 
sible for com land and for agri- 
culture to be finer than these. — 
In cases like mine, you are pes- 
tered to death to find out the way 
to set out to get from place to 
place. The people you have to 
deal with are innkeepers, ostlers t 
and post-boys; and they think: 
you mad if you express your wisA 
to avoid turnpike roads; and a 
great deal more than half mad, if 
you talk of going, even from ne- 
cessity, by any other road. They 
think you a strange fellow if you 
will not ride six miles on a turn- 
pike\t>ad rather than two on any 
other road. This plague I ex- 
perienced on this occasion. I 
wanted to go from Petwortk to 
Havant. My way was through 
Singleton and Funtington. I 
had no business at Chichester,

It is, how- 
ever, sufficient for the population, 
the amount of which is, two hun- 
dred and twenty-two, not one half 
of whom are, of course, ever at 
ehpr^h at one time. t There is, 
however, plenty . of room for the 
whole ; the *' tower" of this, church 
is about double the size of a centry- 
box. The parson, whose name is 
Davison, did not, when the Re- 
turn was laid before Parliament, 
in 1818, reside in the parish.

To Mr. COBBETT. 
Sib, 

In your Register of Saturday, 
July 26, you say, " There has 
" been, and there can be, no aug- 
" mentation of the quantity of 
41 money." I am aware. Sir, that 
you mean no permanent augmen- 
tation: but, I fear, that, without 
tome qualification, this assertion 
may lead to error. With all the 
leading principles of the Paper- 
money System, you are too well 
acquainted, to need information 
from any one ; but some of the 
detail* may have escaped your 
observation. There seems to be 
a very wide difference between 
your opinion and that of Mr. Att- 
wood, as to the power of the Bank 
to increase or decrease the quan- 
tity of money in circulation. With 
great deference to two such autho- 
rities, I am inclined to the middle 
course: I think the Old Ladyfhas 
more power, in this respect, than 
you. seem to aflow ; and few than 



Mr. Attwood seems to ascribe to 
her. I will just state what occurs 
to me at this moment, as to the 
different modes by which the Old 
Lady gets her notes into circula- 
tion. 

1. By Discounting Bills. 

2. By direct Loans to the Go- 
verraent 

3. By Paying the Dividends 
upon the National Debt, when the 
Government has Hot been able la 
collect money enough to place in 
the Bonk to meet the demands on 
that account. . 

There may be other channels 
but they do not occur to me at 
this time. How the third item 
stands, I do not presume to know ; 
but, as to the first, I think it of 
great importance. Possibly, Sir, 
you are not ajprare, that when it 
was resolved jto have a Small Note 
Bill, it was also resolved by the 
Old Lady to discount bills at 4 per 
cent., and to take bills that had 
three months to run, whereas two 
months was the limit before : and 
this example of indulgence to the 
mercantile " interests" has been 
followed by the London bankers, 
and, I believe, by the Country 
bankers, too. Only think, Sir, of 
the additional power of holding 
goods, which these measures must 
Jiave given to com jehheat, and 
speculators of all sonts! In short, 
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I know that they have given this 
power, and that if the measures 
were " repeated*" instant confu- 
sion would follow. 

I entirely agree with you, Sir, 
as to the causes why the people 
in the country do not ask for gold ; 
namely, that the mass are not 
aware that they can legally de- 
mand it ; and that the few who do 
know ii, dare not ask for it if they 
wish. It is quite clear that any 
individuals possessing a few hun- 
dreds of sovereigns, has the power 
you ' mention ; but no individual 
possessing the power will be found 
bold enough to use it. No, Sir, 
this System is destined to be over- 
thrown by' its own friends: let 
some alarm arise, sufficient to in- 
duce the friends of the System to 
think of protecting themselves, and 
they will speedily demand the 
sovereigns, and the System will 
come to a proper close. I am, 
Vours, Sec. At".

Considerable bets are offered 
that a fttrther advance -of -twenty 
per cent, will take place before the 
end of next Month ; as the stock, 
they say, is reduced below 40,000 
ftitehes* If so, the general opinion, 
that this has been a bad season for 
the consuoJptiooof Bacon, must be 
an erroneous one, as we know that, 
exclusive of about 80;000 flitches 
left over from last season's stock, 
the imports this year exceed those 
of last. Up to the 1st of October* 
last year, the quantity was not 
quite 35Q.000 flitches; this year, 
up to the 31st of July, the quantity 
is rather more than 350,000. The 
coolness of the weather, too, will 
enable the manufacturers to go on 
curing, and the high price will be 
a great encouragement to their 
doing so. We know that good 
judges are of opinion that there is 
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now here and in tbe bands of the 
manufacturers in Ireland, not less 
than 150,000 flitches ; that is, more 
than three times the quantity the 
-speculators calculate upon. The 
cost of drying is about 4*. per cwt.

Botlby (JIanpsHre)* Tuesday, 
hth August.— The reader has 
seen, in my last Register, that I 
gpWoFarebamon Samrdav night, 
after having got a soaking on the 
South Downs on the morning of 
tjiat day. On the Sunday morn- 
mg, intending to go and spend the 
<fey/ at Titchifield (About 'three 
miles and a half from Fareham) 
and perceiving, upon looking out 
of the window, about 5 o'clock in 
the morning, that it was likely to 
rain, I got up, struck a bustle, got 
iij> the ostler, set off and got to my 
destined point before 7 o'clock in 
fee morning. And here I expe- 
rienced the benefits of early rising; 
% I had scarcely got well and 
safely under cover, when St. 
S within be^an to pour down 
again, and he continued to pour 



during the whole of the day. — ' 
From Fareham'. to Tftchfield vil- 
lage a large part of the ground is 
jt common enclosed some jears. 
ago. It is therefore amongst the 
worst of the land in the country. 
Yet, I did not see a bad field of 
corn along here, and the Swedish 
turnips were, I think, full as fine 
as any that I saw upon the South 
Downs. But it is to be observed 
that this land is in the hands of 
dead- weight people, and is conve- 
niently situated for the receiving 
of uiaaure from Portsmouth. Be- 
fore I got to my friend's bouse, I 
passed by' a farm where I ex- 
pected to find a. wheat-rick stand- 
ing.

paupers. I could not help 
admiring the zeal as well as the 
intelligence of the farmer's wife, 
who expressed her readiness to 
teach the girls and women of the 
parish, in order to enable them to 
assist themselves. I shall hear, in 
allprobability of their proceedings 
at Durlej , and if I do, I shall make 
a point of communicating to the 
Public an account of those inter- 
esting proceedings. From the very 
first ; from the first moment of my 
thinking about this straw affair, 1 
regarded it as likely to assist in 
bettering the lot of the labouring 
people. If it had not this effect 
1 value it not. It is not worth the 
attention of any of us ; but I am 
satisfied that this is the way in 
which it will work. 1 have the 
pleasure to know, that there is one 
labouring family, at any rate, 
who are living well through my 
means. It is I, who, without 
knowing them, without ever having 
seen them, without even now 
knowing their names, have given 
the means of {rood living to a fa- 
mily who were before halt-starved. 
This is indisputably my work; 
and when I reflect that there must 
necessarily be, now', some hun- 
dreds of families, and shortly, 
many thousands of families, in 
England, who are and will be, 
through my means, living wellin- 
stead of ,bemg half-starved; I 
cannot but feel myself consoled ; 
I cannot but feel that I have same 
compensation for the sentence 
passed upon me by EUenborough, 
Gross, Le Blanc and Bailey; and 



I verily believe, that, in the 
case of this one single family in 
the parish of Durley, I have done 
more good than Bailey ever did 
in the whole course of his J He, 
notwithstanding his pious com- 
mentary on the Book of Common 
Prayer. I will allow nothing -to 
be good, with regard to tbe la* 
bouring classes, unless it make an 
addition to their victuals, drink, 
or clothing. As to their wind*, thai 
is much too sublime matter for me 
to think about. I know that they 
are in rags, and that they hare 
not a belly-tuir; and 1 know that 
the way to make them' good, to 
make them honest, to make them 
dutiful, to make them kind to one 
another, is to enable them to live 
well; and 1 also know, that none 
of these things will ever be accom- 
plished by Methodist sermons, 
and by those stupid, at onee stupid 
and malignant things, and rogarah 
things, called Religious Tracts. 

It seems that this • farmer. «at 

Durley has always read the Re- 
gister, since the first appearance 
of little Twopenny trash. Had 
it not been for this reading, Mrs. 
Mean would not have thought 
about the grass ; and bad. she not 
thought about the grads, none 
of the benefits above-mentioned 
would have arisen to her neigh- 
bours. Tbe difference between 

this affair and the spinning-jenny 
affairs is this ; that the spinning- 
jenny affairs fill the pockets of 
" rick rdffi&ns;' such as those 
who would have murdered me at 
Coventry; and that this Straw af- 
fair makes an addition to the food 
and raiment of the labouring 
classes, and gives ndt a penny to 
be pocketed by the rich ruffians. 
— — From Dual by I came ort in 
company mrhh former Mears 
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th rough Upaam. This Upham is 
the place where Young, who wrote 
that bombastical stuff, called 
" Night Thoughts," was once the 
pw«Km/«id><where, I believe, he 
was born. Away to the right of 
Upham, lies the little town of 
Bishops Waltham, whither I 
wished to go very much, but it 
was too late in the day. From 
Upham we came on upon the high 
land, called Black Down. This 
has nothing to do with that Black- 
down Hill, spoken of in my last 
ride. We are here getting up 
upon the chalk hills, which stretch 
away towards- Winchester. The 
soil here is a poor blackish stuff, 
with little white stones in it, upon 
a bed of chalk* It was a Down, 
not many years ago.

The corn upon it is 
miserable ;-* but, as good as can be 

expected upon such land. At 

the end of this tract, we come to a

-and he was just about to turn 
back, when I, looking away to the 
left, down a valley which stretched 
across the other side of the Dawn, 
observed a rather singular ap- 
pearance, and said to the farmer, 
"What is that comiug up that 
"nalley! is it smoke, or is it a 
."ckrod^' , The day had been 
very fine hitherto ; the sun was 
shining very bright where we 
were. The farmer answered, 



" Ob, it's smoke ; it comes from 
u Ouselberry, which is down in 
" that bottom behind those trees." 
So saying, we bid each other 
good day ; he went back, and I 
went on. Before J had got a 
hundred and fifty yards from hirQi 
the cloud which he had taken for 
the Ouselberry smoke, came upon 
the hill and wet me to the skin. 
He was not far from the house at 
Whiteflood; but I am sure that 
he could not entirely escape it. 
It is curious to observe how the 
clouds sail about in the hilly 
countries, and particularly, I 
think, amongst the chalk-hills. I 
have never observed the like 
amongst the sand-hiils, or amongst 

rocks. From Whiteflood you 

come over a series of hills, part of 
which form a rabbit-warren, called 
Longwood warren / on the borders 
of which is the house and estate of 
Lord Northesk. These hills a*e : 
amongst the most barren of the 
Downs of England ; yet a part of 
them was broken up during the 
rage for - improvements ; during 
the rage for what empty men 
think was an augmenting of the 
capital of the country. On about 
twenty acres of this land, sown 
with wheat, 1 should not suppose 
that there would be twice twenty 
bushels of grain! A man must 
be mad, or nearly mad, to sow 
wheat upon such a spot. How* 
ever, a large part of what was 
inclosed has .been thrown out 
again already, and the rest wilt 
be thrown out in a very few year*. 
The Down itself was poor; what 
then must it he as corn-land! 
Think of the destruction which 
has here taken place. Tfce herb*, 
age was not good, but it was 
something: it was something for 
every year, and without trouble, 
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instead of grass it will now,* Tot 
twenty yea*s to come, bear nothing 
t»t that specie* of vmed* which is 
ha*dy enough te grow, where the 
grass will not grow. And this was 
tiugtAenting th& capital of' the na- 
tion* These new enclosure-bills 
Were boasted of by <*eorge Rose 
and by Pitt as proofs of national 
prosperity ! When men in power 
,£re ignorant to this extent, who is to 
v e»pe£t any thing but consequences 
sueh r as we now behokk^- — From 
the top of this high land called 
Morning H$U, and the real name 
pf which is' MbgAalen Hill, from 
a chapel which once stood there 
dedicated to Mary Magdalen; 
from the top of this land you have 
A view of a circle which is upon 
am average about seventy wUet in 
diameter ; and 1 believe in no one 
place so -little as fifty miles in 
diameter. You see the Isle of 
Wight in one direction, and in the 
opposite direction you see the 
*high lands in Berkshire. It is not 
a pleasant view, however. The 
fertile spots are all too for from 
'you. Descending from this hill, 
you cross the turnpike-road (about 
•two miles from Winchester), lead- 
dng from Winchester to London 
♦through Alreslbrd and Farnham. 
3&s soon as you' cross the road, 
you enter the estate of the de- 
scendant of Rollo, Dnke of Buck- 
ingham, which estate is in the 
parish ttf Aviugion, lu this place 
the Duke has a farm, not very 
good laud. It h in his own hands. 
The corn is indifferent, except the 
barley, which is every where good. 
You come a full mile from the 
roadside down through this farm 
to the Duke** mans ion -ho use at 
Avington and to the little village 
of that name, both of them beauti- 
fully situated, amidst fins and 



lofty trees, file meadows, atid 
streams of clear water. Qn^km 
farm af the. Bute 1 saw (in a Iittlfe 
close by the farm-house), afeviarar 
hens in coops with b — fThrrfpbrjfci 
sants insteatl of chickens. At seem* 
that a gamekeeper lives *a ihm 
farm-house, and 1 dare say ibe 
Diike thinks much more of the 
pheasants than of the com. T« 
be very solicitous to preserve^wbal 
has been raised with so much ear* 
and at so much expense, is by n# 
means unnatural ; out then, were 
is a measure to be observed befe* 
and that measure Wat eeKtinijr 
outstretched in the case of Mr» 
Deller. 1 here saw, at this game- 
keeping farm-house, what 1 had 
not seen since my departure from 
the Wen? namely, A WHEAT- 
RICK! Hard, indeed, would it 
have been if a Plantagenet turned 
farmer had not a Wheat-rick; in his . 
hands. This rick contains, I 
should think, what they call i« 
Hampshire ten loads of- wheats 
that is to say, fifty quarters, or 
four hundred bustiers. Ami this 
isthe only rick, not only of wheat, 
but of any corn whatever - that I 
have seen since I left ' Lqmlott. 
The turnips upon this fdrna, are 
by no means good ; but, I was ia 
some measure compensated for 
the bad turnips by the sight of 
the Duke's turnip-hoers^about a 
dozen females, amongst whom 
there were several very pretty 
girls, and they were/as merry as 
larks. There had been a shower 
that had brought them into a sort 
of huddle on the roadside. When 
1 came up to them, they all ffced 
their eyes upon me, and irponjiry 
smiling, they burst out into laughter. 
I observed tb them that 4he Duke 
of Buckingham was * very hdpfty 
man to have such turnip-hoe*** 
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mad really-tniey seemed Happier 
emd better off than any work- 
people that I saw in the fields all 
the* way from London to this spot 
It* k curious enough* but I bare 
Always observed, that the women 
along this part of the country are 
osaalty tall. These gfrls were all 
• taH v straight, fair, roum'-faced, 
excellent complexion, and uncom- 
monly JW* They were well 
dressed, too, and I observed the 
same of all the men that I saw 
down at Avington. This' could 
«et be the case if the Duke were 
a eruel or hard master ; and this 
is an act of justice due from me 
to the descendant of Hollo* It is 
in the bouse of Mr. Deller that 1 
make these notes, but, as it is in- 
justice that we dislike, I must do 
ftotto justice ; and 1 must again 
say, that the good looks and happy 
laces of his turnip-hoers spoke 
much more in his praise than 
couki have been spoken by fifty 
lawyers, like that Storks who was 
employed, the other day, to plead 
against the Editor of the Bucks 
Chhontci/e, for publishing an 
account of the setting-up of far- 
mer Smith, of Ashendon, in that 
cotrnry..— I came through the 
iftike 7 * Park to come to Easton, 
which is the next village below 
Avington. A very pretty park. 
3Phe house is q^uite in the bottom ; 
It can be seen in no direction from 
a distance greater than that of 
four or nve hundred yards. The 
aver Itchen, which rises near 
AJtssfoidvwnieh runs down through 
Winchester to Southampton,, goes 
dowr* the middle of this valley, and 
water* all its immense Quantity 
ef meadows. The DokeV house 
stands not tar from the/river itself. 
A-Mream- of water is brought from 
ifee river to teed a pend. before 



the house. There aw s we w s t 
avenues of trees which are very 
beautiful, and some of which th* 
complete shelter to the hitefcew 
garden, which has, besides, e** 
traordinarily high walls. Never 
was a greater contrast thaw that 
presented by this place and the*

itter is ail loftiness. Every tiding 
is high about it ; it has efcteftsw* 
views in all directions. It see* 
and can be seen by all the country 
around. If I had the ousting of

The village of Easton is, like thai 
of Avington, close by the water* 
side.

Heller's: complaint against the 
DkuWa servant at his ewn; houses 
and who* afterwards,, afotg* with 
Mr. Pbnker, bound Mr. Better 
over to the Quarter Sessionr, fer 
t be alleged assault I hareignafrt 
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pleasure in informing the public 
that Mr. Deller has not had to 
bet? the expenses in this case 
himself; but that they have been 
borne by his neighbours,, very 
much to the credit of those neigh* 
bours. I hear of an affair be? 
tween the Duke of Buckingham 
and a Mr. Bird, who resides in 
this neighbourhood. If I had 
had time I should have gone to 
see Mr. Bird, of whose treatment 
I have heard a great deal, and an 
account of which treatment ought 
to be brought before the public. 
It is very natural for the Duke of 
Buckingham to wish to preserve 
that game which he calls bis 
hobby-horse. It is very natural 
for him to delight in his hobby ; 
but, hobbies, my Lord Duke, 
ought to be gentle, inoffensive, 
perfectly harmless little creatures. 
They ought not to, be suffered to 
kick and fling about them: they 
ought not to be rough- shod, and, 
above all things, they ought not 
to be great things like those which 
are ridden by the Ltte-guards: 
and, like them, be suffered to 
dance, and caper, and trample 

S>or devils of farmers under foot. 
ave youf hobbies, my Lords of 
the Soil, but let them be gentle ; 
in short, let them be hobbies in 
character with the commons and 
forests, and not the high-fed hob- 
bies from the barracks at Knights- 
bridge, such as put poor Mr. 
Sheriff Waithraan's life in jeo- 
pardy. That the game should be 
preserved, every one that knows 
any thing of the country will allow ; 
but, every wan of any sense must 
see that it cannot be preserved by 
sheer force. It must be rather 
through lore than through fear; 
rather through good-will than 
through ill-will. If the thing be 



properly managed, there will be 
plenty of game, without any seve- 
rity towards .any good tnan. Mr. 
Delkr's case was so plain : it was 
so monstrous to think that a man 
was to be punished for being on 
his own ground in pursuit of wild 
animals tfcat he himself had 
raised: this was so monstrous, 
that it was only necessary to 
name it to excite the indignation 
of the country. And, Mr. Deller 
has, by his spirit and persever- 
ance, by the coolness and the 
good sense which he has shown 
throughout the whole of this pro- 
ceeding, merited the commenda- 
tion of every man who is not in his 
heart an oppressor. 1 1 occurs to me 
to ask here, who it is that finally 
pays for those "counsels' opinions" 
which Poulter and Wright said 
they took in the case of Mr. Del- 
ler ; because, if these counsels 
opinions are paid for by the 
county, and if a Justice* of the 
Peace can take as many counsels' 
opinions as he chooses, I should 
like to know what fellow, who 
chooses to put on a bobtail wig 
and call himself a lawyer may not 
have a good living given to him by 
any crony Justice at the expense 
of the county. This never can be 
legal* It never can be binding 
on the county to pay for these 
counsels' opinions. However, leav- 
ing this to be enquired into ano- 
ther time, we . have here, in Mr. 
Deller'8 case, an instance of the 
worth of counsels' opinions. Mr. 
Deller went to the two Justices, 
shewed them the Register with the 
Act. of Parliament in it, called 
upon then to act. agreeably to 
that Act of Parliament; but they 
chose to take counsels' opinion 
first The two " counsel," the 
two ^lawyers/' the two "ieorned 
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friends/' told them that they were 
right in rejecting the application 
of Mr. DeUer and in binding him 
over for the assault ; and, after ail 
this the Grand Jury threw out the 
Bill, and in that throwing out 
shewed that the y thought the coun- 
sels' opinions not worth a straw. 
— Being, upon the subject of mat- 
ter connected with the conduct of 
these Parson-Justices, I will here 
mention what is now going on in 
Hampshire respecting the ac- 
counts of the treasurer of the 
County. At the last Quarter Ses- 
sions, or at a Meeting of the Ma- 
gistrates previous to the opening 
of the Sessions, there was a dis- 
cussion, relative to this matter. 
— The substance of which ap- 
pears 4o have been this $ that the 
Treasurer, Mr. . George Hol- 
lis, whose accounts had been 
audited, approved o£ and pass- 
ed, every, year by the Magis- 
trates^ is in arrear to the county 
to the amount of about four thou- 
sand pounds. Sir Thomas Ba- 
bing appears to have been the 
great stickler against Mr. Hollis, 
who was but feebly defended by 
his friends. The Treasurer of a 
county is r compelled to find secu- 
rities. These securities have be- 
come exempted, in consequence 
of the annual .passing of the ac- 
count* by the Magistrates! No. 
thing can be more just than this 
exemption. I am security, sup-' 
pose, for a Treasurer. The Magis- 
trates do not pass bis accounts on 
account of a deficiency. < I make 
good the deficiency. But, the 
Magistrates are not to go* on ^ear 
after year passing his accounts, 
and then, at the end of several 
years, come and call upon me to 
make good tfie deficiences* Thus 
say the securities of Mr. Hollis. 



The Magistrates, in fact, are la 
blame. One of the .Magistrates^ 
a Reverend Mr. Oboe, said that 
the Magistrates were more to blame 
than the Treasurer; and really 
1 think so too; for, though Mr. 
Hollis has been a tool for many 
many years, of Old. George Rose 
and the rest of that crew, it seems 
impossible to believe that he could 
have intended any thing dishonest, 
seeing that the detection arose oat 
of an account, published by him- 
self in the newspaper, which ac- 
count be need not have published 
until three months later than the 
time when he did publish it. This 
is, as he himself states, the best 
possible proof that he was uncon- 
scious of any error or any .de- 
ficiency. The fact appears to.be 
this; that Mr. Hollis, who has 
for many years been Under 
Sheriff as well as Treasurer of 
the County, who holds several 
other offices, and who hat, be^ 
sides, had large pecuniary trans- 
actions with his bankers, has tor 
years bad his accounts so blended 
that he has not known how thia 
money belonging to the county 
stood. His own statement show* 
that it was all a mass of confusion. 
The errors, he says, haye arises, 
entirely, from the negligence qf 
his clerks, and from causes wfeich 
produced a confusion in his ac- 
counts. This is the fact; bu* be 
has been in good fat offices too 
long not to have made a great 
many persons think that his ofHoea 
would be better in their hands ; 
and they appear resolved to oust 
him. : I, ibr my part, am glad of 
it ; for I remember his coming i*p 
to me in the Grand Jury Clbam- 
ber, just after the people at $£, 
Stephens bad passed Fower-of- 
Imprisonment BUI in 1817; I re- 
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»e«ber J bis coming up to meat' 
fee Under Sheriff of Willis, the 
thai they now eall Fleming, 
has fap** to build a house 
mt North Stoneham. Ii remember 
bis coming up; to me, and with all , 
tbebase saueinees of a> thorough* 
faoed Pittite, telling me to* dis- 
perse or he would take me into 
custody; I remember this of Mr. 
HoLiiis, and I am therefore glad 
that calamity has befallen him ; 
but I must say, that after reading 
bis own account of the matter ; 
after reading the: debate of the 
Magistrates; and after hearing 
the observations and opinions of 
well-informed and impartial per- 
sons in Hampshire who dislike 
Mr. Mollis as much as- 1 do ; I 
must) say that I think him per- 
fectly clear of all intention to com* 
mit any thing like . fraud, or to 
snake any thing worthy of the 
t&me of false account ; and' I am 
convinced that this affair, which 
-mil now prove extremely calami 
tons to him, might bare been 
laughed at by him at the time 
when* wheat was fifteen, shillings 
« bushel ! This change; in the 
affairs of the Government; this: 
•penury now experienced by the 
Pittites at Whitehall, reaches, in 
Its 'influence, to every part of the 
country. The Bakings are now 
•the great men in Hampshire. 
They were not each in theoaysof 
♦George Rose, while George was 
♦able to make the people believe 
*&at it was necessary to give their 
>money freely to preserve the 
^blessed eemforts of religion." 
*Gew»ge Rose would have thrown 
•Ms* shield over Mr. Mollis; his 
-broad and brazen shield. In 
• Hampshire the Bi*hop s too r is 
"i&aitged. The<present is, doubi- 
4e%*> as pious as* the? last, e^ery

views>; but it is not the same fa- 
mily : it is not the Gamier* and 
Poulter* and Norths and De Grays 
and Haygarths: & is not preoisely 
that same set who have the power 
in their hands. Things, therefore; 
take another turn. Hie Pittite 
jolterheads are all broken- backed; 
and the Bakings come forward 
with their well-known weight of 
metal It was exceedingly unfoic 
tunate for Air. Hulli3 that Sir 
Thomas Baking happened to be 
against him* However, the thing 
will do good altogether. The 
county is placed in a pretty situa* 
tion: its Treasurer has had' his 
accounts regularly passed by the 
Magistrates ; and these Magistrates 
come at last and discover that they 
have for a. long time hem passing 
accounts that they ought not pasm> 
TheseM<«gistrates have exempted 
the securities of Mr. Holms, Mot 
not a word do they saj about mak- 
ing good the deficiencies. WhUt 
redress, then, have the people of 
the county I They have no t+ 
dress, unless they can obtain it 
by petitioning the Parliament i 
and if they do not petition ; if they 
do not state their case, and tin* 
boldly, too, they deserve every 
thing that can belal them from 
similar causes. I am astonished 
at the boldness of the Magisv 
Urates, I am astonished that they 
should think of calling Mr: Hamas 
to account without being prepwsd 
for rendering an account of their 
own conduct. However, we*«b*fl 
see what they will do in the 
end. And when we have seen 
that, we shall see whether th* 
county will rest quietly -u»dur 
the loss which it is bkefy )oiso*- 
tam* — I must nojw go back £* 
Itcben Abas, where, in, the &ra» 
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*•* mnother wkeat*rick. From 
lichen Abas I came up the vaHey 
40- ifche* Stoke. Soon afte* that 
<i crossed tbe Itcben river, came 
<out iato the Alresferd turnpike-' 
*oad, and came on towards Aires- 
<fe*o\ baring the Valley now upon 
Jtoy left, it the hay he down all 
3he way to Southampton in the 
*a»e manner that it is along here, 
.4here are- thousands of acres of 
hay, rotting on the sides of ibid 
.Jtcben river. Most of the mea- 
tdbws are watered artificially. The 
crops of grass are heavy, and, 
tbey appear to Jiave been out 
precisely in the right time to 
ie spoiled. Coming on towards 
Ahesford, I saw a gentleman 
(about a quarter of a mile beyond 
Alresford) coming out of his gate 
with his hat' off, looking towards 
the south-west, as' if to see what 
Sort of weather it was likely to 
nfce. This was no other than Mr. 
iUlleston or.Rawhnson, who, it 
appears has a box and some land 
here. This gentleman was-, whcto 
I IjVed in Hampshire, one of 
Ikose worthy men, Who, in the 
Several counties of England, exe- 
cuted " without any sort of re- 
Jtantra/ton," such a large poption 
of that justice which is the envy 

. t<«f surrounding nations and ad* 
,jniration of the world. We Are 
often Jokl, especially in Parlia- 
ment, of the disinterestedness of 
ibese persons-: of their worth** 

/ness* their, piety, their loyalty; 
.their excellent qualities of all 

/tori*, but particularly of their 
^dwntcrestadness, m taking upon 

, Ihem the office of Justice of ike 

\ JPmxae ; spending so much tine, 

diking so much trouble', and 

all for nothing at all, but for 

'pure lore of their King Juad fcoun- 



try. And; the worst of it is* that 
our Ministers impose upon thk 
disinterestedness and generosity; 
and, as in the case of Mr. fUiv- 
mnson, at Ihe end of, perhaps, 
a dozen years of services volun- 
tarily rendered to" King andeotm- 
try ," they force hkn, sorely agajnst 
his will, no doubt, to become** 
Police Moyktrdte in Londa* ! 
To be sure, there are five or sis 
hundred pounds a*ycar of public 
money attacked to this; bat, what 
are these paltry pounds to a 
" count ry genUewtan" who w>dv- 
interestedly rendered Ua ierete** 
torse many years ?— Ham^hire is 
fertile in persons of this disiu- 
terested stalnp. There is a 'Sfuite 
Gr^bib, who lives across the 
country, not many miles from the 
spot where I saw 4 * Mt. Jttsiios' 
Rawiinson. This '&qui»0 afeo has 
Served the country for Wrthihg 
during a great many years*; *m f 
of late years, the 'Squire Junior, 
eager, apparently, to emulate his 
sire, has become a D1STEURV- 
TOR OF STAMPS fen, this 
famous county of Bantai What 
sons 'Squire Rawliason- may haf e 
is more than i know at present, 
though 1 will endeavour to kuoMr 
it, and V& find out whethe* they 
also he serving us.— A great deal 
has been said about the xkbt-of 
gratitude due from the people 
to the Justice* +f th* P*M> An 
account, containing the names, arid 
place* of abode 6f theJus&es, a*d 
of ih& public 'money, or &ti*% Re- 
ceived by them' and by their rfeip- 
tions; sueh an account would fee 
a very useful thing. We should 
then know the real amount of this 
debt of gratitude* We shall aae 
saeh an account bj-andrby ; and, 
we should h^e seen it long agp, 
if ther* had* he**, in a *»rtatn 
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place, only one single man dis- 
posed to do his duty. — I came 
through Alresford about eight 
o'clock, having loitered a good 
deal in coming up the valley. 
After quitting Alresford' you eowe 
(on the road towards Alton), to the 
vi]^ige of Bishop's Sutton; and 
then to a place called Ropley 
Dean, where there is a house or 
two. — Just before you come to 
Ropley Dean, you see the begin- 
ning of the Valley of Itchen The : 
Itchen river falls into the salt 
water at Southampton. It rises, 
or rather has its first rise, just by 
the roadside at Ropley Dean, 
which is at the loot of that very 
high land which lies between Al- 
resford and Alton. All along by 
the Itchen ri^er, up to its very 
source, there are meadows ; and 
this vale of meadows, which is 
about twenty-five miles in length, 
and is, in some places, a mile wide, 
is, at the point of which I am now 
speaking only, about twice as wide 
as my horse is long!- — This vale 
of Itchen is worthy of particular 
attention. There are few. spots in 
England more fertile or more plea- 
sant ; and none, I believe, more 
healthy. Following the bed of the 
river, or, rather, the middle of the 
vale, it is about five-and-twenty 
miles in length, from Ropley Dean 
to the village of South Stoneham, 
which is just above Southampton. 
The average width of the meadows 
is, I should think, a hundred rods 
at the least ; and if I am right in 
- this conjecture, the vale contains 
about five thousand acres of mea- 
dows, large part of which is regu- 
larly watered. The sides of the 
vale are, until you come down 
to within about six or eight miles 
of Southampton, hills or rising 
ground* of chalk, covered more or 



less thickly with loam. Where 
the hills rise up very steeply from 
the valley, the fertility of the corn- 
lands is not so great; but tor a 
considerable part of the way, the 
corn-lands are excellent, and the 
farm-houses to- which those lands 
belong, are, for the far greater 
part under covert of -the hills on 
the edge of the- valley. Soon after 
the rising of the stream, it form* 
itself into some capital ponds at 
Alresford. These, doubtless, were 
augmented by art, in order to 
supply "Winchester with fish. The 
fertility of this vale and of the sur- 
rounding country, is best proved 
by the fact, that, besides the town 
of Alresford and that of South- 
ampton, there are seventeen vil- 
lages, each having its parish 
church, upon its borders. When 
we consider these things we are 
not surprised that a spot, situated 
about half way down this vale, 
should have been chosen for the 
building of a city, or that thai city.. 
should nave been for a great num- 
ber of years a place of residence 
for the Kings ot England. Win- 
chester, which is at present a mere 
nothing to what it once was, stands, 
across the vale at a plaoe where 
the vale is made very narrow by 
the jutting forward of two immense 
hills. From the point where the 
river passes through the city >v 
you gtf, whether eastward or 
westward, a full mile up sc very 
steep hill all the way. The city. 
is, of course, in one of the deepest, 
holes that can be imagined. It 
never could have been thought 
of as a place to be defended since % 
the discovery of gunpowder; and„ t , 
indeed, one would think that very 
considerable annoyance might be 
given to the inhabitants even by 
the flinging of the flint- stones frcwa 
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the bills down into the city.— At 
Kopley Dean, before 1 mounted 
the bill to come on towards Ro- 
therham Park, I baited my horse. 
Here the ground is precisely like 
tkat at Ashmansworth on the 
borders of Berkshire, which, in- 
deed, I could see from the ground 
of which 1 am now speaking. In 
coming up the hill, I had the 
house and farm of Mr. Duthy to 
lay right. Seeing some very fine 
Swedish turnips, J naturally ex- 
pected that they belonged to this 
gentleman who is Secretary to 
tie Agricultural Society of Hamp- 
shire; but I found that they be- 
longed to a farmer Mayhew. The 
soil is, along upon this high land, 
adeep loam, bordering on a clay, 
red m colour and pretty full of 
large, rough, yellow looking stones, 
very much like some of the land 
in Huntingdonshire ; but here is 
a bed of chalk under this. Every 
thing is backward here. The 
wheat is perfectly green in most 
places ; but, it is every where 
pretty good. I have observed, 
all the way along, that the wheat 
is good upon the stiff, strong land. 
It is so here ; but it is very back- 
ward. The greater part of it is 
full three weeks behind the wheat 
under Portsdown Hill— But few 
farm-houses came within my sight 
along here ; but in one of them 
there was a wheat-rick, which, is 
the third I have seen since 1 
quitted the Wen. In descending 
frdm this high ground, in order to 
reach the. village of East Tisted, 
which lies oft the turnpike-road 
from the Wen to Gosport through 
Allon, I had to cross Rotherham 
Paint. On the right of the park, 
on a bank of lhnd facing the 
north-east, I saw a very pretty 
farm-house, haying every thing 



in excellent order, with fine com* 
fields about it, and with a wheat- 
rick standing in the yard. This 
farm, as I afterwards found, be- 
longs to the owner of Rotherham 
Park, who is also the owner of 
East Tisted, who has recently 
built a new house in the park, 
who has quite metamorphosed 
the village of Tisted within 
these eight years, who has, in- 
deed, really and truly improved 
the whole country just round about 
here, whose name is Scot, well 
known as a brickmaker at North 
End,: Fulham, and who has in 
Hampshire, supplanted a Norman 
of the name of Powlet. The pro- 
cess by which this transfer has 
taken place is visible enough, to all 
eyes but the eyes of the jolter- 
heads. Had there been no Debt 
created to crush liberty in France 
and to keep down reformers in 
England, Mr. Scot would not have 
had bricks to burn to build houses 
for the jews and jobbers and other 
eaters of taxes, and the Norman 
Powlet, would not have had to pay 
in taxes, through his own hands 
and those of his tenants and la- 
bourers, the amount, of the estate 
at Tisted, first to be given to the> 
jews, 'jobbers and tax-eaters, and 
then, by them to be given to 
u 'Squire Scot " for his bricks.— • 
However, it is . not 'Squire Scot 
who has assisted to pass laws to 
make people pay double toll on a 
Sunday. 'Squire Scot had no- 
thing to do with passing the New, 
Game-laws and Old Ellenbo- 
rough's Act ; 'Squire Scot never 
invented the New Trespass-law,* 
in virtue of which John Cockbain 
of Whitehaven in the county of 
Cumberland was by two clergy- 
men and three other magistrates 
of that county, sentenced to pay , 
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The 4ri» over wliieh itot^rosnw 

ttbuth Item **» sidewC it; and the- 
river Wey r wbieh rise*neanrijyi3»* 
from tbeopposHewteoi'it Birfd- 
.bead, which lies beforewe, sends* 
as I observed *pon a former oeoa*» 
sion, the Aran forth toward* ther 
south and « stream forth toward* 
the north, which meets the river 
Wey*, somewhere above Godal* 
mmg. i am told that the spring 
of these two streams* rise m the 
Hilt of Hindhead, or, rather, on 
one side of the hill, at sot many 
yards from each other. The vil- 
lage of Selbdrne is precisely what 
it is described by Mr. Wfctite, A* 
straggling irregular street, bearing 
all the marks of great antiqmtyv 
and shewing from its lanes sendiw 
vicinage generally, that ft wsa 
once a very consjderabte place* 
I went to look at the spot, whevfi 
Mr. White supposes the< convent 
formerly stood. J t is very beauti- 
ftd. Nothfogcansarpsssiit beauty 
these dells and hillocks *«.nd hang* 
ers, which last a*e so steep this 
it is impossibteto ascend them r ex- 
cent by means of a serpentine path. 
I found here deep hollow ways, 
wiflh beds and sides of solid White 
stone ; but m& quite so white and 
so solid, I think, as the stone whteb 
I found in the roads at Hawkiey. 
The churchyard of Seiborne- i» 
most beautifully situated. Tfr* 
land is good, aU r aboat it- ^ The 
trees are luxuriant and proae to 
be lo% and large.

I' really shrug up my shoulders 
thinking of the beasts. Very dif- 
ferent from sneb is my landlady 
here at Selborne, who, while 4 am 
Writing *ny notes, is- getting me a 
rasher of bacon, and has alrendy 
covered the table with a nice clean 
clothe— I bare .never seen such 
qtoahtitiesof grapes u pon anyvines 
smi see upon the vines in this vil- 
lage, badly pruned as all the vines 
haw been. To be sure, this is a 
y«ai*lbr grapes, sueh, 1 believe, as 
Wbeen*eldon> known in England, 
and the cause is, the perfect ripen- 
ing of the wood by the last beauti- 
f« Sumner. lata afraid, how- 
eterjlhat fbegrapescome in vain ;

place in ®ngrontf ? fer*that tfiefl© 
were always quarrels of some snrl- 
or other going on. This madem** 
call to mind the King's proclama- 
tion, relative to a reward for don- 
covering the person who -bad re* 
cently shot at ihe parson of tkh 
village. This parson's name it 
Cobbolu, and, it really appears 
that there wasa shot fired through 
his window. He has had law- 
suits with the people ; and, J ima*- 
giae, that it was these to which 
the fam«er alluded. The hops- 
are of considerable importance to 
the village, and their failure must 
necessarily be attended with con- 
sequences very inconvenient to 
the whole of a population so smalt 
as this. Upon inquiry, I find 
that the hops are equally bad at 
Alton, Froyle, Crondatt, and even 
at Famham. I saw them bad in 
Sussex ; I hear that they are bad 
in Kent ; so that, hop-planters, 
at any rate, will be, for once; free 
from the dreadful evils of abunxU 
ance. — A correspondent asks me' 
what is meant by the statements' 
wbieb he sees in the Register, 
relative to the hop* duty. He sees . 
it, be says, continually falling in 
amount; and he wonders what 
this means. The thing has not, 
indeed, been properly explained. x 
It is a (/amble; and, it is bardly 
right for rrie to state, in a publi- 
cation like the Register, any thing 
relative to a ganrtole. However, 
the case is this : la taxing system is 
necessarily a system of gambling ♦, 
a system of betting j stock-jobbing 
is no more than a sys em of bet- 
ting, and the wretched dogs that 
carry on the traffic are little more, 
except 'that they are more crimi- 
nal, than the waiters at , an E O ' 
Tdble,or'the markers at, Billiards. 
Ihe hop duty is so much per

pound. The duty was imposed at 
two se|j:ira^e times, One. p*ri of 
it>lherek>re T is called the .Old Duty, 
and die other part the New Duty. 
The old duty waa a p<m»jr to the 
pound of hops. The amount of 
this duly, which can always be 
ascertained at the Treasury as 
soon as die hopping season-is over, 
is the surest possible guide in as- 
certaining the total amount of the 
growth of hops tor the year. If, 
for instance, the ditty were to 
amount to no more than eight 
shillings and tour pence, you would 
be certain that only a hundred 
pound of hops had been grown 
during the year. I fence .a system 
of gambling, precisely like the 
gambling in the funds, 1 bet you 
that the duty will not exceed so 
touch. The duty has sometimes 
exceeded two hundred thousand 
pounds. This year, it is supposed, 
that it will not exceed twenty, 
thirty, or forfy thousand. The 
gambling fellows are betting all 
this time ; and it is, in fact, an 
account of the betting which is 
inserted in the Register. This 
vile paper-money and funding 
system ; this system of Dutch de- 
cent, begotten by Bishop Burnet 
and born in hell ; this system has 
turned every thing into a gamble. 
There are hundreds of men who 
live by being the agents to carry 
on gambling. They reside here 
in the Wen ; many of the gamblers 
live in the country ; they write up 
to their gambling agent, whom 
they call their stockbroker; he 
gambles according to their order ; 
and they receive the profit or 
stand to the loss. Is it possible to 
conceive a viler calling than that 
of an agent for the carrying on of 
gambling ! And yet the vaga- 
bonds call themselves gentlemen ; 



or, at least, look upon themselves 
as, the % superiors of those, whfr 
sweep the Kennels. In like man- 
ner js the bop-gamble carried qi^ 
The gambling age/its jn Jhe Wen, 
make the bets, for the, gammers in 
the country; and, perhaps, mil- 
lions are betted during the year* 
upon the amount of a,<J.uty, which, 
at the most, scarcely exceeds a 
quarter of a million. — In such a 
state of things how "arc you to ex- 
pect you tig men to enter on a 
course of patient industry t How 
are you to expect that thnj will 
seek .to acquire fortune and fame 
by study or by application of any 
kind 1 — Looking back over llie 
road that 1 have come to-day, and 
perceiving the direction of Ihe road r 
going from this village in another 
direction, I perceive that this is a 
very direct rotnl from Winchester 
to Farnham. The road, too, ap- 
pears to have been, from ancient 
times, suOicicnLly wide ; and, when 
the Bishop of Winchester selected^ 
this beautiful spot whereon to , 
erect a monastery, I dare say the 
roads, along here were some of the! 
best in the country* 

Tjhtrslby ($urrey) y Thur$datji 
7 th August, Evening* — I got a- 
boy at Selborne to show me along . 
the lanes out into Woolmer forest 
on my way to Headjey..

lage of Thursley. The day has 
been fine, too ; notwithstanding I

Qaails, like larks, get to- 
gether in flacks at the approach 
of winter, and move abdotaccord- 
ihg to the season, to a greater er 
less distance from the plaioewheie 
they were bred. These, »Vei«- 
foTe, which have been brought to 
Thursley, are partHdges ; and, if 
they be suffered to live quietly tor 
« season er two, they wilistoek 
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^liewkrieefthtU^^oftfae coon- 
try, where tbe delightful inter- 
mixture of corn-fields* coppices, 
heaths, furze-fields, ponds and ri- 
vulets, is singularly favourable 
their increase. The turnips can- 
not fail4o be good in such a sea- 
son and in such land; yet the 
.farmers are most dreadfully tor- 
mented with the weeds, and with 
the superabundant turnips. Here, 
my lord Liverpool, is over-pro- 
duction indeed ! They have sown 
•their fields broad-cast ; they have 
no means of destroying the weeds 
by the plough; they have no in- 
tervals to bury them in ; and tbey 
Aae, or scratch, as Mr. Toll calls 
it; and then comes St. 3within 
and sets the weeds and the hoed- 
-up turnip again. Then there is 
another hoeing or scratching; and 
then comes St. Swithin again : so 
that here is hoe, hoe, muddle, 
muddle, and such a fretting and 
stewing; such a looking up to 
. Hindhead to see when it is a going 
to be fine ; when, if that beautiful 
field of twenty acres, which I have 
now before my eyes, and wherein 
I see half a dozen .men hoeing 
and poking and muddling, looking 
up to see how long it is before 
•hey must take to their heels to 
get under the trees to obtain 
shelter from thecoraing shower ; — 
when, 1 say, if that beautiful field 
bad been sowed upon ridges at 
four feet apart, according to the 
plan in my " Year's Residence, :, 
not a weed would have been to be 
seen in the field> the turnip-plants 
- would, have been three times the 
size that they now are, the ex- 
pense would hate been not a. 
fourth -part of that which has al- 
ready taken place, and all the mud- 
dling and poking about of weeds, 
and all the fretting. and all. tbe 



stewing would bare been apaseff ; 
and as to the amount of the crop, 
J am now; looking at tbe best land 
in England for Swedish, tuiwipt, 
tofand i have no scruple to assert, 
that if it bad been sown after- mtr 
manner, it would have had a erop, 
double the weight of that which 'it 
will now have. 4 think J know of 
a field of turnips, sown much 
later than the fieW now before tne, 
and sown in rows atjieatly four- 
feet apart, which will have * crop 
double, the weight of that which 
will be produced in yon beautiful 
field. 

Reigats (Surrey), Friday, Silt 
August, Evening. -^At the end of 
a long twisting-about ride, bat a 
most delightful ride* I got to this 
place about. nine o'clock in the 
evening. — From Thursley , 1 came 
to. Brook, and there crossed .the 
turnpike road from London to 
Chichester through Godalaung 
and Midhurst' — Thgnce I cause 
on, turning to the left n£on tbe 
sand-bills of Hambledon (in Syr- 
rey, mind). On one of those hills 
is one of those precious jobs, 
called u Semaphore*." For rwhai 
reason this pretty name is ;gtven 
to a sort of Telegraph house, 
stuck sp at.pblic expense upon a. 
high hill ; tor what reaton. this 
outlandish name is g£vtn toithe 
thing, I must leave tJae reader ito 
guess; but as to the thing itself.; 
1 know that it means this 4 , a pre- 
tence for giving a. good sura et-the 
public money awa# every year to 
some one, that the Borough-system 
has condemned this labouring e*d 
toiling nation to provide lor; Tbe 
Dead Weightiof near ly^boat sis: 
millions sterling a year.; thai, is 
to say, this course ^entaikd, upon 
the country: on laocount, of the Jale 
wars against; i the liberties, of. tbe 
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French people, this Dead Weighf 
is, however, falling in part, at 
least, upon the lauded jolterheads 
who wete'so eager to create it, 
and who thought that no part ol 
k would fall upon themselves. 
Theirs has been a grand mistake. 
They saw the war carried on 
without 'any loss or any cost to 
themselves. By the means of 
paper-money and loan?, the la- 
bouring classes- trere made to pay 
the whole of the' expenses of the 
war. When the war was over, 
the jolterheads thought they would 
get gold back again to make all 
secure; and some of them really 
'said, I am told, that it was high 
time to put an end to the gains of 
the paper-Vnoney people. The 
jolterheads quite overlooked the 
circumstance, that, in returning 
to gold, they doubled and trebled 
■what they had to pay on ac- 
count oi v the debt, and that, 
at last, they * were bringing 
the burden upon themselves. — 
Grand, also, was the mistake of 
the jolterheads, when they ap- 
proved of the squanderings upon 
the Dead Weight. They thought 
that the . labouring classes were 
going to pay the whole of the ex- 
penses of the Knights of Water- 
loo, and of the other heroes of the 
war. The jolterheads thought 
that thej should have none of this 
to pay. Some of them had rela- 
tions belonging to the Dead 
Weight, and all of them were 
willing to make the labouring 
classes toil like asses for the sup- 
port of those who had what was 
called fought and bled for Gatton 
and Old Sarum. The jolterheads 
have now found, however, that a 
pretty good share of the expense 
m to fall upon themselves. Their 
mortgagee* aire letting them know 



that Semaphores and such Pretty 
things cost something, and that It 
is unreasonable for a loyal country 
gentleman, a friend of social order 
and of the " blessed comforts of 
religion" to expect to have Sema- 
phores and to keep his estate too. 
— This Dead Weight is, unques- 
tionably, a thing, such as the world 
never saw before. Hare are not 
only a tribe of pensioned naval 
and military officers, - commissa- 
ries, quarter-masters, pursers, and 
God knows what besides : J not 
only these, but their wives and 
children are to be pensioned, after 
the death of the heroes themselves. 
Nor does if signify, it seems, whe- 
ther the hero were married, before 
he became part of the Dead 
Weight, or since: Upon the 
death of the man, the pension is 
to begin with the wile and a pen- 
sion for each child ; so that, if 
there be a large family of children, 
the family, in many cases, actual- 
ly gains by the death of the fa- 
ther! Was such a thing as this 
ever before heard of in the world * 
Any man that is going to die has 
nothing to do but to marry a girl 
to give her a pension for life to be 
paid out of the sweat of the peo- 
ple ; and it was distinctly stated, 
during the Session of Parliament • 
before the last, that the widows 
and children of insane officers 
were to have the same treatment 
as the rest!. .Here is the envy' 
of surrounding nations and the 
admiration of the world ! In ad- 
dition, then, to twenty thousand 
parsons, more than twenty thou- 
sand stock-brokers and stock-job- 
bers perhaps ; forty or fifty thou- 
sand tax-gatherers; thousauds 
upon thousands of military and 
naval officers in full pay ; in ad- 
dition to all these, here are the 
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thousand* "I* 01 * thousands of pairs 
ofjthi* Dead Wejght, all busily en~ 
gifted in breedipg gentlemen and 
hiqW; And all, whjle Malthus is 
^f$n{jng to pi^t a, check upon die 
bjreeding of the labouring classes ; 
alji receiving a premium for brecd- 
i&g, Where is Malthus 1 Where 
is, tbi$ checkrpopu)ation parson ! 
Where are.h/s friends, the Edin^ 
burgh, Ijteviewers! F^ith, I be- 
lieve they have given him up. 
Ifhey begin to be ashamed of giv- 
ing countenance to a man who 
mots to check the breeding of 
those who labour, while he says 
nqt a word about those two hun- 
dred thousand breeding, pairs, 
wjiose offspring are necessarily 
to be maintained at the public 
cparge. Well may these fat- 
tejners upon the labour of others 
rail against the radicals ! Let 
tKem oncet take the fan. to their 
hand, and they will, I warrant it, 
thoroughly purge the floor. How- 
ever, it is a consolation to know, 
that the jolterheads who have been 
the promoters of the measures that 
k£ve le^ to these heavy charges ; 
it' is a consolation to know that 
tfye jolterheads have now to bear 
part of the charges, and that they 
cannot any longer make them fall 
eiclusively upon the shoulders of 
the labouring classes. The dis- 
gust that one feels, at seeing the 
wniskers and hearing the copper- 
hfcels rattle, is in some measure 
compensated for by the reflection, 
that the expense of them is now 
beginning, to fall upon the malig- 
nant and tyrannical jolterheads 
who are the principal cause of 
tlieir bein$ created.— Bidding the 
Semaphore good-bye, I came 
a|?ngr by the church at Ham trie- 
don* and then crossed a little com 
njoa and the turnpikenrpafi from 



Londop' i* CMabestes thwrn^ 
Godalming and [Betworth; not, 
Midhurst, as before. The tunir 
pike, road, here is one, of the. 
best th*t , t ever saw, It is- like, 
the ipad m>oi* Horley Comnwro ti 
near Worth, and liketbaibetween- 
Godstone and East Grinsteadj 
and the* cause of tbit is. that it ia. 
made,, of precisely th* same sort of 
stone, which, they tell me, ia. 
brought, in some cases,, even from 
Blackflown Hill, which cannot be 
less, J should think, than twelve, 
miles distant. This stone is brought 
in gr^at lumps and then cracked, 
into little pieoes. TJie next vil- 
lage I came to after Hambledon 
was Hascomb, famous for its. 
beech, insomuch that it is called 
Hascomb Bekch. There are two 
loj'ty hills here, between which 
you go out of the sandy country 
down in]to the WealcL Here are . 
hills of all heights and, forms.. 
Whether they came in conse«* 
quence of a boiling of the earth, X- 
know not ; but* in form they very 
much resembletbe bubbles upon 
the top of the water of a pot which 
is violently boiling. The soil is a. 
beautiful loam upon a bed of sand. 
Springs start here and there at 
the feet of the hills ; and little 
rivulets pour away in all direc- 
tions. The roads are difficult , 
merely on account of their • ex-<. 
trerae unevenness. The bottom 
is every where sound ; and every 
thing th^t meets the^iye is beauU-< 
fuj; trees, coppices, corn-fields,, 
meadows; and then the distant 
views in every direction. From 
one spot I saw this morning Hiod- 
ihead, Blaekdown Hill, Lord Egre» 
mont's house and park at Fet-i 
worth, Donnmgton Hill, over, 
which T went to go on tf>e* S^uth , 
Downs, the South Downs Bear 
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Lw* ^ ttefote^atWvth, .Tut- 1 
nark Hill, and the»jall ! the way 
roimiinto Kent:*nd' back*, to .the 
SaoeyHitfsAtd&odstone. From 
Hftseo.riKtl • began -to descend 
intatb&jlewi coutiUsy.

I ! was • descending 
into, ft country, where* strictly 
speaking^, only three things will 
gwtreweii— g*assy wheat, and oak 
trees;. AtjGoose Green, I crossed 
a . tucnpike-Toad . leading from 
GuUdibrdto Horsham ana Arun- 
del*. 1 next came* after crossing 
acaoaA, to a common called 
SmiihwGod Common. Leith Hill 
wasvfulLin <front of me, but I 
turned away, to the right, and 
wQrtibrotigb the lanes to come to 
EwfaursU leaving. Cranky to my 
rigfcL Hefomi got. to Bwhiwst, 
I orossed another turupike-road, 
leading J'rom Guild lord to Horsr 
ha<sv,aod going, on to Worthing 
or .sow* of those towjjs. At Ew- 
hiuft&j, which is a. very pretty vil- 
lage, andt the Church of which is 
mo^delfgWuHy^ita*tecl, I treated 
mjiharsetosomejoatg, und myself 
to a .rasher of bacoto. . 1 had now 
to eome* .according to my project, 
roand&nftoag thaJaimat aiuout a 
couple, ofi<mifcle». distant frOfaJthe, 
fooijof Leith HiJL, inorde,R,to gflt 
iirsUe 0efc!ey,4ben to Holrajvood, 
andithen to?

rain ; as goad a soaking as any 
debtee of>St. Swithin ever under- 
went. for his sake. I promised 
that I would give an account of 
the effect which the soaking on 
the South-Down^ on Saturday the 
2d Instant, had upon the hoop- 
ing-cough. I do not recommend 
the remedy to others ; but this 1 
will say, thatl had a spell of the 
hooping-cough the dav before 1 
got that soaking, and that I have 
not had a single spell since; 
though I have slept in several dif- 
ferent beds, and got a second 
soaking in going from Boiley to 
Easton. The truth is, I believe, 
that rain upon the South-Downs, 
or at any place near the sea, is by 
no means the same thing with 
rain in the interior. No man ever 
catches cold from getting wet with 
sea-water; and, indeed, I have 
never known an instance of al 
*nan catching cold at sea. The 
air upon the South-Downs is ' 
^tish, Idaresay; and the clouds 
may bring. ; something a little 
partaking of the nature of sea- 
water.-At Thursley I left the 
turnip^hoers poking and piling

of being, in every .mpe& r in a. 
prosperous state. J should not- 
be afraid to bet that these turnips, 
thus standing in rows at nearly 
four feet distance, will be a or*p, 
twice as large as any in the parish . 
of Thursley, though there is, I ; 
imagine, some of the finest turnip- 
land in the kingdom. J t seems 
strange, that men are mot to be 
convinced erf the advantage of the 
row-culture for turnips. They 
will insist upon believing, that . 
there is some ground losL Theji* 
will also insist upon believing that 
the row-culture is the most ex- 
pensive. How can there be ground 
lost if the crop be larger? And .. 
as to the expense, take one year 
with another, the broad-cast me- - 
thod must be twice as expensive ; 
as the other. Wet as it has beea 
to-day, I took time to look-well 
about me as 1 came along. The 
wheat, even in this raggamuffin 
part of the country, is good, with 
the exception of one piece, which 
lies on your left hand as you ,. 
come down from Banstead Down. 
It is very good at Banstead itself, 
though that is a country suffi- 
ciently poor. Just on the other 
side of Sutton, there is a little 
good land, and in a place or 
two I thought I saw the wheat a 
little blighted. A labouring man < 
told me that it was where the • 
heaps of dung had been -laid. - 
The barley here is most, beau- 
tiful, as, indeed, it is all 
over the country.^ — »-Bttweeja ... 
Sqtton and the Wen thene i% in , . • 
fact, little besides houses, gandens, „. , 
grass plats and mother mattery to t , 
accommodate the Jpws . and job-»» , 
hers and the >mistr*sses and Ipas-f 
tarpV that are put out ^Keeping. < n , 
But, in a dell which th* turnpike,* Mi 
ropd crosses ak?ui a mi|e jon tju\ „ , 
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si* # Sutton, there are ttvo fields 
of as stftftand,. I think, as I ener 
saw in nry fife. In summer time 
thi* land bakes so hard that you 
cannot plough it unless it he wet. 
When you have ploughed it, and 
the sun conies again, it bakes 
again. One 'of these fields had 
been thus ploughed and cross- 
ploughed in the* month of June, 
and J saw ifee ground when it was 
lying m lumps of the size of port- 
manteaus, arid not very small 
either: It would have been im- 
possible to reduce this ground to 
«maH particles, except by the 
means of sledge-hammers. The 
fcro fields to which I alluded just 
now, are alongside of this ploughed 
field, and they are now in wheat. 
The heavy rain of to-day, aided 
by the south-west wind, made the 
wheat bend pretty nearly to lying 
down? but, you shall rarely see 
two finer fields of wheat. It is 
wheat ; a coarsish kind, and 
straw stout and strong; but 
the ears are long,hroad, ana full ; 
and I did not perceive any thing 
approaching towards a speck 
in the straw. Such land as 
this, such very stiff land, seldom 
carries a very large crop ; but I 
should think that these 'fields would 
exceed four quarters to an acre; 
and the wheat is by no means so 
backward as it is in some places. 
There is ho corn, that I recollect, 
from the spot just spoken of to 
almost th^ street of Kensington. 
I came upbf Earl's Court, where 
there^is, amongst the market gar- 
dens, a field* of wheat. One 
would* stfpjtose r that this must be 
the finest tiekf of wheat m the 
world. *' B} ;, no means. f It rained 
hard, Ho 1 'be sifre, and I had not 
much time for being particular in 
my survey , J bat this field appears 



to me to have some blight kt it;' 
fuicl as to crop, whether of corn or 
of straw, it is nothing to compare 
to the general run of the wheat m 
the wealds of Sussex or of Surrey ? 
what, then, isit, if#compared with 
the wheat on the South Downs, ■ 
under Portsdown Hill, on the tea- » 
flats at Havant and at Titehfield, - 
and along on the banks of the 
Itchen !— Thus have 1 concluded 
this " rural ride," < from the Wen 
and back again to the Wen, being, • 
taking in all the turnings and 
windings, as near as can be 
two hundred miles in length. My ' 
objects were to ascertain the state 
of the crops, both of hops and of 
corn. The hop-affair is soon 
settled, for there will be no hops. 
As to the corn, my remark is this; 
that, on all the clays, on all the stiff 
lands upon the chalk ; on all the 
rich lands, indeed, but more espe- 
cially on all the stiff lands, the * 
wheat is as good as I recollect ever 
to have seen it> and has as much 
straw. On all the light lands and 
poor lands, the wheat is thin, and, 
though not short, by no means 
good. The oats are^ pretty good 
almost every where; and I have 
not seen a bad field of barley 
during the whole of ray Tides 
though there is no species of soil 
in England, except that of the 
fens, over which I have not ' 
passed. The state of the farmers 
is much worse than it was last 
year, notwithstanding the ridicu- : 
ious falsehoods of the London \ 
newspapers, and the more ridicti- "] 
lous delusion of the jolterheads. * 
In numerous instances the far*'* 
tners, who continue in their farms, *] 
have ceased ^o farm- for them- ' 
selyes, and 1 merely hold the lanVl " 
for the* landlords. The decision 
caused by the *fee ot- the. price of 
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com t ha^i pWtty - imriy tanistod 
al^ea^ys a«d tfSW Swkhin* woufld 
bpt getout of the< way with WsiMp* 
pings foft/aboiit ft month, ,thisn>de<r 
fusion- would disappear* never to 
return.* I n-tbe JHean ^white? ho w* 
ever, the London- newspapers are 
doing what they can to kefep. upi 
the* dehjsidnj and *ia ; a paper 
catted " Btllfe.

It is not the old law 
of England. This law began only 
twenty years ago.

ing (not for killing) agamekaepar, 
who had seized the <ann#r '# son, • 
who had ma.de prisoner 0$ a far- 
mer's son, because the fanner's 
son had a gun in his hand near 
the preserve of a lord ! , This, was 
at the Somerset Assizes the other 
day, before what Judge I do not 
gather from the paragraph ; and, 
indeed, it does not signify, though 
I shall be glad if some correspond- 
ent would inform me who the 
Judge was.

Mr* Hogx&rt overlooked this 
capitalcfrcumstance; and be over- 
looked another or two which I 
shall presently notice. However, 
what does Mr. Hoggart say in 
plain English ! He addresses 
himself to English farmers. To 
such men as rent lands of, or in the 
neighbourhood of,such men as Ash- 
ton Smith, Lord Palmerston, 
Duke of Bucking ha m,Lord Glas- 
tonbury (another Grenville) 
and the like.

bers, amongst sinecure placemen, 
women; ' and children ; amongst 
whole swarms of deadweight 
men, thfeii- widows and children, 
even'thbtigti^thV widows marry 
againf (,r anioidg8t' u par8ons, their 
wives?' arid children, 'over 1 arid 



above what they recpfr*i!*tifthtt. 
Amongst a swarm of tax-gatherers 
hardly exceeded in number by that 
other numerous body of gentlemen, 
dressed m pretty clothes, and eon 
ployed to uphold social erder and 
our holy religion ; Come, wretch- 
ed men, and I will relieve you 
from all your burdens. I have 
some excellent land, and that land 
is free of all taxes. Wretched 
men, it is to France I invite you 
to go. Wretched Sussex Farmer, 
who pays much more in rates 
than in rent, leaving taxes and 
tithe on one side ! Wretched Sus- 
sex Farmer, do you start at the 
idea of going to France 1 Should 
you start at the idea of going to 
Northamptonshire ? It is not half 
the distance to my farms in France, 
and the journey not a fourth part 
so expensive. Wretched Sussex 
farmer, you, who have often to . 
go to gaol for want of means to 
pay your hop-duty, I have a bop- 
garden to let - ? and I have none of 
those Excisemen, Supervisors, 
Commissioners, and other masters, 
Jbefore whom you have to bend, 
to torment you upon, my estate, 
for, be it known to you, Sussex .

Mr. Hoggabtp writes m a tnaef 
And pithy style ; %ut his epistle 
being feariy interpreted, this is 
what Mr. Haooaby says to the 
Fanners of England.

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«« samXteary of rtttgio*," he 
seems, to hare* forgotten to .pro- 
duce emMtiking instance* 'of his 
assertions, the circumstance's re- 
lating, to. the affairs of FATftRfl itt 
Go» JooBr,arN and 5 John Movkl- 
imt, and of Dr. JspfrsoN and the 
GjtAVB&^oiaeER.

direct blow at those jolterheads 
who shouted their applause at all 
the acts of Sidfaoiith aAd Castle- 
reagh, and ' who chuckled with 
delight till the water ran out of 
their mouths at the passing of the; 
Power-of- Imprisonment BiU in 
1017; at the issuing of Sidmouth's 
Circular; at the execution oif 
Brandreth Turner and Lud- 
lam ill 1818 ; at the Manchester 
affair; and at the passing of the 
Six-Acts in 1819 ;*~and at the exe- 
cution of Mr? Thistlewood and his 
associates in 1820 ; because it is , 
a direct blow into the bowels, of 
those jolterheads who thought that 
the reformers were crushed lor 
ever, and who were so indecent in 
their expressions of joy upon the 
occasion. I know well how Mr. 
Hogg art's epistle will work, t ' 
know ho iv many scores and huh-'' 
dreds of tenants it will induce to 
set their' landlords at (defiance ;[ t 
and I know what pleasure it roust 
give to every man who wishes to f 
see justice take place. 

But, my Lord, let us take ano- 
ther view of this matter : let us .

Hoggart asks English farmers tor . 
gdan^'seWe in France, 1 we have 
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no p^oof that they will do it. this 
i» very true ; but the foot js that 
they have done it already ; that 
they bare been doing it a long 
while; and that Mr. Hogoabt's 
epistle is a consequence rather 
than a cause. It is put forth be* 
cause there are already numerous 
farmers settled in France. Two 
years, ago I mentioned some Eng* 
Ksh or Scotch farmers heing set- 
tled on the banks of the Loire. In 
a Register of about a month ago 
I mentioned two farmers, whom I 
had seen, and who had been to 
France, in order to take a look at 
the thing, preparatory, very likely, 
to migrating themselves with their 
families. Mr. Hoggart's epistle 
has not, then, arisen purely out of 
tha^ eloquent gentleman's mind ; 
but has been suggested to him by 
his principals, who are landlords 
in trance, and wjio have, thought 
of getting English tenants, because 
they see other landlords: who 
already have English tenants. 
This is the true state of the case; 
and therefore what we have now 
to do is, for mine and for your 
Lordship's amusement, to inquire 
a little, first into the causes and 
then into the probable conse- 
quences of this transfer of farmers 
from fcngiarid to France.

" To Mr. Cobbett certainly be-

. things are not taught. The owners 
and occupiers of the land are deeply 
interested in this matter.

The Flour trade still remains in

was purchased on speculation; by 
orders chiefly from Scotland, and 
the trade became more lively, and 
sales were made on about the same 
terms as Friday last.

Me /tftwcaarfe tkkMngta?*- ^ 
rto "vtrantmmting the wretefo* 
jAffoxaiM into the condition,'' and 
sd forth, thatis nonsense too beast- 
ly totalised by any tme but a son 
of cartt. To pot yotnr meaning 
into plain English, it conies to 
-this, that yon want the inhabitants 
* of this country and of Scotland 
. and Ireland, to do something that 
•: shall make the West India Blacks 
*zs well off as the working part of 
the Whites in these countries. 

Now, this being your meaning, 
there is no man who knows any 
thing at all of the real situation- of 
the Blacks, who will not declare 
you to te totally ignorant of the 
subject on which you are writing } 
v or to be a most consummate hy- 
pocrite. Why do you not give us 
-something of a description of the 
labours, the lodging, the food, the 
drink, the state of health, and par* 
lioulary, of the-nature and quan- 
tity of the food, and fee nature and 
quantity of the labour, lathe West, 



Indies, You do not give us any 
account of these. You pretend 
to. want the Blacks to be as free as 
British, labousert ; but you dp not 
tell qs,wfcat yoiun**a.b# AejwrdU, 
freedom* The devil a bit do you 
make any comparison between the 
lives which the Blaeks lead, and. 
the lives which tbeWhite labourers 
ilead. When there were a parqel 
of bothering petitions before the 
House of Commons last winter* 
^ative to the Black, slavery, Mr, 
Jamev Member for Carlisle, ojb-^ 
served tkW. he to* w^y to per- 
ceive that, wbiie th* Black slavs* 
had so many friends, tBe poo* 
White slaves, in tbis kingdom ap- 
peared to have no friends at all in. 
mfeHaswe.Iam,inthi$Jetter 9 abont ,- 
to give some little account of these 
unfortunate White slaves men- 
tioned by Mr. Jam**, and of tlie 
laws which affect them. Y^ talk 
a great deal about the partiality of 
the laws, in the West Indies. 
What you say about the inhuma- 
nity of these laws is right enough ; 
but have you WilberfoTce, have 
you ever done any thing to miti- 
gate the laws which exist in this 
country with regard to those free 
British labourer of which you so , v 
cantingly talk? , Tfoverhav* yo* . 
done.one single acV in, favour of * 
the labourers of this country ; but, *, t 
many and »any an act havo- 
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you done agstinstnfiejn. In tWs>' 
canting a»i& rubbishy* pamphlet, 
ysa Mug forward in the way of 
efcaige against the Wfest Iidi* 
planters^ AAseraWiefc, tfcfc fo1 J 
lowing: that -•«• the tiffing of a 
" slave was not to bfe punished, 
"aecsrditig tavh&r law*, unless 
* the killing were committed trim- 
" tonly, or from bloodimiridedness 
"'or cruel infertii&n. Afcd; 1 ' say 
ysu* ^iest titere should %e any 
"dispttrittoi* to vMf tfte crime 
44 too severely, fr *a« specially 
" enacted, that, 'if 'any Negro or 
"other sWe, White iirfder pufriih- 
" meat by his master^ master's 
" order, lb* raiiiiing*away, or any 
"other -Crimea- or mig fcfema nors 
^towards hfe saMtnasfery unfor- 
"tunaffery shtU^stiffer in Hfe or 
" »!«&&**, which seldom happens, 
^ftojier&ott wfteietoei'iAa#$e UMe 
"to anyfirie therefore.' * ■' This is 
perfectly damnable, to be sure: 
Htk is* tyranny: here is horrible 
slavery : the tyrant* 'ought' to be 
stricken doWby thflnderbalts, or 
to be otherwise destroyed. But, 
Wllbfcfrforcey listen to me a bit; 
did yoix never hear of a parcel 1 of 
peeple, who were assembled at 
Ma«che8teT'on the lttif August, 
18J&. Th^ wcffle persons whom 
ye* eafll fre4 British labourers. 
W%ir > then j tftesfr labtrafre** had 
B&^run'awa^tfftmi any masters. 



Hkeyfaci committed no crime* or 
misdemeanors towards any mas* 
ters. About irve hundred-of them 
w*re # nevertheless, killed o^ 
wounded : they suffered "in lifl. 
or member.* Andpray r Wil^ 
bebforce, was any body punishecb 
fbt killing' and wounding them* 
Did any body pay any fines for* 
killing and 'wounding these free 
British labourers! Were no* 
those who cenmutted. the kilHngt 
and wounding thanked fqrthe» 
good conduct ou lhat ^ceasionS 
Did you ever objects to these 
thank*! Did you not object td 
any parliamentary inquiry into 
the conduct of those* who caused 
that killing and wounding f Weft. 
then, this was. all right, war it 8 
The killing and wounding at Mao*. 
Chester was- right i the thanking of 
the killers and wounders was rights 
it was right to applaud the conduct 
of the Ministers, and to object to 
inquiry. , I find no fault of any 
body about this, mind. I am not 
discussing this matter now, though 
this matter will hare to be dis* 
cussed one of these days. But 
if these' things ware alL right, it 
being right that alt these things 
should take place with; regard to 
"free, British labdurem," frsf 
tell us, \¥ilberforce,^vhy a person 
should suffer any fine : for; ae* 
*identally> killings for, over>po> 

R2 
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nishing unto death, a runaway 
negro. 

You cannot be. ignorant, that a 
Coroner's Inquest declared that an 
English soldier died in Yorkshire 
last year, in coniequence of hav- 
ing been over-flogged. This was 
not a free British labourer, to be 
sure ; but it was a British soldier. 
Did you ever hear, Wilberforce, 
of any body having been fined, or 
having suffered in any way, for 
, causing death to come to that man 
hy over-flogging? This was a 
parallel case' to the one selected 
by you. The soldier had com- 
mitted a crime. He was flogged, 
and died in consequence of the 
flogging. Nobody was fined for 
it, nor called to account for it. 
Well, then, why did you not, in 
fairness to the West India plan- 
ters, quote this case ! Why did 
you not show that British soldiers 
might suffer in life or member 
while under punishment, and that 
no persons were liable to fine for 
it? Why did you not make an 
appeal to the " religion, justice, 
" and humanity" of the nation, in 
behalf of British soldiers, and of 
your famously free British la- 
bourers at Manchester! You 
have selected certainly the most 
odious, the most tyrannical, the 
most terrible, part of the Colonial 
Code; and yet you dee what a 



pitiful figure you intake with it. 
Before jou set about appealing 
again in behalf of the Black slaves, 
pray say a little something about 
the two cases that I have just m op- 
tioned ; and endeavour to recollect 
the state of the people of Ireland, 
living, or rMher existing, . under 
that renowned law,, .the Insurrec- 
tion Act. 

However, I an> rather wander- 
ing from my purpose, it being at 
present my intention fy> give some 
account of the state of the "free 
British labourers", of the Cptfon- 
factories in the North; and to 
introduce, $nd put upon record, 
the speech of Ajndkew Ryj>ixa, 
who, some time ago, cut Hoa- 
rocks with a cleaver; Your ap- 
peal is, to the inhabitants of this- 
country. You make your appeal 
in Piccadilly, London, amongst 
those who are wallowing in luxu- 
ries, proceeding from the labour 
of the people. You should have 
gone to the gravel-pits* and made, 
your appeal to the wretched crea- 
tures with bits of sacks round their 
shoulders, and with hay-bands 
round their legs : You should have 
gone to the road-side, and made 
your appeal to the emaciated, 
half-dead things who are there 
cracking stones to make roads as 
level as a die for the. tax-eaters to 
ride on. What fin insult it is, an$ 
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what an unfeeling, what a cold- 
blooded hypocrite must he be that 
can send it forth ; /what an insult 
tocallupoii people under the 
riarhe of free "British labourers; 
to appeal to them in behalf of 
Black slaves, when tliese free Bri- 
tish labourers ; these poor mocked, 
degraded wretches would be happy 
to lick, the dishes and bowls, 
out of which the Black slaves 
hare breakfasted, dined or supped. 
What! while it is notorious that 
mHHons of human beings in these 
wretched countries never taste of 
food olhcr than that which is not 
sufficient to nourish even a poor 
pig; when it is in evidence before 
the House of Commons itself, that 
English labourers, once so well 
fed, carry even to the field with 
them cold potatoes instead of meat 
and bread! Talk, indeed, of 
" transmuting the wretched Afri- 
cans into this condition/' If the 
West India planters were to 
attempt such transmutation, they 
would' speedily have to repent of 
it. If they were to attempt to 
give' ] their Black slaves potatoes 
instead of the Indian meal and 
porfr'aW rice, which, they do give 
theft'! f it* (hey were *to attempt 
suW f transmutation, they would 
soUi^fitw?, that, to submit quietly 
to^he^ktfng of cold potatoes, men 
mfasVWuftder that TttlNG which 



is ailed the u envy of surround' 
" ing nations, and the admiration 
" of the world!" But, and this 
brings you to the test, can you 
produce us any instance of negro 
slaves starved to death? Away 
with all your trash about "free 
British labourers," and about 
" moral sentiment." You s^em 
to question in one place, whether 
the Blacks be, " as yet, fit for 
" the enjoyment of British free- 
" dom" This is nearly in the words 
of that old canting vagabond, 
Judge Mackeen, of Pennsylva- 
nia, when speaking of the French 
nation. Fit for the enjoyment of 
what, Wilberforce! You seem 
to doubt whether they be as yet 
fit for the enjoyment of this bless- 
ed thing. But, surely, they may 
be fit to be shut up in their huts 
from sunset to sunrise. A part of 
these free British labourers are 
so shut up ; and if they transgress, 
they are, without Trial by Jury, 
liable to be transported for seven 
years. That is pretty well for a 
British labourer, but, let me bring 
you back to the point. You never 
attempt to tell us ; you never so 
much as insinuate that the Blacks 
perish or even suffer for want of t 
food. But it is notorious that great , 
numbers of your " fr&e British , 
labourers" have actually diedj 
from starvation; and that, too, at 
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a time when the' Minister declared 
froth his seat in Patfinment that 
there was in the country an over- 
production of food. r This is no- 
torious. This can be denied by 
' ho one. 'The devil himself, if he 
were to come to the assistance of 
the hypocrites, could not emboli 
lien them to deny this fact. This 
being the case, then ; and it being 
equally notorious that no Black 
slave ever suffered for want of 
food, will not the care, will not the 
anxiety of a really humane Eng- 
lishman be directed towards the 
Whites, instead of towards the 
Slacks, until, at any rate, the situa- 
tion of the former be made to be 
towgtod as that of the latter. A very 
-large portion of the agricultural 
labourers of England. A very 
.large portion of those who raise 
tall the food, who make all the 
buildings, who prepare all the 
fuel, who, in short, by their la- 
bour, sustain the community. A 
(very large part of these exist in a 
•state of almost incessant hunger. 
The size of the people is dimi- 
nishing from this cause. 'They 
i are becoming a feeble raee, they 
suffer from numerous bodily ail- 
. ments engendered by the poverty 
r of their food. Their dress is fast 
'becoming nothing but rags; and, 
• in short, every hardship and every 
^suffering that labour and poverty 



and *tar*itton can inflictf are be- 
eaining their lot You knew this 
ar well as I do^Jmt instead of 
being, as rl am, engaged in con- 
stant endeavours te put an end to 
this degradation and suffering, 
you are constantly endeavouring 
to perpetuate them. Never do 
you utter a syttable against any 
of the measures .by which the 
suffering of the labouring classes 
has been produced : never do you 
propose, second, approve of, or in 
any way give countenance to>< any 
<hing tending to tarn the vJUan- 
ous cold potatoes into bread y> and 
you do all the mischief which it 
is in your power to do, by endea- 
vouring to draw public attention 
away from the real sufferings of 
the people at home to the imagi- 
nary sufferings of the Black* In 
many respects, your charges 
against the West India planters 
and Assemblies are fake; and 
the whole of whai you iay 
about them is a tissue of dk- 
igurings and misrepresenting*' 
But, suppose the whde to be tm> 
Still it is manifest fronnyoa* own 
showing, or, at least, up** ^ 
supposition that you havesboiw 
all; it is manifest that your *ft* 
British/labourers" are worse off 
than your Black slaves. TWafart 
alone is sufficient to ehajactori* 
you and your endeavours. W 
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-my charge against you is this: 
that you da the labourers of Eng- 

-Jaocigreat ham, or, at least, all 
the harm in your power ; that you 

i not only do them: no good; that 
yon, the gre^t canter and noise* 
maker about humanity, never 

< seem to admit that they hate any 
thing to complain of; bat, on the 
contrary, that you describe their 

. situation &s desirable, by putting 
it in contrast with that of the 

' Blacks, by the use of the words 
free and freedom, as applicable to 

i their situation ; and in short, by 
every trick that the invention of a 

. crafty, political hypocrite can fur 

* ntsh. 

. Thus far by : way of preface to 

1 the- speech of Andrew Ryding, 

< which speech I think it my duty 
to put upon record, as mosjt 
strongly illustrative of the ten- 
dency of 1 that system which is 
"the envy of surrounding net- 
u turns, end the admiration of 
"the world;" of that system of 

1 wbieh you are the eulogist ; of that 
system for the blessed enjoyment 
of which (so elevated does it cause 
human beings to be) you seem to 
-doubt whether even your beloved 
Blacks are as yet fit. I shall have 

*a* good deal to say, <by*and-by, 
upon the matters contained in this 

'HMMl^eloquent speech of Andrew 
Hyping. At present, and before 



I insert it, I have only a few words 
to<say with Regard to the, occasion 
that brought it forth. 

Some timo ago, the newspapers 
informed us that Andbew By- 
mno, a cottoa-apinner of Prestoi* 
in Lancashire, had attacked and- 
wounded Horrocks, who is a big 
manufacturer at that place, and . 
who is also a Member of Par- 
liament The vile newspapers - 
called Rydikg an assassin, just 
as they -called the fellows who, in, 
derision, threw a child's rattle at 
Wellesley. However, Ryding 
has been tried for his life, at the 
late Assizes at Lancaster, The 
account of this trial, though very 
likely imperfect enough, has kt ua 
into the history of the cause of this 
attack upon Horrocks, In the 
prisoner's most interesting and 
most eloquent speech we have 
this cause most fully stated. There 
was, it appears, a lawyer by the 
name of Jones, who cross-ex- 
amined the witnesses for the pri- 
soner. This Mr. Jones did, it 
appears, entreat the prisoner to 
desist from general observations ; 
but the prisoner said, " I beg that 
"the counsel will allow me to 
" choose for myself." 

It is necessary to premise fur- 
ther, that Horrocks is partner 
with one Miller, and that they 
are enormously big manufacturers 
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atiPrestop, for wtricK place Hd*- 
HO<!fc£ l is -aMfertberJbt'Parliaaie^ 
The turn-wt of which tne|ttIsoner 
speaks, was to prevent a-Jowefring 
of. wages amongst the ' spinners. 
The mimrte description which the 
prisoner gave of tjie sufferings of 
these poor men and their families 
was, as will be seen, not inserted 
4>y the reporter* This must have 
' been a very important part of the 
/speech, and it ought to have 
been inserted. However, I take 
-the speech as I find it reported in 
the Morning Chronicle, hoping 
that the public will attend to every 
part of it. It is a speech of much 
greater importance than that de- 
liiipred, the other day, by the 
Lords' Commissioners, in the 
House of Lords; and it forms a 
pretty good commentary on the 
.boastings about " envy ofsur- 
" rounding nations, and acjmira- 
-" tion of the world." 

' u The case was here closed for the 

prosecution, and Mr. Justice Bay- 
ley haying intimated to the pri- 
soner that the time had arrived for 
him to offer any thing he had wish- 

. ed to communicate, his Counsel 
being only allowed to examine 

. witnesses. 

" The Prisoner replied with a 
firm tone, that he had much to 
offer— much to dwell upon, but the 

. only difficulty, and he trusted his 
Lordship would remove it, was 
where he was to begin. Am I, said 
he, at liberty to begin when I first 
conceived the subject— when the 
thought entered my mind, or am I 



to begin at that time wjmjjthe , 
thought was put into execution t[ 
"Mr.JusticeBwLfcY. — Yotfmust 
notadviseine; itis not ;y<Hir pro- 
vince. You have your own Coun- 
sel, and' consult with him ; by so- 
d oi ng y ou wi IT be better prepared 
to enter on your defence. , ., . 

"Prisoner.— AH I demand, or 
rather wish to be informed of is, 
am I at liberty to begin where fl/ke 
in the course 1 of this transaction. 

"Mr: Justice Bayley.— Most cer- 
tainly where you like ; take the ad- 
vice of your Counsel, and take 
your own time; 

"Prisoner— Then,Gentlemen,I 
shall describe the whole thing from 
the beginning. ' 

44 The Prisoner resumed* These 
are the facts. The lirst time the 
thought occurred to me of attack- 
ing Mr. Horrocks, was at the turn- 
out two years past, and from that 
time how it continued, to gain a 
footing in my mind. Both M r . Hor- 
rocks and Mr .Miller were unknown 
to me personally, but I made every 
exertion subsequently, . both to 
know and See who they were ; and 
the result of my information' was, 
that they two itcre the sole cause of the 
falling off in the wages of' the winner?. 
Every thing I heard or learnt 
added to that conviritiou. Jwastben 
spinning for Mr. Kay. We were 
in the habit of asking his Manager, 
who reduced the wages ten per 
cent. The unequivocal answer 
was, that it proceeded from Mr. Hor- 
rocks at a Meeting of tho Masters. 
We were told that Mr. K,av f\* 
Mr. Paley both objected to the fall, 
but still the fall took place. The 
Manager told us what occurred at 
that Meeting of the Masters; wc 
found that many of the Masters 
declared that it would Jbave^een 
better for the men to be dropt (re- 
duced in wages), for they were re- 
ceiving too much.' Owr un jwrm 
question was, Who is the cause? lt£ 
Manager answered, sometimes witn 
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a lapgb, that Mr.Horrocks was, and 
that it V/qp'agreed that all the Musters, 
should lower as he did. It was asked 
by' us, Whether the Wasters allow- 
ed Mt. Horrocks to, be their head, 
and act as leader over them ? The 
Manager laughed but said nothing. 
After turning. the subject over in 
our minds, we. all agreed to turn out, 
and to resist a decision which bore 
so heavily upon us. The factory of 
Mr. Horrocks, as well as those of 
the other Masters, stopped, that is, 
not that his workmen deserted him, 
but because they would not work 
in our room at Mr. Kay's factory, 
when we went away. We had two 
meetings at the Green Man, in 
Preston, where we agreed to strike 
for the ten per. cent, reduced. 
There are regulations in all fac* 
tories, by which a wo i km an is 
hound to give the master a month's 
notice-before he quits the wheel, 
and nevertheless Mr, Horrock's people 
were turning off' the men without any 
notice at all, because the men re- 
fused (o go to work in another fac- 
tory, and for thus refusing, there, are 
at this moment some of these men 
suffering imprisonment for two months 
in the I louse ©f Correction at Pres- 
ton. The men were determined, 
and stack by their resolution, and 
would not work for some time. We 
remained out three weeks, and 
finding on the third week that men 
were procured from one factory to 
work in another, seme of us went 
back to our wheels at Mr. Kay's. 
It was under such circumstances 
that we judged it proper to return. 
" On our return, we understood 
that* Mr. Kay wished to exajninc 
ns apart, and that he would take 
no advantage of what any man 
said. But he examined us in a 
body as one might say. He first 
questioned a man called Naylor, 
and said, * Now do you deserve 
any thing, Naylor ? What .ought 
you to get for your voyage ? You 
are f\ drunkard and an idle fellow, 
and shall have no loom here.' 
Naylor cried, but Mr. Kay added, 



* So you went delegating and bor- 
rowing money for these people, 
and abusing me every where ? fir*; 
that you stall no*, w Ark here/ 
Such was the, treatment of Nay- 
lor. Then came Wilson's case. He 
was also abused und denied zeork. ^he 
tlurd man used so was Hodges, and 
he was also called idle and drunken, 
although I solemnly bejieve (,^hat-* 
ever was the fact as to the other 
two) that llodges had not drank 
liquor for live months. It is not 
my intention to say that he was 
never addicted, but 1 know that the 
Methodists (I do not- belong to them) 
got hold of him; and be thence 
dropt liquor ; for he himself told 
me that he would try how his body 
would fare by giving it up for a 
year, and he was in the act of that 
trying when this charge of drunk- 
enness was made against him. J. 
know that he never, for some 
months, tasted a seeond pint of 
beer j and, as tp spirits, I well 
knew he took none. When I knew 
that, I went forward to Mr. J£ay, 
and said what was true of the man 
at that present time. For .so doing 
I was taunted by Mr. Kay, whp 
said — Oh ! I suppose Hodges gave 
you more than your share of the 
subscription money at the meet- 
ings, or an additional glass of ale 
or grog. I answered, Why speak 
so, Mr. Kay ; do. I deserve it from 
you? I do not believe Hodges 
would bribe any one ; and even if 
he were capable, why do you sup- 
pose that I am. a man to be bribed 
over or won by such means ? . I 
said so, because his Manager had 
often told me I was the only honest 
and not cheating spinner in the fac- 
tory. . I was called by him « his 
honest man.' I answered, Gall me 
not a man, for lam not yet— being 
under twenty-one years of age. It 
was thus Mr. Kay wanted to make 
Hodges out a drunkard, and me a 
rogue ; and acting thus at the very 
time when all the Masters had bound 
themselves by a solemn oath (though 
complaining of the emanation of 
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tkemen), as I beHev c^ ataH 1 events, 
rff *ot by an oath, they bourn* them~ 
atolves by their signatures to forfeit a 
penalty of three hundred pounds 
(whicb I have been told has been 
♦in some instances paid by 'Masters, 
not agreeing.) This- worked upon my 
*mnd 9 it - perplexed and confused 
tne. I knew not what to do to obtain 
justice; I prayed to the Almighty 
sometimes on my knees, before I 
lay down on my bed. * Sometimes 
in the bed itself, (for, my Lord, it is 
<my habit to pray one way or the 
other every night,) to guide me how 1 
untght to act in this perplexity. 1 never 
'injured any man. I had no disposi- 
tion to murder or harm any person, 
having no inclination to be un- 
just; but- with the thought I could 
'scarcely sleep an hour, I awoke 
before five o'clock the next morn- 
ing. The thing stuck in my mind. 
It is false to say that I said 1 would 
•shoot him ; my words were, that I 
'might shoot him. I believed that 
Masters who treated their work- 
men thns ought to suffer something. 
These- were my thoughts in April 
1821, at the time of the torn oat. 
I then worked with Mr. Kay ; I 
was also a Member and one of the 
Committee of the Preston Union. 
We met at the Green Man, and 
at one of these meetings (but 
•remember I was not present), 
<Walton, the constable, suddenly 
came in upon the people, and 
seized their Books, without pro- 
ducing any warrant or authority 
•whatsoever; I was on my way to 
the meeting when he did so, and I 
•met some of the men running away ; 
I cried out, ' You cowards, what 
are you about, to suffer any man to 
treat you thus, re tarn, and compel 
him to give back your books; for 
what purpose do you thus fly?' They 
went back) caught Walker by the 
'throat ; a scuffle arose, and one man 
had his coat torn from his back ; the 
^constable had thrown the books out 
of the window, but his throat was 
let loose upon a positive pledge of 
getting the books back. They were 



sent bstek on the following ' day. 
This occurrence took place in Jane,. 
1821. Soon after that Mr.* Kay 
sent for him; 1 said, 'Thou pre- 
tendest to be a friend of the poor, 
hut thou art their bitter enemy ;' I 
hoped I was not, and inquired why 
he sent for me [here the prisoner 
adverted to a charge made against 
him for spoiling his work, which 
he denied], and that was that he 
was discharged from the factory. 
[The prisoner then detailed how he 
moved about for work at different 
placesy Warrington and Manches- 
ter, &c. till the end of the year 
1822]. Having been attacked with 
illness, I returned home from Man- 
chester last spring; I certainly did 
bid for pistols at an Auction-room , 
but why I did so, 1 cannot tell. Had 
I the money, I would have bought 
them, although if I really wanted 
the money I could have got it. The 
ill treatment of the men by the masters 
still prevailed in my mind, I could not 
get quit of it.; I could not work as I 
did before; I often spoiled my work. 
The thought took bold of me, I was 
thinking of it while I worked, and 
that was the reason why I could 
not work aswcH as I did before, for 
spinning ream res constant close 
attention. What occasion had 1 for 
pistols ? I never fired one in my 
life. I have fired a gun. I wanted 
to punish or be revenged on both the 
masters who personally did the injury, 
but murder, or intention to murder, 
never entered my mind. I have 
not told my stronger reason ' for 
wishing to punish them. Well, to 
do it shortly ; the three men I told 
you of were tried at Preston Sessions,. 
and punished with imprisonment for 
two months in the House of Correction,. 
where one of them is yet; and though 
very poor 9 they were condemned to 
pay the costs of the law prosecution ; 
that was from twenty to one hundred 
(aid fifty pounds ! 1 1 It was my firm 
resolve to do nothing like a coward. 
Whatever I should do, I deter- 
mined to do in the face of day, and 
before tfeeoyes of 'the world. As 
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&e<caue~ of the* misery I at length' 
resolved to attack Air. Morrocks, but* 
how to do it was* the subject of my 
consideration. I at irst was* in* 
alined to strike hior with a stick; 1 
then I was disposed to slap hhn 
wfeluny fist ; bnt then, •thought I, 
I shall only be brought before the 
'Sessions at rreston, where of justice 
I shall get no part, because he is a 
rich master and I am a poor workman. 
It was this reflection that induced 
me to attack him with some weapon that 
should cut him, but not destroy life. 
iy doing so, I knew well that I 
should be tried for my life ; but then, 
thought I, that trial will take place 
before the country at Lancaster, where 
a hearing will be allowed me, to shew 
to the world the oppression, artd the 
persecution, and the injustice of these 
masters, and 4o ascertain whether 
the Government* under which we 
live will permit to these masters every 
>scrt of combination, at the time when 
if the workmen start at a singlt 
meeting-, the masters are permitted 
4o treat them at their own will and 
.pleasure. [The prisoner here en- 
tered into a description of the par- 
ticular sufferings' attending the im- 
prisonment of the men lie men- 
tioned, and of the conduct of a 
gentleman named Backhouse, who 
wanted,. lie said, to* inveigle into 
the prison, to catch him into a stra- 
tagem that failed, because the 
magistrates refused to go to the 
prison to examine the men, but 
sent for them at the Bull Ion.] This 
treatment of his fellow-workmen 
enraged him very much, and 1 lelt 
-it called and claimed revenge in some 
way for the calamity so inflicted on 
my fellow-creatures. There was no 
justice, I saw plainly, for the poor man, 
though it had been often told to us, 
that the law of this country was equal 
to the poor and to the rich. With that 
impression Jirmly rooted in my mind, 1 
took out the cleaver, not intending to 
*kiH but to cut; I went to Church 
with the expectation of meeting Mr. 
Miller with the Corporation ; I did 
~net think to meet Mr. Horrocks, 



•or I'.was informed 4kat be ?wa» 
conlaed to his bed,. and so ill, in- 
deed, as to nave made his Will. I 
felt the cleaver, and found that it 
was not sharp. I approved of it* 
being so, because it would bruise 
or cut, but not kill. - It was my in- 
tention to* do him bodily harm. Having 
left the Church because Mr. Miller 
was -not there, -on the Church-ter- 
race I saw Mr. Horrocks; I ad- 
vanced before him, and conceived 
he was the* man, I followed after 
him, though with no determined 
purpose. It is very correct that I 
welt know what I have done, but 
I did not at the time know what I 
meant to do. I did not mean to- 
hit him on the head, but on the- 
shoulder; on the head, however,, 
he was hit, though it was**not my 
intention. Mr* Horrocks has 'told 
you what I did ; I do not deny it ;. 
but now it is for you to say to the 
world whether or not you think I 
am guilty of murder, or that I waa 
influenced in the way laid down in 
that indictment* I shall trouble 
you, my Lord and Gentlemen, no 
farther, but only to thank you for 
the attentive and kind attention 
you have given to me." 

This speech speaks for itself 
pretty well ; but many of my 
readers do not fully understand 
the nature of the Combination- , 
Law here alluded to. That law 
ought, however, to be understood 
by every man in the country. 
Within these five or six months, 
the nature of the Game-Laws have 
been made known to. the country* 
Those laws andthe New Trespass- 
Law were but very imperfectly 
known before the date of 'Mr. 
Deller's Petition, and of Lord 

CrANBORNe's B|H. NOW, hOW- 
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ever, the nature of these laws are 
pretty weft known. The Com- 
bination-Law is not jet sufficiently 
known, let us see, then, what it 
is; for had it not been for this 
law, there would, in all proba- 
bility, never have been any of 
those things which finally led to 
Ryding's attack upon Hor rocks. 
The Combination -Law vas 
passed in the year 1799 ; that is 
to say, in the thirty-ninth year 
of the reign of the " good old 
King." ftefore he had bless- 
ed us with another year's reign, 
that Act was repealed and another 
passed in its stead. This last Act, 
which is now in force, was passed 
on the 29th of July, 1800. The 
first Act sets out with saying," That 
" great numbers of journeymen, 
" manufacturers and workmen 
" have, by unlawful meetings and 
" combinations, endeavoured to ob- 
" tain advance of their wages" 
The Act keeps on talking of un- 
lawful combinations, and illegal 
purposes ; hut thcii it takes care, 
in the very first clause, to declare 
such meetings and combinations 
to be illegal Alter this, it goes on 
jovially; and enacts the punish- 
ments which are to attend the 
crjnimUsion of such illegal doirgs. 
In other words, it first makes f he 
thing criminal j and then^ajlots the 
punishment. That punisfymenjis 



imprisonment, in the common gaoly

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bjjrfdkce, that this ptfnishihent is 
inflicted in order to prevent the 
workmen from uniting together, 
and by such union, to obtain an 
addition fo their wages, or, as in 
the case of Rr bxxo and Hor- 
bocks, to prevent their wages from 
berag reduced. Every man's la- 
beur is his property. It is some* 
thing which he has to sell or other- 
wise dispose of. The cotton spin- 
ners bad their labour to sell; or, 
at least, they^thought so. They 
were pretty free to sell it, before 
this Combhiatieri-Law 6f 1800. 
They had their labour.to sell. The 
purchasers .were powerful and 
rich; and wanted them to sell it at 
what the spinners deemed too low 
a price. In order to be a match 
for the rich purchasers, the sellers 
of the labour agree to assist one 
another, and thus to live as well 
as they can ; till they can obtain 
what they deem a proper price. 
Now, what was there wrong in 
this ? What was there either un- 
justor illegal 1 If men be atfacked, 
either in the market or in their 
shops; if butchers, bakers, far- 
mers, millers be attacked, with a 
view of forcing them to sell their 
commodities at a price lower than 
they demand, the assailants are 
deemed rioters, and are hanged ! 
In 1812, a poor woman, who 
seized, or rather, assisted to seize, 



a man's potatoes in the market at 
Manchester, and, in compelling 
him to sell them at a lower price , 
than that which he asked for them : 
this poor woman, who had, very 
likely, a starving family at home, 
was kanged by the neck till she 
was dead! Now, then, if it were 
a crime worthy of death to attempt 
to force potatoes from a farmer \ 
is it a crime in the cotton-spinner 
to attempt to prevent others from 
getting his labour from him at a. 
price lower than he asks for it* 
It is impossible; statutes upon 
statutes may be passed, but it is 
impossible to make a man believe 
that he has fair play, it' fanner's 
property be to be protected in this 
manner, and if it be a crime, to be 
punished by imprisonment, with- 
out Trial by Jury, to endeavour 
to protect the labourer's property* 
This Combination Act does, 
however, say, that the " masters 
" shall not combine agaiqst the 
" workmen." Oh ! well then, how 
fair this Act is! And what did 
Ryding mean, when he talked 
about the partiality of the law % 
What did he mean by saying that 
there was no law for the poor 
man ; that there was no justice ; 
that the masters could do what 
they pleased without being pu- 
nished 1 Why, did he ever read 
this law ? Does he know the con- 
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of the fortieth yearxrf l tbe 
gp*d old Wing, chapter 106 i 
Does not (his law snj that all' 
contracts between matters and 
other perkons ■ for reducing the 
wages! of men ; does not it say r in 
abort, that all sneb comb i na t ions of

though it may bring starvation upon 
thousands of persons ; though it 
may tend {as in numerous cases 
it has tended) to produce breaches 
of the peace, insurrections and all 
their consequences ; though sueh 
way be the nature and tendency 
of these combinations of the mas- 
ters, the utmost punishment that 
the two Justices can inflict, is a 
fine*/ twenty pounds! But, and 
nosy mark die difference.

leas than 2d, per week. It is easy 
to tell this to the public, who can- 
not disprove it : but the public will 
atonee see, that if an individual is *' 
fined, -the fine falls on that indtvi- • 
dual, and is not bornt by the rest-* 
of his jshopmates : therefore, aver- 
age in such cases, may be easy to „ 
Btiltoniensis, — not to the sufferer.

"Thirt -fth.S. keeps a shop, is 
undeniebfe: that he is tenant Eu 
the empfoyer is as true; aud 
pnys 50^» per year rent for ft 
shop five yards square, antl a 
kitchen and housepart sl.\ >anls 
square. The other par,ta of the 
house :vre a war[dng room, a par- 
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lhat famished, and a bed toem 
with two beds. The warpieg room, 
parlour, and bed room, are the 
landlord's, or the* master's* who 
also lets the cellar for 2*. 5rf. per 
week; and, that no avenue of gain 
xftay be missed, the very passage is 
appropriated to a batcher of West- 
houghton, who allows the master 15 
per cent: *f his gain, by selling flesh 
to the work-people.— As to the 
shop, the articles sold are as dear 
as at atffy sihall retail shop in the 
neighbourhood, and dearer than 
they can be had at many places : 
particularly wearing apparel. As 
to the propriety of this shop, it is 
not so easy to say ; but facts will 
speak for themselves.— The master 
of the factory does not force his toork- 
frtcn to buy at the shop ; but if any 
buy at another shop he is challenged, 
and tkte&emd to be turned off* If 
any workman's wife purchase but 
a trifling niatter at another shop, 
(which they would not do if this 
afforded equally cheap and good) 
Mr.S. tellS the bookkeeper, and 

£e latter says tojthef workmen, 
at the master mil not allow such 
nork, and* they must tell their wives 
neither to go to another shbp, not 
gfae sattcy language to the shopkeeper, 
for the master will not allow it. 
' "That persons are SBat from 
Bolton regularly, at stated times, 
to inspect, overhaul, and take 
ahfck, at this shop, is certain; 
which common sense would call a 
I|ftj5>rtety, but at any event, a Targe 
interest flows from it, beside extor- 
tidnaie rent. The public will judge 
for themselves, but much more 
might Ue added. 

41 Amongst the many reports cir- 
culated, falae or true, Bdtamtnsis 
has not taken notice of one, which 
is pretty common, and no less true; 
namely, the extravagant charge 
made for house -rent, at the healthy, 
plentiful, and cheap district a I ready 
qnoted ■ and the public will see, 
that whatever is cheap there, rents 
an noi r Cottages of exceeding 
small dimensions are let to the 



workmen at the factory, «<9t,#r. 
per year; but they have tie rent 
stopped, or rather, they pay it ta^h 
fortnight. A cellar is 2*. 6d., and 
if a house or cellar be empty, and a 
workman comes to work, if he have 
another house or cellar, he must 
pay rent for the empty one, whether 
he occupy it or not; and they have 
afso to bear every species of impo- 
sition without grumbling ; or if any 
thing like that be heard, they are- 
discharged. It may seem strange,, 
yet it is true, that one spinner had 
tp pay rent for one of these habita- 
tions a whole year before he saw 
the key, or had possession ; he had 
it afterwards, hut set it to another 
for six months longer. Sometimes, 
a spinner may be ill, as all men are 
by times; if a person come from. 
Bolton, or elsewhere, to occupy 
those sick wheels, as they are 
termed, though the sick person has 
an habitation, yet the person who 
spins for him must pay for one, if 
there is any empty. People bear 
with these impositions for the sak# 
of employ; who then can suppose 
theni idle, or that they seek or; 
crave exorbitant wages? Them 
earnings go from whence they came,, 
and enrich those who employ them. 
From the account already given*, 
it will be seen that they have no* 
time to make away their earnings 
in extravagance. Why then should 
they not live ? Why should masters 
muzzle the mouth of the ox that, 
treadeth out the corn ? 

" All that was wanted by the 
Tyldesley spinners was to be paid 
as other spinners were for the same 
kind of work; their peculiar heavy 
charges, on many accounts, as has 
been already shewn, required it; 
and, as to the concluding observa- 
tion of Roltoniettxis, respecting whe* 
ther, if there were any room for an 
advance of wages, it should he 
given to the spinner or the weaver? 
To this it may be proper to ob^ 
serve, and every weaver of sense 
will observe it, that the insinuation 
is merely to cajole the weavers, 

S 
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and no more. They are aware that 
no good, ever came from that quar- 
ter* therefore the idea of robbing 
F*ter to pay Paul, is insignificant, 
Jikr its author; a* adyarsee of wa- 
ives is not tlie arpiment, but am 
uniformity with oilier masters. 

" To close the whole subject, 
wbieb is merely done to give the 
im partial public an accurate view 
of the case and its bearings, it is 
boned that the peculiar hardships 
which spinners have to undergo in 
*beir employ, cooped up in factories 
iealcd by steam for 14 hours in 
eaeh day {sate the nominal dinger 
boor), during which they arc sub- 
ject to jtuoh rules as have before 
i>ecn related, and at night in winter 
they have to inhale with every 
respiration the i-ffhwM oft /tt no-vioim 
fftfnnixed with llcftd ; and the whole 
4ay , the dim and cpttimjtying&, which, 
with incessant labour, mi iters them 
old men when others are hale and 
Strong; then, unless they have been 
peculiarly careful, they can turn to 
do business, but pine in a work- 
house. 

"The spinners wish wellto their 
masters, — they grudge them not 
their Rains; but if the golden rule 
of ' * ■ Do to others as you wou Id vr'tan 
Ibem tr> do unto you, 1 ' had been 
observed, then these would not 
have appeared/* 

That, then, WjiiBerfokce, is 
Itie stste of your *' free British 
labourers." Look at the fines ! 
fsee the crafly indention for mulct- 
ing the poor creatures of their 
earnings. Think of the horrid 
atate of things when a fine for 
the tu-o men being together \ can 
be thought of as a thing neces- 
sary to be imposed \ Think of a 
fine, amounting lo a large part of

that, in spite of laws to the con- 
trary, ships in great numbers .are 
fitted out from the United States 
to fetch negroes from the coast of 
Africa. Knowing all these things, 
bow very sincere a man you must 
be to represent the United States 
as holding forth a laudable exam- 
ple. Throughout jour whole pam- 
phlet, you do not even allude to 
the French. The Kmg of Hol- 
land (mighty Sovereign!) most 
readily consented to abolish the 
Slave Trade ! The Governments 
of Spain and Portugal did talk of 
it, I believe. The United States 
of America were your rivals in 
expressions of humanity ; but, 
when it came to the pinch, they 
would by no means consent to the 
right of searching vessels con- 
taining slaves, though the right 
was to be mutual! But, as to 
the French, they condescend to 
give no answer to your cant. 
Their colonies want the slaves, 
and they carry on the traffic in 
contempt of your remonstrances 
'■ and your pTayers. What is the 
use of all your efforts, as long as 
this is the case ? Tou have this 



great nation to contend with ; and 
she is neither to be bullied nor* 
wheedled. Your humane fricnd r 
Castle reach, obtained a stipu- 
lation for the Abolition. What a 
scandalous, what a hypocritical 
proceeding ! The Debt, however, 
soon pulled the thing down, made 
it repent of having beld itself 
forth as a conqueror ; and, at any 
rate, if it had not the grace to re- 
pent, compelled it to desist, made 
it hold its saucy tongue and sub- 
mit in silence. 

Great efforts are made to dis- 
guise the chagrin and mortifica- 
tion which the THING is now 
experiencing from the conduct of 
France. I know of few persons 
who have had more to do than 
you have in the causing of this 
mortification. It is now manifest 
to the whole world that France 
must Ibecome our master, unless 
we shake off the burdens which 
we have brought upon ourselves 
in order to possess the means of 
effecting what was hoped would 
be her ruin. We are now strug- 
gling against this Debt, and while 
we are thus engaged, she will deal 
us blow after blow. For my part, 
I hare long foreseen and foretold,, 
that such would be the conse- 
quences of the wars against France* 
Others now r say the same thing,

only oflence given to these tbi.ee 
Magistrates, and to Sir Janoga. 
Gardiner in particular, and is de- 
clared to be my " object to remove /. 
" all imputation of blame frottxaxy* 
" self,and Xofix it upon others." -N,ow, *- 
I would emphatically ask, ." Is 
" there not blame imputable to 
" others, and has not their conduct 
" been one cause of the enrars.?** 
For how could I. charge myself 
with, or account for, any monies, 
that had not boon paid to me^notv 
as I knew, to any one else ; and J 
would also ask, Why did Mr. WoocU 
ham suffer his clerks, or his ne- 
phew, to receive Rates, and espe- 
cially receive them himself, without 
their being immediately paid oner to 
me, that 1 might have aoeoiHtfed 
for them? 

Why Sir James Gardiner has 
thus sacrificed me to exonerate 
Woodham from all blame, and 
why, pending the inquiry, he so* 
often partook of Mr. Woodhawa'A 
hospitalities, he best Jtnows, hut I 
know a little too. 

I have rendered him services ^rf 
various kinds, for many years past* 
and I know of ao breach in our 
friendship until it became so:appa» 
rent in the letter of the 4tb June* 
signed by him and Pr. Newbott 
and Mr. Wright. 

To them, therefore, I thus address 
myself, through you — " I dare 
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T*fcfci« wwernmH*" of anyone* 
fac* that «an jostffy them in re-. 
tractiag one word of what I have 
stated from the first Report, which 
waft drawn by Sir James Gardiner, 
and signed by all of them, though 
attannts were matte in the final 
Report to take from me their pre- 
vioas acquittal of all known error, 
and by ^pfawsifefe inferences (hut 
which can be, and* shall be, moat 
satisfactorily -answered and re- 
ms**d)4ofix a stigma on my name, 
which they know, and haw re- 
peatedly declared, does not attach 
toft. Wheal first saw Sir James 
Gardiner* and Mr. Wright on the 
subject, and when, in the presence 
of my clerk, Mr. Roberts, they 
aoooitted me* of ail previous know- 
ledge of the existing errors, and 
which I was the first person to dis- 
cover and to solicit an inquiry into, 
I expressed myself thus : — " I do 
"dot caw to what own the errors 
"may amount, I will pay them; 
"leave me but my good name, and I 
" shall he content." 

I cannot conclude tins address 
(which has imperceptibly, but un- 
avoidably, extended to such a 
length,) better than by repeating 
what I have so frequently said be- 
fore-*" If any one ever knew me 
" gadlty of a dishonourable, or even 
"an ungenerous act, I desire they 
** willcome forward and state it" 

The character of < every man is, 
in my opinion, more dear to him 
&aa money or ptaee ; but to me, 
holding the public o#ces I have 
done and still do, and who have so 
fergea family that must be bene- 
fited or suffer by the charaoter that 
I may deserve and leave behind 
me, it is every thing that can give 
ftflnselation and sorpport, and shall 
be defended at all hazards ; and 
I am sure that all those who wish 
«*e wdU- will see- that I am j ustified 
in my endeavours to preserve it.

Here is a large tract 
of land ijpon these hills at Dover, 
which is the property of the pub- 
lic* having been purchased -at an 
enormous expense. This is now 
let out as pasture land to people 
of the town, I dare say that the 
letting of this land is a curious 
affair. If there were a Member 
for Dover who would do what he 
ought to do, he would soon get 
before the public a list of the te- 
nants, and of the rents paid by 
them. 1 I should like very much 
to see such list. Butter worth, the 
bookseller in Fleet Street; he- 
who is a sort of metropolitan of 
the methodists, is one of the Mem- 
bers for Dover. The other is, I 
believe, that Wilbraham or Bootle 
or Bostle Wilbraham, or some such 
name, that is a Lancashire magis- 
trate.

However, there is nothing of this 
sort that can, in the present state 
of things be deemed to be of any 
real consequence. As long as the 
people at Whitehall can go on 
paying the interest of the debt in 
full, so long will there be no 
change worth the attention of any 
rational man. In the meanwhile,

had, last year, an Italian summer. 
When the wheat, or other grain 
has to ripen in wet weather, it 
will not he bright, as it will when 
it has to ripen m fait Weather. 
It will have a dingy oir clouded 
appearance; and, perhaps, the 
flour anay not be quite so good. 
The wheat, in fact, will not be so 
heavy. In order to enable others 
to judge, as well as myself, I took 
samples from the fields as I went 
along. I took them very fairly, 
and, as often as I thought that 
there was any material change in 
the soil, or other circumstances.

^hillings, is very fast coming down 
.to' forty. The beast who wrote 
this paragraph ; the pretty beast ; 
this " envy of surrounding na- 
tions *' wrote it on the 27th of 
, August, a soaking wet Saturday ! 
The pretty beast was not aware, 
£hat the next day was going to 
3>e fine, and that we were to have 
conly the succeeding Tuesday and 
half the following Saturday of 
wet weather until the whole of 
the harvest should be in. The 
gpretty beast wrote while the rain 
was spattering against the win- 
dow; and he did " not speak 
lightly" but was fully aware that 
the highest quarters, having made 
.inquiries of the qualified quar- 
ters, were sure that wheat would

^ensuing year. What will be 

the price of wheat it is impossible

I do not 
say, that the average of wheat 
will come down to thirty-two shil- 
lings; but this I know, that, at 
Reading, last Saturday, about 
forty ^five shillings was the price; 
and I hear, that, in Norfolk, the 
price is forty -two. The highest 
quarters, and the infamous Lon- 
don press, will, at any rate, he 
prettily exposed, before Christ- 
mas. Old Sir Thomas Leth- 
brjdge, too, and Gaffer Gooch,

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wifl putge Itself of .rotten bo- 
roughs, of vile boroughmongers, 
*heir t^ols and their slop-gaps ; 
it will purge itself of all the vil- 
ianies which now corrode its 
heart ; it will, id short, free itself 
from those curses, which the ex- 
penditure of eight or nine hun- 
dred millions of English money 
took place in order to make per- 
petual : it will, in short, become 
as free from oppression, as .easy 
and as happy as the gallant and 
sensible nation on the other Bide) 
of the Channel. — This is the sort 
•of renovation, but not renovation 
by the means of wheat at seventy 
tibJBings a quarter. Renovation 
it wifl have : it will rouse and will 
shake from itself curses like the 
• pension which is paid to Burke's 
executors. This is the sort of reno- 
vation, 'Mall soul; " and not wheat 
i-at/TOs. »a quarter while it is at 
twenty-five shillings a quarter in 
France. Pray observe, reader, 
how the "tall j soul" catcked at 
4he.jri$e in the price of wheat: 
hpw he mapped at it : how quickly 
She ceased his attacks upon the 
Whitehall people and upon the 
fi^ys^m. He thought he had.been 
. y 4e^e}ved : he thought that things 
w^e <*m)ing. aboot again ; and so 
he ^re]wjtthiR horns, and began 
^to ta^t , about the -self-reooratm^ 
-coonlry. This *ras me tone of 



them all. This was the tone *>f 
all Ihe borougbmongers ; ,all ibe 
friends of the System ; all those, 
who, like Letbtbrt dge, had begun 
to be staggered.

Now, it is notorious, that, 
heretofore, every periodical p&W 
lication in this kingdom was in 
the constant -hatbit of lamenting, 
when -bfead beeatne dear, and of 
rejoicing, vtheu ft -became cheap. 
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This is notorious. Nay, it jj 
equally notorious, that this infa- 
mous press was everlastingly as-* 
sailing bakers, and millers, and 
butchers, for not selling bread, 
flour, and meat cheaper than they 
•were selling them. In how many 
hundreds of instances has this in- 
famous press caused attacks to be 
made by the mob upon tradesmen 
of this description! All these 
things are notorious. Moreover, 
notorious it is that, long previous 
to every harvest, this infamous, 
this execrable, this beastly ; press, 
was engaged in shunning the. 
public with accounts of the great 
crop which was just coming for? 
•ward ! , There was always,, vrijh 
this press, 4. prodigiously large 
crop. This was invariably Jbe, 
case. 4 It was never known to, be 
the contrary,— Now these things 
are, perfectly, well known to every 
man in England. , How comes it, 
then, reader, thaj the, profligate, 

. the tradjpg,.tJie, tying* M tjje in* 
famous press of London, has now 
totally changed its tqne and bia*. 

. The base thing neyer now tells 
119 that tljere is a great crpp jo*. 
even a good crop. JU^ever.now. 
wants cheap bread and cheaprd< 
w^eata^c^eapjneaV Jtnexer, 
now finds fault of bakers iand 
butchers.

On Fuji v'&tt i me, and here y pu be-

corn Held ; nor did I see witch 
corn again (ilj I came up tipfin 
the high lands uhout Wii'itnev, \ 
on this side of Dxftrtl, where, for t 
many miles* the whole corn crop 
is already housed ; and here, for 
t!*e first time, I saw a good many 
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fields of wheat 'just up ; some a*p- 
pearin^ \o have been up ahout a 
week or ten days. Between Bun- 
ford, which is on the 'borders of 
OtfFOHtJSHiBE, and NorthlIUcii, 
which is on the borders of 
Gloucester sin arc, I saw the fir.st 
field of uncut wheat since quilting 
London ; ant! here they do not 
appear to be any thing like so 
forward with their harvest as they 
are a Tew miles back. ! euunted 
nine fields of wheat out between 
Hi; n ford and CnEi/riixtiAM (15 
miles, 1 ) and between Cheltenham 
and Ross, they are not more 
- forward* Nevertheless, I could 
have counted the fields of wheat 
all the way; and they look 
upon ii 'that the bustle of harvest 
is over. There are no turnips 
of any note till you come into 
Gloucestershire, and they are 
chiefly white ones, i saw but two 
or three fields of Swedish turnips 
till 1 came to this place. Mr, 
Palmer's were drilled on four teet 
rkjges in the month of July and 
JunV, and ill a field that bore 
wheat last jeur, and turnips 
(Swedish) the \ear before. They 
have just had their third, aul last, 
ploughing ; the leaves do not yet 
meet, but soon Will, though the 
late warm weather has scorched 
them ! a lijtle. The bulbs are 
swelling very fast now, and, being 
now, a gVeat proportion of them, 
of three or four pounds wight* they 
will, most likely, at the end of 
their growth, average six or seven 
pounds weight. Of transplanted 
Swedes, Mr. Palmer has not more 
than two acre* (he has twenty acres 
drilled)* and they were planted as 
late as the sixth or seventh of 
August, succeeding vetches, mow- 
ed fur horses; so that nothing 
can L be expected of ihem com- 
pared wita the others. But 



they look' exceedingly well arid 
thriving-, and will he larger, £ 
dare say, than any that' wete 
sown broadcast at a much ean» 
tier season — The wheat About 
Boss is beautiful; so large the 
ears arid the grant. They say 
there is some smut, hut not much ; 
and, take it altogether, there is a 
full average crop of wheat and 
outs, and a large crop of 'barley-' — 
Apples are rather scarce, and not 
of fine quality; and, though there 
may be as much cider made this 
year as last, still the quality will 
not be so good. The American 
graffssentto'Mr. Palm hr in 1821, 
have generally succeeded as far 
as a wonder! ul growth of wood 
goes. There are two trees in par- 
ticular, both of them the same sort 
(fa 11 pi p p i n s , I am pretty s u re t ) t h at 
are now upwards of seven feet 
high, and the main shoot of one of 
them is full an inch in diameter. 
They have none of them borne any 
fruit, hut they are all thickly stud- 
ded with fruit-spurs ; so that an 
abundance of fruit may be ex- 
pected next year,

place. There it was, " forty* 
" sacimd, gallant forty-sacund, 
" Sergeant Sinclair," and all in 
grand style, and in detail the 
most minute. I, who had the 
principal hand in detecting the' 
lie, and who published a full ae^ 
count of it, in the third volume o£V 
the Register, remonstrated with* 
the Chevalier on the subject.

and to the Frenchman? YeVltfam 
as this duty was, TionouraWe as it 
was in me to perform this duty, 
the performance of H brought 
down upon my head torrent* hjC 
abuse from this execrable ^ress 
for tnany months.

But, let us come to the silliness, 
the pure silliness of which I have 
been speaking. This General 
A lava wanted to see the Duke 
d'Angonleme. The Duke would 
not admit him. Is it possible, 
says the Chronicle, that he would 
not admit a man that fought as 
a volunteer under the Duke of 
Wellington* at Waterloo! Yes,' 
you silly thing! Very possible, 
and what is more, very proper ; 
for base, indeed, would it have 
been on the part of the Duke 
d'Angouleme, if he had liked this 
man the better for his fighting 
at Waterloo. The Chronicle' 
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ask* who Ihis "General AiAKtia. 
Aye, u>»*is he, indeed ? What 
was he fighting at Waterloo /erf, 
For. fAe Bourbon*, was he not! 
For the beloved Ferdinand, was 
he wot! No. Good God,* for 
Ferdinand was thea upon the, 
throne, and "had mhreadg punished 
those who had *been fighting for 
him in Spain! What, then, this 
Aumx went out of pure hatred 
to the liberties of France (in the 
year 1815, sniad!) to pot down 
free government and restore the 
Bourbons.

But, only think of a. lie like f 
this travelling"thus into every cor- 
ner- of the earth, where the£ng- . 
lish .language is in use! Jtfy son 
supposed the story to be false;, 
but, still, what was he to think of • 
a fact of so plain and simple a > 
nature,* and put forth in such a. 
confident manner! Why, if I, 
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t>r any body belonging to me, 
<jould take all the trades, all the 
hired hacks, all the paragraph- 
grinders, all the purveyors of 
every description, all the prosti- 
tuted rascally and filthy crew be- 
longing to this press.; if we could 
take Mr. Brougham's "highly 
respectable" gang all together, 
and fling them down a chalk-pit, 
or into a well or common' sewer, 
or stifle them in a collection of 
night-soil, would there, I ask any 
just man, would there be any im- 
morality in the act ! And yet, it 
is this low and detestable thing,

ness the most contemptible ;, in 
short, of almost every crime 
under heaven,, short of felony 
and murder, did these men (if 
men they can be called) accuse 
one another; and Walter con- 
fessed, during the correspondence, 
thai the Government paid for re- 
printing and circulating some pf 
the infamous lies that he had pub- 
lished oyainst me.

matermen and oyster-women ; with 
being \W-mama acd rnn d impudent; 
with baring mfoul mouth and a 
fouler heart; witb base ormwling 
i« eider to get employment ; and 
we find tbem calling one another 
eaitij^tet^ches^forger^j^t^mft- 
en to extort money, putrid' car- 
eastitt, worse than spies, knaves, 
Rarw, and rasoaUl This is what 
they charge one another witii ; this 
» what they call erie another; 
they are liars, o*they have spoken 
me truth here 5 and it fo with these 
men that Mr. Brottcjham forms a 
league, almost Ifoeralry, "saying^ 
" unto eorruptHW*, *The« art my 
"father: to the worm, Then art 
** my mother^ and ray sister." —

However, it is impossible to do 
ihe caitfrls justice without using 
their own words.

I some time ago, told my read- 
ers, that f had two apples growing 
upon graffs/ cut off the trees in 
America before the 16M of De- 
cember and put upon the stocks

I was not sure, that these applet 
would come to perfection. I now 
see that they will. One is a New- 
town Pippin, the other a.' Fall 
Pippin : the first will be but small, 
as the bloom; did not come out 
until a month after other trees had 
been out of bloom. But, the Fall 
Pippin will, I. should think, weigh 
more than half a pound; and this 
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is upon a stock, which, in the 
Spring, when the graff was put 
qo, was not bqgg^r than the barrel 

of £ large quill of a goose. 1 

have some Newtown Pippins and 
Fall Pippins and Greenings on 
grafts of 1821 ; and really, as to 
size, they approach nearly those 
of America. — But, the most re- 
markable thing in these graffs, 
is, the uncommon disposition to 
bear. Every one that has seen 
the wood, from the graffs of 
1821, has been astonished at the 
sight of the fruit* spurs, with which 
the branches are studded. In 
answer to gentlemen who have 
writtea fc>4«tew ih* jwioe at which 
I intend to sell the trees, I have 
to say, that I have not yet settled 
whether I shall make any distinc- 
tion in the price of different sorts. 
At any rate^ those gentlemen shall 
(as I have but a small patch, 
about ten rod of trees) be written 
to, and supplied before any body 
else. 1 know that the Nursery- 
men affect to laugh at all this. So 
did the Seedsmen and Farmers in 
America, when I began my work 
of introducing the Swedis/i Tur- 
nip. " It was too wonderful to 
be believed." It is thus that in- 
dolent, jog-trot men always treat 
the discoveries made by. tajent 
and enterprise. The Swedish tur- 
nip is a field-crop ail over Ame- 



rica* m no. part el which was it 

ever a field*ctop before. At New 
Orleans J fcv*h 'is* this root now 
greasy 1 cultivated; producing pro- 
digious crops : and, never was it 
heard of, until my publications on 
the subject Aye ; and whatever 
our nurserymen may say, I shall 
make the American apple or- 
chards renovate those of England; 
and that they want it, God knows y 
for we have hardly an apple left, 
fit to eat — I invite those who 
wish to see my trees and fruit, 
to come irad see them; There is 
nothing like seeing the thing with 
one's own eyes* The way I went 
to work, ki America, about ray 
Swedish Turnips, was to send 
twenty wagon loads (some weigh- 
ing ien pounds each) raised upon 
a little bit of ground; to send 
twenty wagon loads down to New 
York market There was no 
gainsaying after this. And this is 
the sort of way m which I shall 
go to work with, the Apples. Not 
twenty wagon loads; but, ne&t 
year, or the year after, I date 
say, such baskets of such beau- 
tiful fruit as . no- man ever saw 
before in England. I do not 
pledge myself to this ; but this is 
what I think will happen.-— My 
Indian dorn is the finest, as* to 
plants and ears y thai I ever saw:; 
but, owing to this horridly ceU 
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summer, hardly any will ripen. 
Some will ripen, however, though, 
in the same ground, and agAinst 
' as fine walls as need be, ¥ have 
' not got one reaily godd apriedt,' 
peach or nectarine out of* many 
bushels I **- My Broom 'Corn is 
about seven and a half feel high. 
The teed -head is coming oat. 
This sad summer has been un- 
favourable to this plant also; but 
it will be high enough to make 
most beautiful reed 'fences; and 
this is the use that I always said 
it might be .put /to.— These two 
patches of Corny some patches 
of SeedUng Locusts and Black 
Walnuts, and the patch o{ Maiden 
Apple - trees, all adjoining' each 
other, form, I think, the most 
beautiful piece of vegetation that 
I ever saw m my life.
